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WHEN GEN. HARBORD DID KITCHEN POLICE. 


The Recruiting Publicity Bureau of the Army, in Pro- 
motion Sheet No. 88, publishes in parallel columns arti- 
cles headed, respectively, “Old Post Civil War Army” 
and “New, Democratic, Peace-Time Army,” showing. by 
comparison, the advantages offered of service in the pres- 
ent Army as against that of years ago. In an article on 
the old Army Major Gen. James G. Harbord, U.S.A., 
now commanding at Camp Travis, Texas, who was for- 
merly chief of staff, 8.0.8., re gr and commander of 
the 2d Division, at the request of the ——s Bureau 
of New Zork, Sinn, tole fie epeney S the old 
Army.

peded instead o' facilitated in order that, for a lon 
time, he might be available to m that unpopu 
duty. Our commanding officer was one of the old school, 
who believed that a garrison should be awake a consid- 
erable time before daylight. At four o’clock those winter 
mornings, before a streak of dawn reddened the east, the 
company turned out in darkness for reveille roll call. As 
kitchen police a recruit had to be up sometime before 
that in order that breakfast could be ready immediately 
after reveille. The hours wie roll call and for meals were 
not then prescribed in y Regulations as they are 
now, but were held at the hp ee of the commanding 
officer, for the time — Those early hours were en- 
forced at a time when the snow was five feet d 

the parade ground, and it was impossible to move off the 
beaten track. No drills were conducted in the company 
during that winter except those for my benefit in the 
dining room in the short intervals of forenoon when my 
duty as kitchen police did not occupy my time. I was 
kitchen police for a month without interruption. 

“Soldiers stood reveille, retreat, tattoo and check roll 
calls in those days. | eae Be was generally at nine p.m., 
with taps an hour after, and ‘check’ at eleven wedlock 
The coémpany commanders were still generally woterene 
of the Civil War who had, many of them, as volunteers, 
held higher rank during the war, and had never philoso- 
phically accepted the peace-time reduction in grade which 
followed war. The colonel had been a major general and 
a division commander, and was always addressed as gen- 
eral, and had sworn, it was said, never to attend a for- 
mation of anything as low as the regiment of which he 
was the colonel. The retired list was limited. There 
were no examinations for promotion for officers and no 
process of elimination of dead wood except by disability 
or court-martial. Enlistment was for five years, and fur- 
loughs were rare. Discharge before expiration of term 
of service, or ‘by favor’ as Sit was called, was very in- 
frequent. Once in the Service there was no honorable 
way out for five years except by favor or disability. Pay 
was $13 per month, and ‘found.’ 

“If a soldier of a day, 1889, could have been con- 
fronted with the changes that were in prospect in the 
military service he could as little have credited it, as the 
Minute Men of Lexington could have comprehended - a 
lecture on airplanes and submarines, wireless telegraph 
or moving pictures.”

AIRPLANE ATTACKS UPON TANKS. 


A number of very interesting and instrictive tests were 
conducted at McCook Field, Dayton, Ohio, during the 
week ending May 25, to determine the relative value of 
bombs and the new 37-mm. cannon, when used in air- 
plane attacks upon tanks from low altitudes. The fol- 
lowing facts concerning the test. are given by the office 
of the Director of Air Service, U.S.A. 

The first flight was made by Lieut. H. R. Harris in a 
Martin bomber on which a b -mm. cannon, firing a one- 
pound shell, was mounted on the nose. He flew over the 
target a number of times at an altitude of 100 feet travel- 
ing at the rate of 120 miles per hour while Lieut. O. G. 
Kelly operated the cannon. The first three shots fell 
a foot short; the remaining five were direct hits. 

Then a DeHaviland-4 was flown over the target loaded 
with eight fragmentation bombs. The bombs were 
dropped singly to obtain the range and dropped about 
thirty feet wide of the target. On the next circle of the 
field the remaining six bombs were dropped in salvo; two 
bombs made direct hits, and the remaining four 
over the target at a height of three or five feet,. striking 
less than thirty feet beyond the target.

While at sea a crowd of 
Black Sea pirates who had concealed themselves on board 
at Batum held up the ship’s crew at the point of re- 
volvers, robbed all the passengers and then forced some 
of the crew to row them to a gasoline launch that was 
awaiting them at an evidently preconcerted point, and 
made their escape. They took $2,000 from Mrs. Haskell, 
but did not obtain $20,000 which she carried in a money 





belt and which she succeeded in throwing, unobsery 
into a waste paper basket.. oe oe ed,

charge of the distribution of flour to starving Armenians 
have been withdrawn. Among those who were reported 
to. be returning with Colonel Haskell are Col. Edmund 

Donald S. Robinson, Summer 
Waite, James A. Ulio, T. C. Lonergan, E. E. McCam- 
mon, Charles Telford, R. A. Dunford; Majors E. B, 
Booth, Parker C. Kalloch, jr..

Rathjen, Harrison McAlpine, E. M. er, Dale F. Mc-

Earl J. Dodge. Col. James C. Rhea, who was ac’

Two U.S. Army officers are reported to have been seri- 
ously ill in Transcaucasia when the evacuation of the 
American women workers of the Near East Relief and 
of the Army officers was ordered by Colonel Haskell. 
They were Lieut. Col. R. A. Dunford, stationed in Eri- 
van, capital of Armenia, who was suffering from pneu- 
monia, and Capt. Harry W. Stephenson, stationed in 
Alexandropol, who was down with hus. The removal 
of both officers was su out by Major W. 
P. Davenport, Med. Corps, U.S.A., and Major C. E. 8. 
Webster, Med. Res. Corps, U.S.A. The news came from 
Constantinople. 

Capt. James E. Shelley, U.S.A., was held up by Tar- 
tar brigands on the road from Nakhitchevan to 
on the Arax river, republic of Azerbaijian, and ro’ 
of several million ‘Transcaucasian rubles which he was 
taking to the Armenians of Akoulis for the Near East 
Relief. As the Transcaucasian rouble is worth 
about one-third of a cent the sum taken from Captain 
Shelley was not large. Akoulis is an Armenian 
in the heart of the Tartar country, whose inhabitants 
have suffered considerably during last two years of 
intermittent fighting between Tartars and Armenians in 
the Arax valley. he Near East Relief has made re- 
peated efforts to succor the Armenians of this district, 
and Captain Shelley was sent to Akoulis for that purpose.

CRITICISM OF GENERAL MITCHELL. 
Expressed by Aeronautical Board of Army and Navy. 
At a meeting in Washington, D.C., on May 28 of the 

Aeronautical Board of Army and Navy officers, of which 
Major Gen. Charles P. Menoher, U.S.A., director of 
Army Air Service, is chairman, a motion was passed 
criticizing Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, chief of Train- 
ing and Operations Group, Army Air Service, on the 
ground that recent testimony given by him before the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs relative to Navy 
aviation was “incorrect and misleading.” On the previ- 
ous day Secretary of the Navy Daniels sent a letter to 
Secretary of War Baker calling the latter’s attention to 
specific testimony regarding Navy aviation, and particu- 
larly the operation of airships, quoting General Mitchell 
from the printed hearings of the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs. Secretary Daniels protested in this 
letter against the character of this testimony and de- 
clared it did not in many particulars state the fact, and 
that it also demonstrated that General Mitchell was 
misinformed as to Navy aviation and that he seriously 
reflected on the Navy Department, and furthermore 
caused misleading statements to be accepted by mem- 
bers of the Senate as fact. The motion adopted by the 
Aeronautical Board reads: 

“That the Aeronautical Board invite the attention of 
the War and Navy Departments to the testimony of Brig. 
Gen. William Mitchell, Air Service, as recorded in hear- 
ings before the Committee on Military Affairs, United 


States Senate, 6th Congress, second session, on H.R. 
seme on page 132, hearing of Tuesday, May 


“It is the opinion of this board that in Congressional 
committee hearings no attempt should be made to re- 
strict the expression of personal opinion of officers, or 
to limit their freedom of speech so long as such is con- 
fined to personal opinion or non-confidential facts. There 
should, however, be a strict accountability for the ac- 
euracy of all statements made as facts. 

“On page 132 of the above-mentioned hearing Brig. 
Gen. William Mitchell, Air Service, states: ‘At the 
present time I have a statement right here which I would 
like to put into the record which shows that there is a 
duplication going on at the present time of about $11,- 
000,000 on the coastal stations.’ 

“The statement of Brigadier General Mitchell, Air 
Service, as inserted in the hearings, pages 132-133, is in- 
correct and misleading and is a serious reflection on the 
Aeronautical Board and the War and Navy Depart- 
ments.”

HEALTH OF THE Navy. 

The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, Navy Depart- 
ments, reports for the four-week period, April 4 to 
May 1, inclusive, an annual admission rate per 1,000 
of 232.77 for communicable diseases. Influenza with 
449 admissions and mumps with 279 headed the sum- 
mary. There were fifty-three cases of diphtheria, eighty- 
eight of pneumonia, thirty-six of scarlet fever, forty-eight 
of malaria and thirty-five of tuberculosis. The total ad- 
missions for the period of a complement of 114,543 were 
2,051. There were seventy-three deaths, of which twenty 
were from drowning and twelve from influenza-pneu- 
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monia. The annual death rate, all causes, per 1,000 was 
8.28, and for diseases only, 4.88. - 
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HEARING ON COAST GUARD-NAVY MERGHER. 
Secretary of Navy and Officers Testify. 

Because of other business before it the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, Representa- 
tive Esch, chairman, closed the hearing on the proposal 
to absorb the Coast Guard into the Navy on May 28 
when the advocates of amalgamation had ended their 
arguments. Appearing in behalf of the Campbell bill on 
that day were Secretary of the Navy Daniels, Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt, Admiral R. BE. Coontz, Chief of 
Naval Operations; Rear Admiral Thomas Washington, 
Chief of Bureau of Navigation; Rear Admiral C. J. Pee- 
ples, representing Rear Admiral Samuel McGowan, Chief 
of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, and Capt. J. 
©. Cantwell, U.S.C.G., retired. 

On filing with the committee a prepared statement 
relative to the economy and efficiency which would be 
promoted by the merger, Secretary Daniels told the com- 
mittee that he was convinced that all navigational agen- 
cies must eventually be placed under the Navy, and that 
in economy, in navigation, and in all directions there 
were the soundest of reasons for amalgamation. Asked 
as to the ro Service, the Secretary said it was 
once under the Navy and should be returned to it. He 
said that with the adoption of a budget system the Gov- 
ernment should follow up and industrially correlate all 
departments of the Government, that there should be an 
all-around readjustment. ‘The only argument for keep- 
ing the Coast Guard a separate organization, he believed, 
was the necessity of such a service in the collection of 
customs, yet it would be the simplest matter for the 
Secretary of the Treasury to call upon the Navy to en- 
force the collection of customs, and this could be done 
with more celerity at any point along the coasts because 
of the location of the existing naval districts. Merging 
the Coast Guard with the Navy, in his opinion, would 
be wiser, more economical and for the greater good of 
the Government. 

In discussing the matter with the Secretary of the 
Treasury, said Mr. Daniels, his colleague expressed his 
belief that the Coast Guard should remain under the 
Treasury Department. That opinion would be valid, said 
the Secretary, if the Coast Guard were still performing a 
revenue service, but this portion of its work was now at 
a minimum. The ships of the Coast Guard came auto- 
matically under the Navy during the war, and he in- 
stanced this fact as proof that if the Coast Guard ships 
were needed in war they should be under the direction of 
the Navy Department so as to be prepared for war ser- 
vice always. In the World War, he stated, the Coast 
Guard ships were in the Mediterranean, in fact every- 
where, and he could not too highly commend the work 
of ships and personnel in the war. Discussing with 
members of the committee the value of regulations pro- 
viding for shore and sea duty, Mr. Daniels said that 
this rule was best for the personnel, as it made for all- 
around officers and that it would be unjust to keep a 
Navy officer too long on shore. He instanced the case of 
a captain who had been so long on shore duty that when 
he went to sea he failed to make good, and because of 
lost efficiency could never become a rear admiral. The 
Secretary read a paragraph handed to him by a Navy 
officer, which stated that the Coast Guard and Navy sit- 
uation was analogous to the situation confronting a 
farmer who, to save the labor of opening and closing a 
barn door, made a large hole for the house cat and a 
small hole for its kitten. 


Various Wastes in Present System. 


Assistant Secretary Roosevelt said that from the point 
of view of ship ss it was wasteful for the marine 
activities of the Government to repair at so many dif- 
ferent bases, and that with the 3 yards existing as 
established military plants the Coast Guard and all other 
ships work could be done with practically no additional 
cost for overhead. He stated that the Government now 
has “four small navies and one large Navy,” which made 
for waste and inefficiency. He instanced the duplication 
in the building of new Coast Guard cutters, which he 
said were practically small vessels of the cruiser type 
that the Navy could now supply, or the Navy could build 
much better ships because construction would be under 
the even standard of the Navy. To his mind it was un- 
necessary to build these cutters. He looked forward to 
the time when all the.“small navies” maintained in the 
several departments would, so far as material was con- 
cerned, go under the Navy, and this plan, he said, would 
make for stability at the industrial plants of the Navy 
because the trained personnel could be always employed 
and that the flow of work would allow the improvement 
of Se organization of skilled men employed at navy 
yards, 

Admiral Coontz said that every consideration of effi- 
ciency and economy, both in the organization and its 
operations, demanded the merging of the Coast Guard 
with the Navy. Chairman Esch and other committee- 
men asked many question relative to Navy Department 
organization and as to the working out of the require- 
ment for sea and shore duty for officers of the line. The 
Admiral said that he believed the American system was 
best, for it produced the genuinely all-around Navy 
officers. 

Admiral Washington was heard briefly and stated he 
favored the merger generally because of the economy it 
would bring about. The Navy was now well able to sup- 
ply the needs of vessels for Coast Guard duties for years 
to come, and the opportunities for its commissioned and 
enlisted personnel would be much better. The duplica- 
tion now existing, he said, could be absorbed by the Navy 
without difficulty. 

Admiral Peeples stated that from a supply department 
view the equipment of the Navy was more than ade- 
quate to meet the needs of the Coast Guard and at lower 
cost, and this in addition to the absorption of the ex- 
pense of overhead. There was no problem at all from the 
supply side to the proposed merger, he said. Captain 
Cantwell ey = out that as Congress is now interested 
in abolish ng duplication in the departments, the merger 
proposition had a more pertinent bearing than it had at 
any previous time when brought before Congressional 
committees. He emphasized that on the operational side 
the Coast Guard ships were used practically four months 
and laid up eight months of each year, and stated it 
would be no problem were there real duties to perform 





in the collection of revenues for the Treasury Depart- 
ment for the Navy to perform such duties. He said that 
he would not advocate the merger if he did not know 
that the Navy is willing and anxious to take up this 
work and all other work now performed a small portion 
of the year by the Coast Guard. 
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DEPRECATING THE WAR COLLEGE. 

The statement made by Rear Admiral William S. 
Sims, President of the Naval War College, as to the 
tendency still existing among officers to deprecate the im- 
portance of the War College as a practical idea, illus- 
trates once more the difficulty this institution has labored 
under from the beginning of its career to impress itself 
and its principles on the officers of the Navy. Admiral 
Sims said, in his address to the graduates of the class 
of June, 1919, noted in our issue of May 29, that “incredi- 
ble as it may seem there were instances of War College 
graduates who expressed the opinion that matters of doc- 
trine, principles of organization and the like were ‘only 
War College stuff’ and of no use in war.” He added 
that “the Service opinion of the college’ may be more 
satisfactory than he believed it to be, “but I can assure 
you that extended experience, especially in the late war, 
has shown me that continuous effort in convincing the 
Service of the usefulness of the college is now, and will 
for some time continue to be necessary, at least until such 
time as it is possible to assign War College graduates to 
all important commands, both ashore and afloat.” 

That there must be something radically wrong in the 
manner in which the War College idea is received by the 
Service would appear to be indicated by Admiral Sims’s 
comment that even its graduates have been known ‘to re- 
fer to its ideas as ‘“‘War College stuff” and this after the 
college has been in existence for thirty-four years. Such 
a comment is rather more polite than the “covert sneers 
and loud guffaws” with which Admiral Luce’s plan of 
_establishing such an institution was greeted according to 
Admiral Fiske, who in his autobiography “From Midship- 
man to Rear Admiral’ devotes several pages to the be- 
ginnings of the War College. “Luce,” writes Admiral 
Fiske, “with that foresight which to some people seems 
like prophecy, and to others seems like genius, had years 
before realized what nobody else realized in our Navy, 
or in any other navy, that naval officers as they grew 
older needed instruction in strategy, in addition to the 
instruction which their duties gave them in gunnery, 
navigation, ordnance, seamanship, international law, elec- 
tricity, etc., and had conceived the idea of establishing a 
naval war college. Despite covert sneers and loud guf- 
faws, Luce succeeded in getting a few officers to see the 
light that he saw, and to consent to identifying them- 
selves with the project; and finally he even persuaded the 
department and Congress to establish a college, utilizing 
the old poor-house on Coaster’s Harbor Island for the 
college building. In this very modest structure a few 
Luce devotees then read books and wrote papers and de- 
livered lectures. At the head of these officers was Comdr. 
Alfred T. Mahan. Luce ordered the officers of the fleet 
to go to certain lectures delivered by Mahan and others. 
We obeyed, of course, but with very bad grace. We did 
not see, even the captains of ships, who ought to have 
geen, did not see, what the campaigns of the Archduke 
Charles had to do with the profession of a naval officer. 
We, like most other people, were down so close to the 
ground that we saw only the things immediately around 
us; while Luce and Mahan were far enough above the 
ground to see other things besides, and to see the rela- 
tions of those other things to the things immediately 
around them.” 

The pPandicap under which Luce and Mahan suffered 
has been passed on to Admiral Sims along with the torch 
of education. Everyone inside the War College may take 
too depressed a view of its accomplishments and every- 





body outside it may take too slight a view of its merits 
and accomplishments and thus the visions of both classes 
of Navy officers may become distorted. But the fact that 
after thirty-four years of existence the purposes of the 
Naval War College are deprecated at all shows the neces- 
sity for changing this viewpoint by some method not at 
all clear to us. The time would seem to have arrived 
when the Navy Department, the Naval War College and 
the officers of the Navy themselves: should combine in 
some way to remove the idea that “War College stuff” is 
negligible in the practical conduct of the Navy in war 
and peace. This feeling has existed too long. 
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STATUS OF ARMY PERSONNEL. 

Strength of the Army.—The estimated strength of the 
Army on May 27 was 217,485 including 15,974 officers 
and 201,511 enlisted men. This total includes 224 offi- 
cers and 7,082 enlisted men of the Philippine Scouts and 
all troops under the jurisdiction of the commanding gen- 
eral of the American Forces in Germany. 

Commissioned Strength—The commissioned strength 
of the Army on May 27 included 15,794 officers. Of this 
total 8,179 were Regulars and 7,235 emergency officers 
on duty. Emergency officers undergoing physical -recon- 
struction numbered 560 on that date. There were 1,632 
Regular Army officers holdmg.-emergency rank on 
May 27. 

Resignation of Officers—From the date of the signing 
of the armistice to May 26, 1920, the resignations of 
2,542 Regular Army officers has been accepted. 

Enlistments in the Army.—Enlistment papers received 
to May 22 show 205,693 enlistments since recruiting was 
commenced Feb. 28, 1919. Of the number enlisted since 
that date, 174,827 are still in the Service. 
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ATTAINING A SMARTLY UNIFORMED ARMY. 

If the U.S. Army enlisted personnel, as some critics 
have declared, is not as smartly uniformed as. any ser- 
vice in the world, the fault cannot be laid at the door of 








-the War Department nor of the Quartermaster Corps, 


the department maintains. The fault, and admittedly it 
has shown only in spots, lies with the individual soldier, 
the non-commissioned officers of his unit, and finally with 
his immediate commanding officer. In this relation it 
may be recalled that on June 1, 1919, the Quartermaster 
General was directed by the War Department “to take 
measures necessary for the procurement of equipment 
and material needed for the repair of shoes and for the 
repair, alteration, cleaning and pressing of uniforms.” 
The Quartermaster General promptly took steps to put 
this into effect so that as fast as the equipment and per- 
sonnel could be assembled the Salvage Division mmstalled 
them at camps, posts and stations. Of these facts com- 
manding officers were informed from time to time in 
circulars. Impetus was given to the work by the state- 
ment of Secretary Baker on “Education of the People to 
the New Army,” Circular No. 113, War Dept., 1920, and 
the Salvage Division renewed its efforts to utilize its 
functions to the utmost to the end that every facility in 
the way of repair, renovation, alteration and fitting of 
uniforms might be made available. Zone supply officers 
have been requested particularly to inquire if proper 
facilities were provided to fit recruits with smart uni- 
forms, and to notify the Quartermaster General's office 
so that arrangements could be made at isolated recruit- 
ing stations to have the uniforms altered and pressed by 
local contractors. There may have been a little laxity 
here and there in bringing the soldier and the repair shop 
into contact; but that does not give reason for condem- 
nation of the uniform for lacking smartness and for fail- 
ing to fit the figure of the men. 
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Return or Lost ARMY BAGGAGE. 

Through the Lost Baggage Department, located at 
Hoboken, NJ., and Governors Island, N.Y., under the 
direct supervision of the Chief of Transportation Scer- 
vice, the War Department has effected the return to 
the owners of approximately 105,000 articles, ranging 
from trunks to bedding rolls, clothing rolls and small 
packages, some of which have been unclaimed in this 
‘country and a large number of which have been returned 
from overseas, where they have been in storage while 
the owners have been at the front. . There still remain 
132,000 articles of unclaimed property to be disposed of 
and efforts are being made to locate the owners. Due to 
the war conditions under which property was left by 
owners in various parts of France, a very large number 
of articles were lost and all efforts of the War Depart- 
ment to locate these articles have been fruitless. Many 
persons appreciate the work done in the return of their 
property, and numerous letters of commendation have 
been received by the War Department from recipicnts 
of property, in which warm praise was expressed of the 
procedure and action of the War Department in return- 
ing articles of value which, in a great many cases, had 
long since been given up as beyond recovery. 
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ArrtaL CONVENTION SIGNED BY UNITED STATEs. 

Acting unders instructions from Washington, Ambas- 
sador Wallace signed the aerial convention and protocol 
in connection with the Treaty of Versailles and the 
Treaty of St. Germain in Paris on May 31, according to 
an Associated Press dispatch from that city. The United 
States made reservations concerning the question of pri- 
vate aircraft flying over restricted areas, the United 
States reserving rights for flying over its territory, and 


also customs and the right to enter into conventions with 
nations of the Western Hemisphere, including Canada, 
The Allies signed the convention last October. When the 
six months’ limit expired in April the protocol was added 
and the time extended to June L 
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HEALTH OF THE TROOPS. 

Health conditions among troops in the United States 
are excellent, according to reports received by the Sur- 
geon General of the Army for the week ending May 21. 
Admission and non-effective rates are about the same as 
the previous week although the incidence of communi- 
cable diseases is slightly lower. There were only twenty- 
five new cases of measles reported from all stations dur- 
ing the week. Of this number Camp Taylor reports 
seven from a command of over 8,000 and Camp Grant 
five from a command of over 5,000. There was one new 
case of scarlet fever reported from Camp Taylor and one 
from the Western Department. Camp Dix reports one 
new case of diphtheria and Brooks, Field, Texas, re- 
ports the admission of five diphtheria carriers. The South- 
ern Department reports twelve admissions for malaria, 
seven of which were at Brownsville. Camp Upton is the 
only large camp reporting a new case of pneumonia. 
There were four other admissions for this disease, two 
from the Eastern Department and one each from the 
Southern and Western Departments. The death rate for 





disease 4.3 is considerably higher than the previous week . 


although but fourteen deaths from disease were reported, 
nine of which occurred in general hospitals. Tubercu- 
losis was reported as the eause of six deaths and pneu- 
monia of two. The health conditions of the American 
Forces in Germany continue excellent. There were seven 
new cases of influenza, four of pneumonia, thrae of 
diphtheria, two of scarlet fever and one of malaria, 
measles and meningitis. There were no deaths from dis 
ease reported during the week. 
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Stags FOR ORGANIZATIONS’ WaR CITATIONS. 


With a view to commemorating distinguished services 
rendered by organizations in action with an enemy, and 
as an inspiration for the soldiers of the nation, the Secre- 
tary of War has directed the amendment of Army Regu- 
lations to provide for the decoration of organization col- 
ors and standards when the organization has been “cited 
in War Department orders for specially meritorious ser- 
vices in action.” Each officer and man serving in such 
organization will be entitled also to wear a silver star 
on each cuff of the service coat, white coat and white 
mess jacket. A second silver star will be added for a sec- 
ond citation; for three citations one gold star will be 
worn; for four citations one gold and one silver star, a 
gold star being worn for every three such citations. These 
stars will, of course, constitute a part of the uniform 
of the organization and therefore will be removed when 
a man is relieved from such organization. An order cit- 
ing a brigade or higher unit will entitle all the inde- 
pendent organizations composing it which carry colors 
to the decorations prescribed in Army Regulations, and 
all the organizations of the unit will be entitled to the 
stars to be worn on sleeves, provided they participated 
in the action for which the whole organization was cited. 
A study is now being made of the services rendered by 
different organizations in the World War as a basis for 
the publication of unit citations in War Department 
orders. 
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Posts, Forts aNpD CAMPS DaTA INADEQUATE. 

As the result of a study. begun through the dircction 
of a committee of the Training Section, General Staff 
College, of the existing. posts, forts and camps of the 
Army with a view to determining their suitability and 
sufficiency for training purposes, it has been found that 
no source in the War Department gives complete infor- 
mation necessary for the solution of this requirement. 
The researches indicated the necessity for a prompt and 
thorough survey of all existing military reservations and 


adjacent territory with a view to the compilation of the’ 


data for file in the records of the ‘Training Section of 
the General Staff, and this was pointed out to the War 
Plans Division by Major Gen. J. W. McAndrew, com- 
mandant, General Staff College. As a result of the re- 
searches and General McAndrew’s memorandum the com- 
manding officer of each military post, fort, cantonment, 
aviation field, or other military station not under the 
jurisdiction of a department commander, has been in- 
structed to furnish the information to the War Depart- 
ment not later than July 20 in order that the General 
Staff College study may be continued. The information 
will take cognizance of estimating each station as a 
training rendezvous for the existing Military Establish- 
ment, for a system of universal training, and for the 
mobilization of the man power of the nation on a 7,- 
000,000 men program. 
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War DepartMENT NEws Bureau ENpDs. 

The War Department News Bureau will cease to exist 
as 2 separate branch of the office of the Secretary of War 
on May 31, 1920, but after this date its function will be 
carried out by the Information Section, Morale Branch, 
War Plans Division, according to directions of the Sec- 
retary of War. The files and records of the News Bu- 





reau, of which Carl H. Butman has been director for 


over a year, will. be removed to Room 365, where news 
releases will be issued and queries from the members of 
the press should be addressed, commencing June 1, 1920,

Pay ON ReErmREMENT. i 
Commenting on the injustice of the failure to grant 
pay.increasa to enlisted men who may be retired prior 
to July 1, 1922, a Navy warrant officer writes: “The 
Navy Regulations distinctly assert that an enlisted man 
will be retired ‘on seventy-five per centum of the pay he 
may be in ry = of at the time ‘of re ent.’ I will 
be drawing at that time the new scale of pay. I have 
re-enlisted for over twenty-five years with assurance and 
emphasis that such would-be my perquisite and right 
upon retirement. It was displayed on the recruiting 
boards, it was printed prominently in the Navy Regula- 
tions, and it was part of the compact and oath that 
passed between the recruiting officer (the agent of the 
U.S. Government) and myself. Which holds good in my 
case, the new Pay bil! or the old Navy Regulations under 
which I have re-enlisted for thirty years and which guar- 
anteed me three-quarters of the pay 1 might be receiving 
at the*time of retirement?

The Navy Department on May 25 
awards for 5,200,000 barrels of fuel oil as result of re- 
cent bids submitted. The awards were divided amoung 
the Standard Oil Companies of New Jersey, and_Lauis- 
jana, the Texas Company, and the Cochrane Harper 
Company of Bosten. In order to avoid further increasing 
the price of oil and gasoline by decreasing the amount of 
American oil availabl: for commercial purpeses, the Navy 
Department, in awarding its contract for the coming 
year’s supply, by a slight modification of its standard 
specifications, has been able to utilixe a large amount of 
crude Mexican oil hitherto unavailable for naval pur- 
poses. The awards made provide the Navy with —— 
mately 5,200,000 barrels of fuel oil and 15,000,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline during the first year, with the option of 
renewing the Cochrane-Harper contracts se as to Insure 
at least 3,000,000 barrels of oil and 15,792,000 gallons of 
gasoline next year, with a further option of 10,000,000 
barrels of erude oil for next year should the present 
searcity continue. 
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Srupents at Camp DEVENS. 

Under the direction of Major Gen. Henry P. McCaim, 
U.S:A., commanding Camp Devens, Mass., some 1,200 
students of high schools and colleges of Eastern States 
and Porto Rico will arrive at Camp Devens on June 17 
to begin the six months of-summer military training 
offered by the Government to those who desire to qualify 
for commissions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps of the 
Army. High school students will be grouped in a junior 
camp, college undergraduates will form a senior camp. 
Beside the opportunity for students at € amp Devens, 
there will be special instruction for them at Camp Cus- 
ter, Mich.; the Presidio, Sau Francisco; Camp Knox, 
Ky.; Fort Ethan Allen, Vt.; Fort Oglethorpe, Ga.; Fort 
Monroe, Va.; Camp Humphreys, Va.; Camp Alfred Vail, 
N.J.; Camp Holabird, .Md.; and Aberdeen Proving 
Grounds, Md. It is estimated that 11,000 students will 
be in attendance at the above mentioned camps.

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Tiigu German AgMy AND Navy Orricers Dismissep. 

Admiral von Trotha, former Chief of the German Ad- 
miralty, Rear Admiral von Leventzow, recently gov- 
ernor of Kiel, and Majer von Falkenhausen, at one time 
an assistant secretary of state, have, with twelve other 
military and naval officers, been dismissed from the Ger- 
man serviee because of their participation in the Kapp 
revolt last Mareh, says an Asseciated Press dispatch 
from Berlin. Their cases have been laid before the public 
prosecutor for cousideration relative to further action. 
Twenty-five other officers have been relieved of their 
duties, and their cases have been handed over to the 
public prosecutor.

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NAVY'S CONDUCT OF THE WAR INQUIRY. 
Close. of Senate Committee Hearings. 

‘The Senate investigation of the Navy’s conduct ‘of the 
war was completed on May 28, and Chairman Hale said 
he hoped to have ‘réady soon a report embodying the com- 
mittee’s findings. Rear Admiral William 8. Sims was 
the only witness at the Gositig Session, but the ‘chairman 
read into the records supplementary statements from 
Rear Admirals William F. Fullam and Bradley A. Fiske 
replying to portions of the testimony uf Secretary Dan- 
iels. 

Before his departure from the final session on May 28 
Admiral Sims declared te the committee that he had en- 
deavered to bring out the true faets so far as he could 
ascertain them. -Replyimg to Senator Pittman, who 
asked whether the .Admiral’s final statement contained 
any “new matter,” Admiral Sims said that he presented 
very little new matter so fat as the investigation was 
concerned with the exception that it was necessary to 
iil+ data in refutetion of “misinterpretations.” He con- 
tended that practically all direct testimony bearing on 
the objeet of the investigation had been filed by him 
when he appeared before the committee some weeks ago. 
In order that there might not be any misconception as 
to his regard for senatorial dignity, Admiral Sims stated 
that he always had endeavored to remain well within 
the bounds of. courtesy at the sessiens. Senator itt- 
man laughingly responded that he had enjeyed every bit 
of the investigation. 


End of Admiral Sims's Rebettal. 

On May 28 Admiral Sims continued to review tie con- 
duct of the war by the Navy Department. He again 
charged that the “lack of adequate.plans was due partly 
to defeetive organization.” Also that “unpreparedness 
was due partly te faulty organization and the lack of a 
responsible military adviser to the Secretary.” He de- 
clared that the “efficiency of the Atlantic Fleet in 1917 
was net a f that the Navy as « whele was prepared 
for war.” e propounded the question : “Dees neutrality 
prevent. preparation for war?” Admiral Sims contended 
that it is necessary to reorganize the Nuvy Department 
in order to insure sound military policy. He declared 
that the department witnesses believe the department 
should be organized, adding: ‘ 

Admiral Maye submitted, in accordance with the request 
of this committee, a statement of his recommendations for the 
reorganization of the Navy Department, which has dealt with 
the various problems in detail. It is sufficient to call atten- 
tion’ te the fact that they are in fundamental accord with the 
recommendations which have been made by all the other 
witnesses quoted. 

Admiral Sims filed his suggestion ‘as to the organiza- 
tion of the Navy Department.” From the standpoint of 
Congress, he said, legislation should be made whereby the 
Cabinet offieer (civilian) in charge of the Naval Estab- 
lishment should have two principal subordinates; a ci- 
vilian assistant secretary, whe sheuld be delegated with 
all civil questions connected with the Navy, and a mili- 
tary assistant to whom’ should be delegated all questions 
of a strictly military nature; the bureau chiefs to be 
“entirely controlled and directed the abeve two prin- 
cipal assistants of the Secretary.” Admiral Sims de- 
clared that the military assistant should be held strictly 
accountable, subjcet to the supervision of the Seeretary 
as regards national policy, for the military efficiescy of 
the Navy, its preparation for war, and ifs conduct in 
war. The law should spee‘fically require that “the re- 
sponsibility as regards mil.tary consequences shal] rest 
entirely with the military assistant, unless he is clearly 
and definitely overruled by higher authority. Having 
the responsibility for military results placed squarely 
upon him, the milit assistant must have the necessary 
authority to enable him te ensure that such: results will 
be Satisfactory”. He declared that responsibility should 
be fixed in this connection, continuing : % 

In other words, the Congress should require by law that 
when the expert advice and assistance which it prevides are 
overruled or disregarded, the fact can im no wise be obscured 
as a matter of official record; and when such oceurs the fact 
should always be known to Congress, when acting in the 
diseharge of its constitetional duty of supervision over the 
Navy. ‘The present system allews great chances for obscurity 
of responsibility. Witness the present Senatorial efforts to 
fix responsibility. 

The Secretary's reference to a telegram with forged 
signature was met by the Admiral, who stated the tele- 
sram in question came through the British Admiralty to 
him and was signed “‘Daniels.’” He presented a copy 
of it. Admiral Sims: referred to all of the Secretary’s 
charges concerning his alleged disloyalty and attempts 
to be given British honors, denying the Secretary’s con- 
tention. He presented data showing that Seeretary Dan- 
iels also had praised the services rendered by the British. 
Admiral Sims suggested it was not a form of disloyalty 
to recognize the excellent work of the Allied navies. In 
conclusion he said: “If an expression of admiration for 
the services of the’ British and the British navy during 
the war, and before the war, is conclusive evidence that 
the person expressing such sentiments cannot be t-nsted, 
what conclusion may be drawn from the speec!: of Sec- 
retary Daniels in praising the British?’ 

There being no further questions, Chairman Hale in- 
formed Admiral Sims that he was excused. Thereupon 
Mr. Hale read the statements of Admirals Fiske and 
Fullam in reply to the Seeretary of the Navy. Adjourn- 
ment followed, subject to the call of the chairman. 


Admiral Fiske’s Statement. 


Admiral Fiske’s statement reads: 

On May 24 and 25 Secretary Daniels, in his testimony 
before you, denounced certain acts of mine while Aid for 
Operations, and made statements that reflected adversely on 
my character, mentality and professional ability. I do not 
think it necessary to defend myself against those statements 
because of the following facts: At your afternoon hearing on 
May 25 your chairman read into the record an official letter 
from the General Board to the Secretary of the Navy, dated 
Aug. 1, 1914. At the same time your chairman read an official 
letter signed by the Secretary, dated April 21, 1916, addressed 
to the Senate, in response to a resolution by the Senate, dated 
April 12, 1916. In this letter Secretary Daniels made the 
statement to the Senate ‘‘that the letter of Aug. 1, 1914, does 
not refer to ‘the necessity of bringing the Navy to a state of 
preparedmess’ as stated in the resolution of your body.’’ Yet 
the first paragraph of the letter of Aug. 1, 1914, from the 
General Board read: 

‘In view of the immediate danger of a great war in 
Europe, and in pursuance of its duties as laid down in para- 
graph R 167 (1) of the Navy Regulations, the General Board 
earnestly urges that the battleships be brought home, docked 
and put in perfect readiness, with the exception of the ships 
actually necessary in Caribbean and Mexican waters.’’ 

The last two sentences of this letter read: ‘‘ . and 
if the end of the war should find Germany stronger than ever 
in her European position, and with her fleet practically un- 
impaired, the temptation will be great to seize the opportunity 
for obtaining the position which she covets on this side of the 
ocean: We should prepare now for the situation which would 
thus be created.’’ 

On Nov. 5, 1914, I handed to Secretary Daniels a letter I 
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had written .to him repo *that the Navy was unprepared 
fer war, and: ‘specifying im::what particulars... Dhis letter. was 
filed -with the Navy Department under date of Nov. 9, 1914. 
In, his letter of April 21, 1916, just mentioned, Secretary 

: referring to my letter, said: ‘‘I did not know of its 
existence until long after it was written.’’ “While I was Aid 
for rations-I was the ‘s senior aid and ‘the éfficer 
specially charged by the regulations with advising him in 
matters of naval‘strategy, fleet operations, and the readiness 
of the for war. soon realized that even in “peace the 
organization of the Navy Department was inefficient; in war 
it would have been ve. . @ was no adequate agericy 
for making war plans, no means of expanding the personnel 
withéut depleting the trained crews of the battleships, no 
method for insuring prompt mobilization, no machinery for 
handling the necessary mail and telegraph service, no way of 
knowing the state of preparedness of the various buresus, ne 
system for co-ordinating their efforts. 

When the war broke out in Europe on Aug. 1, 1914, * 
explained the situation to the Secretary, but was met with the 
assertion that there was no r whatever that the United 
States would get inte the war!- Realizing the necess'ty for 
getting an operative erganization, | persistently presented my 
views... On several oecasions, wien [ attempied te point o-t 
the forees that were dragging us t»ward war, I was told to 
‘‘trust the President.’ You knew the ve ious aets which | 
performed im order to get the organization established whica 


later handled the Navy throughout t.. war. These are the 
acts fer which the Seeretary aeneuncea: ie. Lad I not per 
fermed them, the Navy would have gone Lite the war without 
the two principal agencies whic the Secretary and bis sup- 
porters have, declared to you were vital: I mean the oftice of 


Chief of Naval Operations and tie Administrat' ve IJan. ilad 
I net dene what I did, the Secretary himself woiild surely 
have been disgraced soon after we got imto t.e war: fer the 
uppreparedness of the Navy would then have burst sudden!y 
on the people, and he would have beeome the object of tieic 
wrath. Instead of abusing me, I submit that the Secretary 
ought to thank me for saving net enly the Navy but himeel/. 
Admiral Fullam’s Staicincnt. 

Admiral Fallam’s statement concerned the “charges 
and ‘imsinuations made by the Secretary as to his acts 
and motives concerning the reorganization of the .Navy 
Department and. the preparedness of the Navs for war.” 
Continuing, he said: “I deem it an honor to have my 
name linked with the names of Fiske and Sims, ard the 
other officers who have testified in favor of reorganization 
and preparedness.” Departmental organization. is the 
key to naval efficiency and naval preparedness, said the 
Admiral, who declared that Admirals Mahan, Luce, Pay- 
lor and other distinguished officers fought for patriotic 
reasons for the reorganization of the Navy years ago. 
He referred to the Mahan-Moedy commission, the scope 
of its report and its recommendations. He emphasized 
its recommendations, and the accomplishments of the 
Swift Board. 

Admiral Fullam strongly objected to the Secretary's 
charge that he (Fullam) or Admiral Fiske have at- 
tempted to “D’russianize the Navy.” We insisted that 
what he advocated b-fore the war—that is, contentra- 
tion of “authority” and “responsibility” in the Chief of 
Operations—was f.. .ker advocated in this investigation 
by many high ranking officers. In his statement Ad- 
miral Fullam enlarged on his previous testimony given 
before the committee and strictly adhered to it in de- 
tail. Admiral Fullam condemmed “insinuations” thay 
Navy officers desire to “Prussianize the Navy,” and in 
this connection he continued: “I beg once mere to de- 
clare my hatred of anything that savors even remotely 
of Prussianism and a desire on my part to see the U.S. - 
Navy so organized and so ready at all times that it can 
smash Prussianism wherever and whenever it appears 
with the least possible delay. It is respeetfully sub- 
mitted that this is true Americarism. If not, what is 
Americanism ?” 

Admiral Fullam reviewed the “preparedness for war,” 
and maintained his original position that there was a 
lack of unpreparedness. He emphasized the vital impor- 
tance of personnel. Conténding that the Navy has not 
been attacked, he declared that the Navy “needed no de- 
fense whatever”; the Navy has “no room for’ pacifism.” 
Concerning “wild extravaganee of unpreparedness,” Ad- 
miral Pullin referred ‘te ’the’“‘great work of General 
Upton in his book, the’ Military Policy of the United 
States.” In conclusion Admiral Fullam said: 

A naval officer's duty does not, or should not begin and end 
in battle, nor in time of war. He has duties and responsibili- 
ties before the war aad ‘before the battles begin. And it 
should be clearly understeed that any officer of the Navy who 
sits supinmely or subserviently idle and indifferent when an 
armed enemy nation with an eMeient fighting navy is in plain 
sight (amd has been for years), awd fails with emergy to 
prepare and to urge others to prepare his country’s Navy for 
war, when he knows, or should know, that it is unprepared in 
every respect,.is unworthy of his cloth; that he is neglecting 
his first duty, fails to measure up to the standards of the 
American Navy and is deserving of more severe punishment 
than a captain who fails to prepare a ship for battle. The 
neglect in time of peace to prepare the great Navy of a great 
nation for battle imperils the whole country, and for this 
reason the offense is the more reprebensible. 

The experience of the past demonstrates clearly, if we 
probe for the facts, that in throttling and ignoring officers of 
high rank who are seeking zealously and patrictically to pre- 
pare the Navy for war, the real truth concerning the Navy 
may be suppressed, the public may be deceived and, as an 
inevitable result, the Navy may be placed in a condition of 
unreadiness involving danger of humiliating and disastrous 
defeat, or that it may fail to put forth its best efforts in 
affording ‘‘all practicable relief and assistance to our Allies’’ 
when engaged in war. The Navy of the United States was not 
properly prepared for war in April, 1917. The question is, 
Shall such a condition be permitted to exist again in the future? 
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SUCCESS OF FORT LEAVENWORTH SCHOOLS. 


One of the most successful years in the history of the 
General Service Schools at Fort Leavenworth is draw- 
ing to an end, and from now until the schools close, prob- 
ably on June 26, there is to be increased activity. Plans 
call for much field work, and the School of the Line and 
the Staff Class will accomplish much work in the open. 
One of the most noticeable features ef the schools this 
year is the difference in ages of student officers and those 
of the years before the World War. Formerly the classes 
were made up of captains and lieutenants, but now they 
include majors and colonels. Major Gen. Charles H. 
Muir, commandant of the schools, explains the fact by 
saying: “One of the great experiences America gained 
from the war was recognition of the value of the Fort 
Leavenworth schools. The service of the men who had 
gone through the schools was of such value that it was 
decided every one should be given an opportunity of go- 
ing through the college.” General Pershing is quoted as 
saying he “wished every man who went to France had 
been given the opportunity of going through Leaven- 
worth, 

During the past year the schools included 150 student 
officers and next year it is expected there will be 200. 
Major A. M..Ferguson, secretary of the schools, says the 
only question that causes concern is that of quarters. 
Major H. A. Drum, director of the School of the Line, 
gays that the college is fully able to handle the in- 
creased work which will come with larger attendance, 
“The basic course of instruction has not changed ag a 
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result of the war, but has been broadened,” he said. 
“The war proved to our satisfaction that the Leaven- 
worth course is sound. Some persons used to assert that 
the study of German military text books at Fort Leaven- 
worth was inadvisable, but it proved very valuable when 
we faced the Germans. We beat them at their own game.” 
As a result of this year’s work at the college three new 
text books will be out soon. Each book was written at 
the college and is made up of the courses of instruction 
given in the lectures last winter. They are “Combat 
Orders,” ‘“l’actical Principles” and “Tactics of Larger 
Units.” ‘The first will be out in about ten days and the 
others between now and the middle of July. All are be- 
ing printed on the General Service School presses. 

On June 14 the full class of the School of the Line, 
under command of Major Drum, will leave for Easton, 
where the class will be in camp until June 20. Camp 
will be made in a pasture about one mile west of the 
town, along Dawson creek. The object in going to 
Easton is to work out problems on unfamiliar ground. 
The student officers will leave the school with only a 
road map and will solve such problems as are presented 
by actual view of the ground. They will travel on horse- 
back and be accompanied by about forty-five orderlies. 
Flight A, 135th Observation Squadron, U.S.A., will par- 
ticipate to an extent. 

The staff class of forty-four students, accompanied by 
eleven instructors, including Lieut. Col. LeRoy Eltinge, 
U.S.A., assistant commandant, and Major W. K. Nay- 
lor, U.S.A., staff class director, left on May 31 for Fort 
Riley on a practice march. The class probably will be 
absent two weeks. Because student officers of the Sig- 
nal School have been ordered to Camp Alfred Vail, N.J., 
the Signal School will close on June 14 
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REPORT, CHIEF OF COAST ARTILLERY. 


Major Gen. F. W. Coe, U.S.A., Chief of Coast Artil- 
lery, has submitted to the Secretary of War his report 
for 1919 and dated Nov. 8, 1919. The report states that 
the enlisted strength of the Coast Artillery Corps on 
Oct. 31, 1918, was 147,279; the strength on Oct. 31, 
1919, was 13,019. All men, enlisted for the war, desir- 
ing a separation from the Service had been discharged. 
There still remained in the Service a number of men 
who were recalled from the reserve and a number who 
had completed four years with the colors. As a rule 
these men desire furlough to the Reserve, and it is be- 
lieved that this should be accomplished as expeditiously 
as possible. [This has been accomplished during the 
spring of 1920.) $ 

On Oct. 31, 1919, there were in the Coast Artillery 
Corps 1,250 officers holding permanent commissions and 
270 officers holding temporary commissions. All tem- 
porary officers, in good standing, desiring separation 
from the Service had been discharged at date of the re- 
port. It was necessary to discharge about 100 officers 
holding temporary commissions who desired to remain 
in the Serviee and who had been recommended for reten- 
tion, in order to bring the quota of C.A. officers within 
the limits of the allotment for that branch, of the 18,000 
officers authorized by the act of Congress, approved Sept. 
17, 1919. 

At an early period during the war a great many of 
the enlisted specialists and non-commissioned officers of 
the C.A.C. were given commissions. Many of these men 
rendered most efficient service in commissioned grades. 
By provision of law these men when discharged from 
their commissions are entitled to resume the grades they 
previously occupied. On account of the impossibility of 
foreseeing, in the early stages of the war, its final out- 
come and the status which various classes of enlisted 
men would occupy with the coming of peace, it was very 
difficult to adopt a policy which would insure a full 
measure of justice to such of the enlisted specialists as 
eventually desired to return to the Service in their for- 
mer grades. As conditions developed the original poli- 
cies were changed, but in tho meantime various perma- 
nent appointments in the enlisted specialists grades had 
been made, which add materially to the complexity of 
the present problem of restoring temporary,oflicers to a 
fair and just position in the Service. Every effort is 
being made to accomplish this, basing the action upon 
efficiency rather than relative rank; in determining effi- 
ciency satisfactory service in commissioned grades is 
considered an effective measure of efficiency. 

General Coe refers to a memorandum sent to the Chief 
of Staff on June’3, 1919, regarding the apportionment 
of peace strength of the Coast Artillery Corps between 
fixed and mobile armament, in which he spoke of the 
division of responsibility for the training of the Artillery 
which is to accompany an army in the field and asserted 
he believed no sound argument could be advanced for 
the establishment or maintenance of a dividing line; but 
if two separate branches of the Artillery service are to 
be maintained he thinks the division of functions, as at 
present constituted by War Department instructions, is 
the best that can be found. He expressed his views upon 
this subject, he says, in other places, especially in his 
memorandum for the Chief of Staff of April 14, 1919. 
Continuing, he says: 

“Two developments of the war have resulted in largely 
obliterating the causes which led to the separation of 
the Coast and Field Artillery in 1907. These are, first, 
the placing on movable mounts of all calibers of guns up 
to and including 14-inch rifles and 16-inch howitzers; 
second, the motorization of the smaller calibers, the mo- 
tor replacing in large measure the horse for tractor pur- 
poses. It seems to me that any impartial investigator 
will seek in vain for a dividing line in modern artillery. 
Coast defense in its true sense will demand the use of 
all calibers as well as dll branches of the Service. For 
coast defense purposes guns will rarely be mounted in 
fixed emplacement, but will be capable of being moved 
from one front to another and will at all times be as 
much a part of the mobile army as are the smaller cali- 





ers. 

“The Coast Artillery personnel has invariably partici- 
pated in the wars in which we have been engaged and 
always with the Army in the field. The fact that it has 
been able to perform in war duties not definitely assigned 
to it in peace and to accomplish such measure of satis- 
factory result as history has recorded is a cause for pride 
in the Service, but cannot be a cause for perpetuating 
such a policy. If the Coast Artillery remains a separate 
branch of the Artillery service, it is certain to be called 
upon in the future for duties such as have been per- 
formed by it in the past and this fact should be recog- 
nized in its peace time preparation for war duties, 

“The fact is frequently emphasized that our existing 
coast defense guns are in large measure immohile. While 
this is true, there are two considerations that should be 
kept in view. First, that while the old installations are 
immobile, they were not made so from choice, and the 
fact of their immobility does not alter in the slightest 
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their function. . They do not provide for the defensg ef 
the coast line any more than similar artillery in FraAce 
afforded such defense to the front. By the conditions 
of the problem we are enabled to select the coast line in 
time of peace as our line of defense in time of war, and 
this fact has permitted us in the past to fortify it; but 
such fortifications, while affording protection from bom- 
bardment to important bases, and a certain freedom of 
movement to the Navy, constitute in a broad sense noth- 
ing more than strong points for the line of infantry 
rifles and bayonets, which present the real defense 
aga.nst invasion. The second point is this, that while 
the coast defense guns already installed are on fixed 
platforms, the developments of artillery in this war have 
been so rapid that these guns are even now becoming 
obsolete. We have, however, under construction a mass 
of artillery, by no means negligible, more powerful than 
any guns now installed on fixed platforms and capable 
of being moved from one section of the coast to another, 
or to accompany a field army in any operations which it 
might undertake. 

f'or these reasons it would be a serious blunder, as I 
see it, to segregate a few officers and enlisted men to the 
service of guns on concrete platforms and to say that 
they constitute an element of defense which should be 
separated from the mobile army or perhaps assigned to 
the Navy. Sounder arguments could be advanced for 
the development of floating batteries to accompany an 
army.” 

Under the heading of “General Remarks,” the report 
says: 

“The duties of the Chief of Coast Artillery are pre- 
scribed, in general terms, by law and regulations, In- 
asmuch as there is at the present time rather a wide dis- 
cussion as to the desirability of providing a chief for the 
other branches of the Service, it may be of interest to 
present a brief analysis of the actual duties performed 
by my office. During the War the Chief of Coast Artil- 
lery was made responsible for the organization and train- 
ing of units for overseas service, which was carried out 
in part in the coast defenses; he was given authority to 
communicate directly with district commanders and to 
control their actions in all that related to such units and 
their preparation for service. This was incongruous, in 
a sense, since department commanders retained control 
of the districts and coast defenses in all matters relat- 
ing to the immediate defense of their departments. Such 
a function is, however, entirely extraneous to the normal 
functions of the Chief of Coast Artillery, who ordinarily 
exercises no command over the personnel of the corps nor 
controls the performance of their duty. While the course 
which was followed during the war was no doubt neces- 
sary in order to meet the special conditions which existed, 
it was a violation of the general principle that tactical 
commanders should control the training of all combat 
units. The Coast Artillery was not alone in the viola- 
tion of this principle, and in all cases the results showed 
up on the western front as a lack of that teamwork 
essential to the effective and economical operations of 
an army. Information from many sources has reached 
this office showing such lack. It is important for the 
officers in high command to know the limitations as well 
as the capabilities of the agencies which they control in 
battle, and such knowledge is expensive if its acquisition 
is delayed until the battle is being waged. The training 
period is the only time when experience can be gained 
without the likelihood of paying for it in human‘ lives. 

“The scope of the training of Coast Artillery troops 
and the general policy to be followed should be prepared 
by the Chief of Coast Artillery and submitted to the 
General Staff. Once approved, the execution of this 
policy is in the hands of department and tactical com- 
manders. Authority for representatives of the Chief of 
Coast Artillery to inspect the training methods being 
followed by the troops will be requested from time to 
time, in order that reports of progress may be submitted 
to the General Staff, and in order to obtain suggestions 
as to new methods or provide such standardization as 
may be necessary. No interference should be permitted 
with training methods found in operation by the repre- 
sentatives of this office. Corrections, if necessary, should 
be applied through the War Department, either by gen- 
eral instructions explaining the application of policies or 
by changing the personnel responsible for the training 
methods found to be defective. 

“At least ninety per cent. of the work of this office is 
comprised under the foregoing heads. certain small 
proportion of administrative details reach the office 
which should be settled either by department command- 
ers, without reference to the War Department, or which 
demand the formulation of a policy, and should, there- 
fore, be handled by the General Staff. The establishment 
of an office for each branch of the Service, with a chief 
at its head to perform the functions outlined above, 
would at once remove from the General Staff the admin- 
istrative details which now, at times, may have a ten- 
dency to obscure a clear perception of the proper func- 
tions of that body.”

ARMY REORGANIZATION ACT. 
By a vote of 236 to 106 the House on May 28 adopted 


the conference report on the Army Reorganization bill, 
H.R. 12775, of which the substance was given in our last 
issue. With the acceptance of the report by the Senate 
on May 29 the bill goes to the President for signature. 
The Senate approyed the report without a record vote. 

We give below the text of Chapter 1 of the act com- 
plete, Sections 1 to 52 inclusive. The remainder of the 
act consists of Chapter 2, the revised icles of War 
of which the substance was noted in our issue of Apri 
24, page 1041. : 

Chapter 1 of the act as it becomes a law is a re- 
writing and revision of the National Defense act ap- 
proved June 3, 1916. The organization of the Army will 
be governed by the new act as noted below and by those 
sections of the National Defense act which are not 
stricken out or which remain unchanged by the provisions 
of the present act. The sections of the National De- 
fense act which remain untouched are: 

Section 35, Enlisted men prohibited from civil em- 
ploymert. 

Section 44, Eligibility to membership in R.O.T.C. 

Sections 57, 58, 59, Composition of the Militia, Com- 
position of National Guard and Exemptions from Militia 
duty. . 

Sections 61 to 68, State forces, Composition of the 
National Guard and how appropriations for it are to be 
distributed, ete. 

Section 73, Federal oath for National Guard officers. 

Sections 75 to 77, Examinations, commissions and dis- 
position of National Guard officers. 

Section 80, Leaves of absence for Government em- 
ployees. ; 

Sections 82-88, Equipment of National Guard. 

Sections 91-108, Discipline, Training, Inspection, En- 
campments and Instruction of National Guard. 

Sections 112, 113, Pensions, Rifle practice. 

Sections 115-126, Physical examination, etc., National 
Guard; also various general provisions for War De- 
partment oversight of procurement of military supplies, 
and the section for protection of the uniform. 

The text of the present Army Reorganization act (H. 
R. 12775) except the Articles of War, which form a 
separate chapter, follows; for clearness in following beg 
text we give in italic type the enacting clauses w 
tell what sections of the National Defense act are 
amended and what sections are stricken out. The sec- 
tions in Roman type are the provisions of the National 
Defense act as now amended. 


TEXT OF ARMY REORGANIZATION ACT. 

An act to amend an act entitled “An act for making further 
and more effectual provision og the national defense, and for 
other purposes,” approved J 8, 1916, and to establish 
military justice. ri ey — “ 

Be it enacted by the Senate ‘ouse 0. epresentatives 
of the United States of America im Congress assembled. 

CHAPTER I. 

That the act entitled “An act for making further and more 
effectual provision for the national defense, and foie other pur- 
poses,” approved June 8, 1916, be amended as follows:

“That the Army of the United States shall consist of the 
nee Army, the National Guard while in the service of the 
United States, and the Organized Reserves, including the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps and the Enlisted Reserve Corps.

“Sec. 8. ORGANIZATION OF THE ARMY.—The organized ce 
establishment, including the Regular Army, the National Gu rd 
and the Organized Reserves, shall include all of those divisions 
and other military organizations necessary to form the basis for 
a complete and immediate mobilization for the national defense 
in the event of a national emergency declared by Cong : 
Army shall at all times be organized so far as practicable into 
brigades, divisions and Army corps, and whenever the Presi- 
dent may deem it expedient, imto armies. For purposes of 
administration, training and _ tactical control, the continental 
area of the United States shall be divided on a basis of military 
population into eorps areas. Each corps area shall contain at 
least one division of the National Guard or Organized Reserves, 
and such other troops as the President may direct. The Presi- 
dent is authorized to group any or all corps areas into Army 
areas or departments. 

“Sec. 8a. THE INITIAL ORGANIZATION OF THE NATIONAL 
GUARD AND THE ORGANIZED ReseRves.—In the reorganization 
of the National Guard and in the initial organization of the 
Organized Reserves, the names, numbers and other designations 
flags, and records of the divisions and subordinate units thereof 
that served in the World War between April 6, 1917, and Nov, 
11, 1918, shall be preserved as such as far as practicable. Sub- 
ject to revision and approval by the Secretary of War, the 
plans and regulations under which the initial organization and 
territorial distribution of the National Guard and the Organ- 
ized Reserves shall be made, shall be prepared by a committee 
of the branch or division of the War Department Generali Staff, 
hereinafter provided for, which is charged with the preparation 
of plans for the national defense and for the mobilization of the

Whenever any plan or recommenda- 
tien imvolving legislation by Congress affecting national defense 
or the reorganization of the Army is present by the Secretary 
of War te Congress, or to one of the committees of Congress, 
the same shall be accompanied, when not incompatible with the 
public interest, by a study prepared in the appropriate division 
of the War Department General Staff, including the comments 
and rveeommendations of said division for or against such plan, 
and such pertinent comments for or against the plan as may 
be made by the Secretary of War, the Chief of Staff, or indi- 
vidual officers of the division of the War Department General 
S:aff in which the plan was prepared.

THE REVISED ARTICLES OF WAR. 


Of the 121 articles in the revised Articles of War, in- 
corporated as Chapter 2 in the Army Reorganization 
bill (H.R. 12775) just enacted, three go into effect im- 
mediately, and the remaining 118 become operative eight 
months after passage of the present act. The three art'- 
cles immediately effective are Nos. 2, defining persons 
subject to military law; 25, providing punishment for 
thove not subject to military law who refuse to appear or 
testify before courts-martial or other courts; and 45, re- 
lating to maximum limits of punishment for military 
offenses. These three sections follow: 

Art. 2. Persons subject to military law.—The following per- 
sons are subject to these articles and shall be understood as 
included in the term ‘‘any person subject to military law,’’ 
or ‘‘persons subject to military law,’’ whenever used in these 
articles: Provided, That nothing contained in this act, except 
as specifically provided in Art. 2, subparagraph (c), shall be 
construed to apply to any person under the United States 
naval jurisdiction unless otherwise specifically provided by 





aw. 

(a) All officers, members of the Army Nurse Corps, warrant 
officers, Army field clerks, field clerks Quartermaster Corps, 
and soldiers belonging to the Regular Army of the United 
States; all volunteers, from the dates of their muster or ac- 
ceptance into the military service of the United States; and 
all other persons lawfully called, drafted or ordered into, or 
to duty or for training in, the said service, from the dates they 
are required by the terms of the call draft or colar to obey 
the same; 

(b) Cadets; 

(c) Officers and soldiers of the Marine Corps when detached 
for service with the armies of the United States by order of 
the President: Provided, That an officer or soldier of the 
Marine Corps when so detached may be tried by military 
court-martial for an offense committed against the laws for 
the government of the naval service prior to his detachment, 
and for an offense committed against these articles he may be 
tried by a naval court-martial after such detachment ceases; 

(d) All retainers to the camp and all persons accompanying 
or serving with the armies of the United States without. the 
territorial jurisdiction of the United States, and in time of 
war all such retainers and persons accompanying or serving 
with the armies of the United States in the field, both within 
and without the territorial jurisdiction of the United States, 
though not otherwise subject to these articles; 

(e) All persons under sentence adjudged by courts-martial; 

(f) All persons admitted into the Regular Army Soldiers’ 
Home at Washington, D.C. 

Art. 23. Refusal to appear or testify—-Every person not 
subject to military law who, being duly subpenaed to appear 
as a witness before any military court, commission, court of 
inquiry, or board, or before any officer, military or civil, 
designated to take a deposition to be read in evidence before 
such court, commission, court of inquiry, or board, wilfully 
neglects or refwees to appear, or refuses to qualify as a wit- 
ness, or to testify, or produce documentary evidence which 


“such person may have been legally subpenaed to produce, 


shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, for which such 
person shall be punished on information in the district court 
of the United States or in a court of original criminal juris- 
diction in any of the territorial possessions of the United 
Stetes, jurisdiction being hereby conferred upon such courts 
for .uch purpose; and it shall be the duty of the United 
States district attorney or the officer prosecuting for the Gov- 
ernment in any such court of original criminal jurisdiction, on 
the certification of the facts to him by the military court, 
commission, court of inquiry, or board, to file an information 
against and prosecute the person so offending, and the punish- 
ment of such person, on conviction, shall be a fine of not 
more than $500 or imprisonment not to exceed six months, or 
both, at the discretion of the court: Provided, That the fees 
of such witness and his mileage, at the rates allowed to 
witnesses attending the courts of the United States, shall be 
duly paid or tendered said witness, such amounts to be paid 
out of the appropriation for the compensation of witnesses: 
Provided further, That every person not subject to military 
law, who before any court-martial, military tribunal, or mili- 
tary board, or in connection with or in relation to any pro- 
ceedings or investigation before it or had under any of the 
provisions of this act, is guilty of any of the acts made 
punishable as offenses against public justice by any provision 
of chapter 6 of the Act of March 4, 1909, entitled ‘‘An Act 
to codify, revise, and amend the penal laws of the United 
States’’ (volume 35, tes Statutes at Large, page 
1088), or any amendment thereof, shall be punished as therein 
provided. 

Art. 45. Maximuni limits.—Whenever the punishment for a 
crime or offense made punishable by these articles is left to 
the discretion of the court-martial, the punishment shall not 
exceed such limit or limits as the President may from time to 
time prescribe: Provided, That in time of peace the period of 
confinement in a penitentiary shall in no case exceed the 
maximum period prescribed by the law which, under Art. 42 
of these articles, permits confinement in a penitentiary, unless 
in addition to the offense so punishable under such law the 
accused shall have been convicted at the same time of one or 
more other offenses. 





Forv Bayarp to Reoren As P.H.S. SANAtToRIUM. 
According to an announcement made by Surgeon Gen- 
eral Hugh S. Cumming, U.S.P.H.S., the tuberculosis 
sanitorium heretofore operated by the Army authori- 
ties at‘ Fort Bayard, N.M., has now been transferred to 
the U.S. Public Health Service, and will soon be avail- 
able for treating discharged, disabled soldiers. The Fort 
Bayard Sanatoriumm will provide the Public Health 
Service with 1,000 additional beds to care for its tuber- 


culosis patients. The present sanatorium at Deming 
will be held in reserve, specially for winter use. At the 
Fort Bayard Sanatorium the Public Health Service will 
treat only ambulatory cases of tubereylosis, in which the 
prognosis is favorable. Patients will be admitted: only 
after careful observation elsewhere to make sure that 
their condition is suitable for successful treatment at 
the high altitude of this sanatorium.

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ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL ADOPTED. 

The conference repor: on the Army Appropriation bill 
(H.R. 13587), adopted by the Senate on June 2, was 
adopted by the House late on June 3 when Representa- 
tive Kahn, one of the House managers, reported it. The 
bill, carrying $395,000,000, of which $33,000,000 is for 
the Air Serviec, now goes to the President for his signa-" 
ture. The bill was recalled into executive session on 
the morning of June 3 when Secretary of War Baker 
appeared before the conferees. As a result it was voted 
to strike from Amendment 90 the following: 

Any emergency officer retained in service having special 
scientific, technical, or professional qualifications, and who is 
otherwise eligible for appointment to a field grade may, upon 
the recommendation of the chief of a staff corps or depart- 
ment of the Service and fhe concurrence of the Board of 
General Officers provided for in Sec. 24 of the National De- 
fense Act as amended at this session of Congress (H.R. 
12775), be appointed to the grade of colonel, lieutenant colonel 
or major in the Regular Army as therein provided without 
reference to the minimum age limits therein prescribed for 
appointments in such grades; but no such person under thirty- 
four years of age shall be appointed to any field grade. 

Following the executive session Representatives Kahn, 
Anthony and Dent signed the conference report on the 
-part of the House. In presenting the report Mr. Kahn 
submitted a lengthy statement. In the debate, which fol- 
lowed the reading, Mr. Kahn said that it will be nec- 
essary to “re-word” some portions of legislation in the 
Army bills at the next sessions. He made no further 
comment on the subject. 

The principal features of the bill, as passed by the 
Senate, appearcd in our issue of May 29, pages 1214-15. 
Those not otherwise here specified are retained in the 
bill. 

The conferees struck out of the measure those sec- 
tions authorizing the President to sell the Howitzer 
Plant at Erie, Pa., and erect one at Watervliet, N.Y., 
from the proceeds of the sale; providing for the creation 
of an ammunition arsenal at Aberdeen, Md., transfer- 
ring Chapman Field, near Miami, Fla., to the Navy De- 
partment, conveying title in the so-called “Gun House 
Property” at Portsmouth, N.H., to the state of New 
Hampshire, and authorizing the payment of $15,000 to 
the widow of Charles F. Winters, of Kansas City, Mo., 
as compensation for the death of her husband at Camp 
Funston, while in the discharge of his duty. 

The section authorizing the President to retain perma- 
nently in the Service, under their present commissions 
or to discharge and recommission, temporarily, in lower 
grades such emergency officers as he may deem neces- 
sary, was changed to read: 

That the President is authorized to retain temporarily in 
service, under their present commissions, or to discharge and 
recommission temporarily in lower grades, such emergency 
officers es he may deem necessary; but the total number of 
officers on active duty, exclusive of retired officers and disabled 
emergency otficers undergoing treatment for pbysical recon- 
struction, shall at no time exceed 17,823. Any emergency 
officer may be discharged when his services are no longer 
required, and all such officers shall be discharged not later 
than Dec. 31, 1920. All officers of the Regular Army holding 
commissions granted for the period of the existing emergency, 
in whatever grade, shall be discharged therefrom not later 
than June 30, 1920. 

The provision correcting an inadvertent omission of 
provision for the warrant officers of the Mine Planter 
Service in the Pay Increase bill of May 18 was changed 
to read: “That, commencing Jan. 1, 1920, warrant offi- 
caxs, Army Mine Planter Service, shall be paid, in addi- 
tion to all pay and allowances now authorized by law, 
an inerease at the rate of $240 per annum: Provided, 
That this increase shall remain cffective until the close 
of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1922, unless sooner 
amended or repealed.” 

The provision relating to the loan of obsolete or con- 
demned rifles to posts of the American Legion by the 
Sceretary of War for use in connection with formal cere- 
monies of deceased soldiers, sailors and marine, and for 
other post ceremonial purposes, was changed to read, 
“posts or cainps of organizations composed of honorably 
discharged soldiers, sailors or marines.” 

The appropriation for contingent expenses of the 
Army not otherwise provided for, and embracing all 
branches of the military service, including the office of 
Chief of Staff and for all emergencies and extraordinary 
expenses including the employment of translators and 
exclusive of all other personal service in the War De- 
partment or any of its subordinate bureaus at Washing- 
ton, D.C., or in the Army at large, but impossible to be 

nticipated or classified, is increased from $150,000 to 
300,000. The sum of $250,000 instead of $100,000 of 
the money herein appropriated is to be expended for the 
payment of salaries of civilian employees connected with 
the sale of war supplies and the adjustment of war con- 
tracts and claims. 

Authorization given the Secretary of War to sell to 
any state or foreign government with which the United 
States is at peace any material, supplies or equipment 
pertaining to the Military Establishment as may be 
found to be surplus and which is not needed for military 
purposes, is restricted so as to exclude foodstuffs. 

The provision struck out by the Senate from the House 
proviso that not to exceed $404,256 shall be used for 
motor training school buildings at Fort Leavenworth, 
and $600,000 for officers and noncommissioned officers 
quarters and the repair and remodeling of such existing 
buildings as may be available at that post, is restored. 

The House receded from its disagreement to the Sen- 
ate amendment for giving the Secretary of War and the 
Chairman of the Shipping Board joint discretion when 
space is available to extend transportation on Army 
transports to civilian passengers and shipments of com- 
mercial cargo at rates not less than those charged by 
commercial companies, so as to permit through the Sec- 
retary of War, when available: : 

Transportation on Army transports for the members and 
employees of the Porto Rican Government and their families 
without expense to the United States: Provided, That in the 
joint discretion of the Secretary of War and chairman of the 
Shipping Board, and when space is available, civilian pas- 
sengers and shipments of commercial cargo may be trans- 
ported on Army transports in the trans-Atlantic service, at 
such times as space is not available on commercial lines, at 
rates not less than these charged by commercial steamship 
companies, between the same ports, for the same class of 
accommodations, the receipts from which shall be covered into 
the Treasury of the United States to the credit of miscel- 
laneous receipts. Authority is granted the Secretary of War 
to sell or otherwise dispose of the U.S. Army transports

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NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The Naval Appropriation bill (H.R. 13108) carrying 
a total of $433,279,874 was passed by Congress on June 
2, when the Senate adopted the conference report that 
was approved by the House on the previous day. The 
important provisions of the bill as adopted include the 
following : 

The question of the naval bases on the Pacific coast has 
been settled for the time being by the authorization of 
the appointment of a special joint committee to be com- 
posed of five members of the Senate to be appointed by 
the President of the Senate, and five members of the 
House of Representatives to be appointed by the Speaker. 
The committee shall investigate the advisability of estab- 
lishing, developing, and maintaining a naval base on 
San Francisco Bay or the waters tributary thereto. The 
cgannittee shall prepare comparative estimates of the 
coet of acquiring, establishing, developing, and main- 
taining such sites and shall report to the Congress of 
the United States not later than Dee. 31, 1920, the re- 





sult of its investigation, together with such other recom-. 


mendations, estimates, and information as it deems 
proper, including information concerning a deeper chan- 
nel to Mare Island Navy Yard and a sufficient water 
basin at Mare Island, Calif. Said committee shall also 
investigate and report in like manner as to the advis- 
ability and cost of establishing an aviation base at Sand 
Point, King county, Wash.; a submarine base at Los 
Angeles harbor (San Pedro), Calif., and a submarine, 
destroyer and aviation base at Port Angeles, Wash. The 
Secretary of the Navy is directed to detail technical ex- 
perts to assist the committee. 

An amendment to the bill provides as follows for the 
Naval Militia and Naval Reserve: 

Provided further, That, until June 30, 1922, of the Organ- 
ized Militia as previded by law, such part as may be duly 
prescribed in any state, territory, or the District of Columbia 
shall constitute a Naval Militia; and, until June 30, 1922, 
such of the Naval Militia as now is in existence, and as now 
organized and prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy under 
authority of the Act of Congress approved Feb. 16, 1914, 
shall be a part of the Naval Reserve lVorce, and the Secretary 
of the Navy is authorized to maintain and provide for said 
Naval Militia as provided in said act: Provided further, That 
upon their enrollment in the Naval Reserve Force, and not 
otherwise, until June 30, 1922, the members of said Naval 
Militia shall have all the benefits, gratuities, privileges, and 
emoluments provided by law for other members of the Naval 
Reserve Force; and that, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Navy, duty performed in the Naval Militia may be 
counted as active service for the maintenance of efficiency 
required by law for members of the Naval Reserve Force: 
And provided further, That all moneys appropriated for the 
Naval Reserve Force or for the Naval Militia shall constitute 
one fund and hereby are made available, under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Navy for both. 

The Senate amendment No. & as adopted restores to 
the Regular Navy and Marine Corps and extends to the 
female nurses of the Navy and to the officers and en- 
listed men of the Coast Guard the six months’ pay death 
benefits, which were annulled by the War Risk Act. 

Another amendment provides: That the Superintend- 
ent of the Coast and Geodetic Survey shall have the 
relative rank, pay and allowances of a captain in the 
Navy, and that hereafter he shall be appointed by the 
President, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, from the list of commissioned officers of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey not below the rank of com- 
mander for a term of four years, and he may be re- 
appointed for further periods of four years each. 


Marine Corps Personnel. 


In lieu of Amendment No. 99 the following Marine 
Corps provisions have been substituted : 

The authorized enlisted strength of the active list of the 
Marine Corps is hereby permanently established at 27,400, 
distribution in the various grades to be made in the same 
proportion as provided under existing law: Provided, That all 
officers serving temporarily in the grades of captain and below 
upon the date of the passage of this act shall he eligible to 
fill existing vacancies and those hereby created in the perma- 
nent authorized strength in said grades by transfer to or re- 
appointment in the permanent Marine Corps in the grades not 
above’ that of captain. Transfers so made shall be without 
regard to age, and if found not qualified for transfer to the 
same grade as that held by them on the date of transfer then 
to lowe grades after qualification. All officers so transferred 
shall establish to the satisfaction of the Secretary of the 
Navy, under such rules as he may prescribe, their mental, 
moral, professional, and physical qualifications to perform the 
duties of the grade to which transferred or reappointed and 
shall take precedence with each other and with other officers 
of the Marine Corps in such order as may be recommended 
by a board of marine officers and approved by the Secretary 
of the Navy: Provided, That all persons who served honorably 
as officers in the Marine Corps or Marine Corps Reserve on 
aetive duty at any time between April 6, 1917, and the date 
of the passage of this act and who have been honorably' dis- 
charged or assigned to inactive duty shall be eligible for 
permanent appointment in the same or a lower rank than that 
held on discharge or assignment to inactive duty, but not 
above the rank of captain, to fill vacancies existing or hereby 
created in the permanent authorized strength of Marine 
Corps under the same conditions as those above prescribed 
for officers now in the Service: Provided further, That officers 
now holding temporary commissions in the Marine Corps and 
who have had more than ten years’ service therein, if not 
found qualified for permanent commissions, and who are recom- 
mended by the board herein provided for, may be appointed 
warrant officers in the Marine Corps; and the authorized number 
of warrant officers is hereby increased by a number not to 
exceed fifty to provide for the appointmené of the aforesaid 
officers: Provided further, That all transfers and appointments 
made in accordance with the provisions of this section shall be 
accomplished by June 30, 1921: Provided further, That the 
officers now holding temporary appointments as commissioned 
officers in the Marine Corps may retain their temporary com- 
missions until the permanent appointments provided for in 
the foregoing section shall have been made. 

Navy Personnel Provisions. 

The Navy personnel provisions of the bill read : 

Sec. 2. That the Secretary of the Navy is hereby authorized 
to employ on active duty, with their own consent, members of 
the Naval Reserve Force in enlisted ratings, the number so 
employed not to exceed during any fiscal year the average of

so employed on cctive duty, ether with the total number of 
enlisted men in the Regular Navy, shall not excged the total 
en'.sted strength of the Navy as authorized by law: Provided 
further, That such members of the Naval Reserve Force so 
cmployed shall serve on active duty for not less than twelve 
nor more than eighteen months ess sooner released: Pro- 
vided further, That hereafter no person shall be enrolled in 
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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Col. William C. Langfitt, Corps of Engrs., U:S.A., was 
on May 31, 1920, retired from active service upon his 
own application after more than forty years’ service. 
Colonel Langfitt, who is among the best known and ablest 
engincers in the Army, during the World War served as 
g temporary major general, and was chief engineer 
of the A.E.F., with some 176,000 men under his direct 
command. He was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal, the citation reading as follows: “For exception- 
ally meritorious and distinguished services. As director 
of light, railways and roads and later as chief of utili- 
ties, he displayed great ability and marked breadth of 
vision. As chief engineer of the American Expeditionary 
Forees his brilliant professional attainments, 
energy and devotion to duty placed his department in a 
state of etliciency and enabled it to perfornr its impor- 
tant funetion in the most satisfactory manner.” Colonel 
Langtitt was barn in Virginia, Aug. 10, 1SG0. and is a 
graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of ISSO, graduating No. 
~ in his class, and being promoted in the Army to second 
lieutenant, Corps of Engineers. Daring his various du- 
ties he served as enginesr officer, Department of the 
Columbia, from Dec. 14, 1886, to Aug. ZS, 1SSS, and was 
also assistant to Major Ernst. Among other subsequent 
duties he was assistant to the officer in charge of river 
and harbor work at Galveston, Texas, and was at Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, under Lieutenant Colonel Stickney. He 
was in command of Co. B, Battalion of Engineers, and 
instructor of electrical engineering at the U.S, Engineer 
School until May, 1898. when he was transferred to Co. 
A and for duty in the Philippine Islands, in the Spanish- 
American War. He was appointed major, 2d U.S. Vol- 
unteer Engineers, in June, 1898, and organized the 5d 
Battalion at San Francisco. He went to Honolulu in 
July, 1898, serving with the battalion as a part of the 
garrison with the Ist New York Volunteer Infantry, un- 
til Dee. 7, 1898, when he assumed command of the U.S. 
forces in the Hawaiian Islands, the Ist N.Y. Volunteers 
having been ordered home. While in the Hawaiian 
Islands Colonel Langfitt was in charge of all the engi- 
neering work there, and was a member of the boards to 
select sites for post and general hospital near Honolulu 
and for a selection of harbor lines. After leaving Hono- 
lulu in April, 1899, he was on temporary cuty in the 
office of the Chief of Engineers, Washington, D.C., and 
then went to Portland, Ore., where he was in charge of 
fortification, river and harbor works to August, 1905. 
He was next on duty in Washington, D.C., in the office 
of the Chief of Engineers, was also instructor in civil 
engineering in the Engineer School, and was later in 
command of the latter, the Engineer depot and the post 
of Washington Barracks, D.C. He was chief engineer 
of the Instruction Brigade, Camp Roosevelt, in 1906, and 
was chief engineer of the Army of Cuban Pacification. 
1906-07. He was also in charg* of the construction of 
buildings at Washington Barracks, D.C... of defensive 
works there, and of the improvement of the Potomac 
river. Hle was also a member of the board to make ex- 
aminations, borings and surveys to determine the rea- 
sonability and practicability of constructing a dam and 
reservoir on the San Carlos Indian Reservation.’ He 
was also in charge of the Washington Aqueduct. In 
July, 1916, while on duty as commandant of the Engi- 
neers” School at Washington, he was one of five officers 
appointed by the President to examine and report on 
reclamation projects of coal. oil and phosphate lands in 
the South and West. In May. 1917. General Langfitt 
was assigned by Scerctary Baker to organize the 3d 
Regiment of Enginerrs at Chicago, which soon afterward 
went to France to build and repair ra?lroads back of the 
western war front. On Jan. 4- 1918. President Wilson 
nominated him to be a major general in th« National 
Army. : 

Col. Alexander M. Davis. Q.M. Corps, U.S.A.. was re- 
tired from active service May 24, 1920, upon his own 
application, after more than thirty-two ‘years’ service. 
Colonel Davis, who has a highly efficient record of ser- 
vice, especially during the World War, when he helped to 
handle the big problem of supply of forces in the field, 
so prompt and thorough, was born in Rhede Island Sept. 
16, 1868, the son of the late Brig. Gen. Edward Davis, 
1.S.A.. a graduate of the U.S.M.A., who died in 1918. 
Colonel Davis is a- graduate of the class of 1892, U.S. 
M.A. when he was assigned to the 8th Cavalry. and 
joined the regiment at Fort Meade, S.D. Colonel Davis 
served during the war with Spain on mustering duty and 
as aid to Brig. Gen. W. J. McKee, U.S.V., 2d Brigade, 
“d Division, Ist Army Corps, and of the Separate Brig- 
ade, 2d Army Corps, at southern camps. While with the 
latter brigade he was on duty as acting assistant 
adjutant general for a part of the time. After being 
promoted first lieutenant, 4th Cavalry, in January. 
1899, he was appointed in the Subsistence Depart- 
ment as a captain in January, 1901. During the Philip- 
pine Insurrection .he participated in the campaign in 
Northern Luzon. under Major Gen. S. B. M. Young, 
and took part in various actions. He was also in the 
campaign in Southern Luzon, under Brig. Gen. Theodore 
Schwan, taking part in various actions with the enemy. 
He served as Q.M. of the chartered transport Tartar, 
and after performing duty in the States, returned to the 
Philippines for duty in 1903. He was chief commissary, 
Department of Mindanao and Jolo, and was assistant to 
the depot commissary at Manila. Among other duties he 
was also post commissary at Fort Riley, and Purchas- 
ing commissary at St. Louis. Colonel Davis was officer 
in charge of the Supplies Division, Q.M. Corps, in New 
York city, at the entrance of the United States in the 
World War, and accomplished the most successful re- 
sults in the purchasing of vast quantities of material re- 
quired for the Army and its proper disposition on re- 
quisition. Colonel Davis broaght to his position the ac- 
cumulated knowledge <ained during a large experience in 
the management and 2andling of the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment. His mastery of the innumerable details con- 
stantly arising in the conduct of the affairs of his divi- 
gion was wonderful. His grasp of the essentials was 
broad and his application of necessary measures prompt 
and effective. The Army was indeed fortunate in having 
Colonel Davis among the officers in control of this most 
important branch of the Service during the great emer- 
gency. 

Major Arthur J. Hart, Dental Corps, U.S.A., was re- 
tired from active service May 27, 1920, for disability 
incident thereto. He was born in Massachusetts Aug. 10, 
1888, and was appointed a dental surgeon in the Army 
June 22, 1917. ajor Hart, who has been under medi- 
eal treatment at Hot Springs, Ark., holds the degree of 
D.D.S., Georgetown Dental College, 1917. 

Capt. Henry W. Bunn, Coast Art., U.S.A., was retired 
from active service May 25, 1920, for physical disability 
incident to the service.- He entered the Regular Army 
as a private in the 22d Infantry, in 1990, and ‘rose to the 
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rank, of, sergeant.in that eonmene. He was commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant.of Infantry Oct. 9, 1903, and 
was transferred to the Artill Corps the following De- 
cember. During the World War Captain Bunn served 

aporary. major and lieutenant colonel in the Na- 
tional Army. He holds the degree of A.B. and Ph:D., 
ze 2 1896; and is a graduate of the Coast Artillery 


Capt. Wylie-T. Conway, Inf., U.S.A., was retired from 
active service May 29, ‘ for physical disability in- 
cident to the service. Captain Conway, who served as 
a temporary major and lieutenant colonel during the 
World War, entered the Regular Army as a private in 
the 7th Infantry in May, 1898, and rose to the rank of 
sergeant. He was born in Illinois April 4, 1875, and 
received his first commission in February, 1901. 

By the retirement of Capt. O. G. Dodge, U.S.N. (pro- 
fessor of mathematics), June 1, 1920, Capt. Frank B. 
Littell is promoted permanent captain and Comdr. Asaph 
Hall to permanent commander. 

Prev. Capt. William Lohmeyer, jr., Corps of Engrs.. 
-U.S.A., who was retired from active service May 21, 
1920, for physical disability caused by a gunshot wound 
received in action, entered the Regular Army as a_sec- 
ond lieutenant of engineers from civil lifé Oct. 16, 1917. 
He was born in West Virginia Feb. 22, 1895. 

First Lieut. Thomas H. Jones, Vet. Corps, U.S.A., 
was retired from active service May 29, 1920, for physi- 
cal disability incident to the service. He has been under- 
going medical treatment at Fort Sheridan, Ill, and 
first entered the Regular Army as an assistant _veterin- 
arian in June 1916. He was born in Indiana Nov. 27, 
1876. 

Prov. 1st Lieut. Detlow M. Marthinson, Coast Art., 
U.S.A., was retired from active service May 27, 1920, 
for physical disability incident to the service.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Rear Admiral William W. Hendrickson, U.S.N., re- 
tired, professor of mathematics at the U.S. Naval Acad- 
emy for many years, died at Annapolis, Md., June 1, 
1920, from general debility. He was bern in Pennsyl- 
vania, June 21, 1844, and was appointed an acting mid- 
shipman in September, 1860, midshipman in 1862, mas- 
ter in 1865, lieutenant in 1866, lieutenant commander 
in 1868 and was appointed professor of mathematics 
March 21, 1873. He was appointed rear admira] June 
21, 1906, and was retired the same day on reaching the 
age of sixty-two years. 

Brig. Gen. Mott Hooton, U.S.A., retired, a well-known 
officer of the old Army, and a veteran of the Civil, In- 
dian and Spanish wars, died at Gardiner, Me., May 31, 
1920. General Hooton was awarded the brevet rank of 
major of Volunteers in 1865 for gallant and meritorious 
services in the battle of the Wilderness, and the brevet 
rank of major, U.S.A., in 1890, for gallant services in 
action against Indians at Spring Creek, Mont., in Octo- 
ber, 1876. He was born in Pennsylvania, April 16, 1838, 
and during the Civil War joined the Ist Pennsylvania 
Reserves June 1, 1861, as first sergeant. He rose to the 
rank of captain and was honorably mustered out in June, 
1864. General Hooton next entered the Regular Army, 
Feb. 23, 1866, being commissioned a second lieutenant, 
13th Infantry. He was transferred to the 31st Infantry 
in September, 1866, and to the 22d Infantry in May, 
1869. He was promoted captain in 1872, major 25th 
Infantry in 1896, lieutenant colonel 5th Infantry in Octo- 
ber, 1898, colonel 28th Infantry in February, 1901, and 
was appointed a brigadier general April 15, 1892. He 
was retired the following day on account of reaching the 
age limit. General Hooton was severely wounded at the 
second battle of Bull Run in 1862. 

Rear Admiral Donald McLaren, Chaplain Corps, U.S. 
N., retired, died at Princeton, N.J., May 28, 1920. He 
was born in New York, March 7, 1834, and was ap- 
pointed a chaplain in the Navy March 10, 1863. He was 
ordained to the Presbyterian ministry in 1857, and was 
pastor of the Tennant Church at Monmouth for five 
years before President Lincoln gave him his commission. 
He was placed on the retired list of the Navy March 7, 
1896, on attaining the age of sixty-two years. He was 
given the rank of rear admiral in 1906. From 1902 to 
1908S he represented the American Bible Society in Porto 
Rico, the West Indies and at San Francisco. For many 
years his family made their home in Brooklyn, but later 
moved to 28 Mercer street, Princeton, N.J. 

Brig. Gen. William Auman, U.S.A., retired, died at 
Pasadena, Calif.. May 21, 1920. We resume a fuller 
notice for another week. 

Col. Alexander S. Bacon, ex-U.S.A. and N.G.N.Y., a 
graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1876, and among the 
best known lawyers in the United States, died at his 
home, 101 Rugby road, Brooklyn, N.Y., May 30, 1920, 
in the 66th year of his age. His death was due to com- 
plications that followed an attack of pneumonia in Lon- 
don last autumn. He was born in Jackson, Mich., and 
after graduating from the U.S.M.A. was assigned to the 
1st Artillery. He resigned from the Army March 15, 
1878, and took up law. He was once commanding offi- 
cer of the 2d Provisional Regiment, N.G.N.Y., and lieu- 
tenant colonel of the 23d N.G.N.Y., and was elected to 
the Legislature in 1887. He conducted the work of the 
Bacon Investigating Committee that investigated politi- 
eal affairs in his own city. In 1906 he ran for justice 
of the Supreme Court on the Independence League ticket 
and in 1915 he was nominated for the same office under 
the emblem of the American party. Colonel Bacon was 
a lecturer and a prolific writer on legal, military and 
Masonic subjects and was a gentleman of high attain- 
ments, and a gifted speaker. He was counsel in many 
celebrated military and civil cases. Among his class- 
mates at West Point were many cadets who later be- 
came prominent as officers of the Army. Among them 
were William Crozier, E. E. Dravo, C. H. Bonesteel, E. 
A. Garlington, James Parker, G. A. Dodd, J. C. 
Gresham, H. L. Scott and John Pitcher.

‘The Jaw is amended in the Naval Appropriation bill,

G, Y and Z are 
three captains in the Navy. On the list of permanent 
commanders they ranked in the order given. Y and Z 
were made temporary captains, but X was not. Later 
X and Y¥ were made permanent captains by the Selec- 
tion Board, but, notwithstanding the fact that X ranked 
¥ as a permanent commander, the cominission issued to 
X was of later date than that issued to Y. There seems 
to have been no reason for this except that the Selection 
Board did it. However, in spite of the fact that the 
commission of X is of later date than that of Y, yet X 
continues to rank ahead of Y (File 11130-66, J.A.G., 
Jan. 26, 1920). The, Judge Advocate General while 
showing some desire to take to the woods, nevertheless 
maintains it is all perfectly regular. 

Now, as the case stands, X, though commissioned later 
than Y, still ranks ahead of ¥; Y ranks ahead of Z, but 
X does not rank ahead of Z because X was never made 
a temporary captain. 

Boy! Page Mr. Sancho Panza. This seems like a case 
for his decision. But if he is out of town, perhaps some 
kind reader will advance a solution. X would like to 
know whether he is coming or going. The case is an 
actual one except that I have changed the rank.

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RETENTION IN TEMPORARY GRADE. 


‘To THE Eprtor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

An amazing piece of legislation has been proposed in 
the House by Mr. Kahn, chairman Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, in H.R. 14103, “To authorize the Secretary of 
War to maintain such commissioned personnel in addi- 
tion to the officers of the permanent establishment and 
to retain in their temporary grades such officers of the 
Regular Army as in his judgment may be necessary for 
the proper performance of the functions of the Military 
Establishment.” If there is any possible way in which 
the already demoralized and disgruntled officer personnel 
may be humiliated further than by the passage of this 
bill, I am unaware of it. 

The bill is vicious for many reasons: It is unneces- 
sary. It carries on a tremendous overhead expense. It 
destroys all remaining morale, and will lead to another 
large number of resignations and loss of most excellent 
ofticers. 

It maintains the discrimination against the A.E.F., 
and rewards those who, through no fault of their own, 
did not get abroad; and who, through no particular 
merit, but through the absence of others on the field of 
battle, were promoted from grade to grade in the various 
staff departments as their responsibilities increased. 

It maintains the present self-respect-destroying situa- 
tion where oflicers of proven worth, on the field of battle, 
superior emergency rank, superior regular rank, have 
been demoted and are subordinate to men in the same 
arm or service who are not only their juniors in grade, 
but in experience and ability. 

It is self evident that there is no necessity for this bill, 
if the Reorganization bill does not pass. Under such a 
calamity there would be no necessity for 18,000 officers, 
If the Reorganization bill passes, with its single list, 
there will be plenty of Regular and emergency officers of 
sufficient experience to fill any position without granting 
Regular officers increased grades. 

It creates tremendous overhead cxpeuse. It is idle te 
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gay that there is a necessity for maintaiming im emer- 
gency grades colonels as assistants to colonels; or tem- 
porary colonels to handle jobs which they could handle 
quite as well as majors or captains. If itis a question 
of having Regular officers at the heads of departments, 
let them reduce the officers holding temporary rank, and 
replace them by officers having Regular-rank sufficient to 
fulfill the demands, ‘ 
What answer can a man give his family, his friends, 
to the statement and question: “You served through the 
war in an emergency grade with distinction, but you 
come home and are “busted,” and have to serve under 
your juniors. Is it because you are inefficient? If not, 


why should such conditions exist? Why should your ex- 
lieutenant or quartermaster sergeant be your command- 
ing officer?” 

The only thing that is keeping self-respecting officers 
of mature experience in the Service nowadays is the fact 
that they have spent a large portion of their lives there, 
and they must hang on, because humiliating as the posi- 
tion is. there is the retired pay to keep the wolf from 
the door.

SENATE REPORT ON MEXICO. 

The Senate sub-committee of the Committee on For- 
,eign Affairs, of which Senator Fall is chairman, which 
has been carrying on an extended inquiry into Mexican 
affairs as they relate to the United States, frequent ses- 
sions having been held at San Antonio, El Paso, Texas, 
and elsewhere, on May 31 submitted its report to the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. It contains more than 
2,225,000 words. Various recommendations are made, 
which it is urged be safeguarded by treaty before the 
United States recognizes the new government of Mexico. 

such an agreement cannot be reached between the two 
countries and American interests continue to suffer the 
sub-committee recommends that this Government “send a 
police force consisting of the naval and military forces of 
our Government into the republic of Mexico to open and 
maintain open every line of communication between the 
City of Mexico and every seaport and border rt in 
Mexico.” In taking any military action against Mexico, 
the report suggests a statement to the Mexican people 
giving notice that we are not warring upon the Mexican 
people, and requesting their assistance, or at least that 
they refrain from joining in any attacks upon our troops 
or forces. whose purpose would simply be the restoration 
of peace and order, protection of our own and of Mexi- 
can citizens, ete. 

Further recommendation is made that Article 130 of 
the Mexican Constitution shall not apply to American 
missionaries, preachers, ministers, teachers or American 
schools nor to American periodicals, and that mission- 
aries and others be allowed to travel or reside in Mexico, 
conduct schools, etc., without interference by the au- 
thorities so dong as they do not participate in Mexican 
revolution or politics, There is to be no limitation upon 
the rights of property acquired by Americans except 
where it is so provided in deeds or other instruments of 
title. The provision that the Mexican government shall 

the owner of the sub-soil products other than 
metaliferous minerals to be disposed of by law, should 
not apply to the property of American citizens purchased 
from other individuals or from state, national or munici- 
pal authorities of Mexico unless otherwise stipulated in 
papers of record. The expulsion of American citizens 
from Mexico without judicial process and appeal to an 
American consul or diplomatic representative is to cease. 
‘A claims commission, the report continues, should be 
appointed by the United States to pass on claims for 
damages to Americans in Mexico, boundary disputes, etc., 
the commission to be equally represented by Americans 
and Mexicans. After recognition of the Mexican govern- 
ment moral and financial aid, “without stint,” is recom- 
mended, preferably as a national loan to the people of 
Mexico. Attention is directed to the outrages com- 
mitted upon American citizens in Mexico and to the 
various concessions and privileges granted Japanese in 
Mexico and the growing opportunities extended to them 
by the Mexican government. Reference is made to the 
testimony of Rear Admiral W. B. Caperton, U.S.N., that 
the Carranza government has received from Japan ma- 
terial for a munitions factory. The Foreign Affairs 
Committee concurred in the report on May 31 and it 
was sent to the Senate.

the Naval Reserve Force except for general service: And pro- 
vided further, That the number of commissioned officers of the 
line, permanent, temporary, and Reserve on active duty shall 
not exceed 4 per cent. of the total authorized enlisted strength 
of the Regular Navy, and the number of staff officers on active 
duty of whatever kind shall be in the same proportions as 
authorized by existing law: Provided further, That 500 Re- 
gerve officers are also-authorized to be employed in the aviation 
and auxiliary service: And provided further, That 500 Reserve 
officers are also authorized to be employed in the aviation and 
auxiliary service: And provided further, That, until Dec, 31, 
1921, temporary appointments now existing may be continued 
in force in any grade or rank, not te exceed the number 
allowed in any grade or rank based upon the total permanent 
authorized commissioned strength of the line or of any staff 
corps; and, within the limitations herein prescribed, officers of 
the Naval Reserve Force may, with their own consent, be 
continued on active duty ashore or afloat, including three on 
shore duty in the Historical Section of the Office of Naval 
Intelligence, who may be retained on active daty beyond the 
age of disenrollment but not beyond June 80, 1922: And pro- 

iced further, That nothing herein shall be construed as re- 
Jacieg the permanent commissioned or enlisted strength of 
the Regular Navy as authorized by existing law. 

That all officers of the Naval Reserve Force and temporary 
officers of the Navy who have heretofore incurred or may 
hereafter incur physical disability in line of duty shall be 
eligible for retirement under the same conditions as now pro- 
vided by law for officers of the Regular Navy who have in- 
curred physical disability in line of duty. 

Sec. 8. That officers holding temporary commissioned and 
warrant ranks in the Navy and members of the Naval Reserve 
Force of commissioned and warrant ranks shall be eligible for 
transfer to an appointment in the permanent grades or ranks 
in the Navy for which they may be found qualified not above 
that held by them on the date of transfer, but not to exceed 
a total of 1,200 commissioned officers in the line, of which 
number 500 may be appointed from class 5, Naval Reserve 
Flying Corps, with proportionate number in all Staff Corps as 
now authorized by law, except that the Medical, Dental, and 
Supply Corps shall be entitled to such additional numbers as 
are necessary to make up the full quota of officers in those 
corps, as now authorized by law: Provided, That officers so 
appointed to the line of the Navy shall take rank in accord- 
ance with their precedence while holding temporary rank, and 
members of the Naval Reserve Force of commissioned and 
wa t ranks found qualified for a given rank shali be ar- 
ran according to their precedence among themselves and 
commissioned in the permanent Service next after the lowest 


temporary officer who qualifies for the same rank and is ap- 
pointed in accordance with the provisions of this act: 
Provided, further, That included in the number of transfers 


and appointments hereinbefore allewed, commissioned officers

German Government in temporary commissioned ranks or 
grades in the Regular Navy, shall be appointed to a perma- 
nent rank or grade for which they may be qualified as estab- 
lished and shown by their records of service during their term 
of service not above the temporary rank or grade held by 
them at the time of transfer: Provided, That officers so trans- 
ferred to the line of the Navy shall take rank therein in 
accordance with their precedence while holding temporary 
rank: Provided further, That all officers so transferred in 
accordance with Secs. 8 and 4 of this act to the staff corps 
of the Navy shall take precedence with each other and with 
other officers in the Navy in such order as may be recom- 
mended by a board of naval officers and approved by the 
Secretary of the Navy: Provided further, That no transfers 
or appointments made in accordance with Secs. 3 and 4 of 
this act shall be to a higher grade or rank than lieutenant in 
the Navy: And provided further, That officers appointed to

in rank as may be required by this act, officers holding tempo- 
rary appointments may be given temporary appointments in 
lower grades, and officers so appointed shall take precedence 
from the dates of their original appointments in such lower 
grades. 

Sec. 6. That in case any enlisted man or enrolled man who, 
Since Nov. 11, 1918, has been or hereafter shail be discharged 
from any branch or class of the naval service for the purpose of 
re-enlisting in the Navy or Marine Corps or heretofore has 
extended or hereafter shall extend his enlistment therein, he 
shall be entitled to the payment of the $60 bonus provided 
in Sec. 1406 of the act entitled “An act to provide revenue, 
and for other purposes,’ approved Feb, 24, 1919, and to travel 
pay as authorized in Sec. 3 Of the act entitled “An act per- 
mitting any person who has served in the U.S. Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps in the present war to retain his uniform and 
personal equipment and to wear the same under certain condi- 
tions,” approved Feb. 28, 1919: Provided, That only one bonus 
shall be paid to the same person. 

Sec. 7. That hereafter enlistments in the Navy and in the 
Marine Corps may be for terms of 2, 8 or 4 years, and all laws 
now applicable to 4-year enlistments shall apply, under such 
regulations as may be prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy, 
to enlistments for a shorter period with proportionate benefits 
upon discharge and re-enlistments: Provided, That hereafter the 
Secretary of the Navy is authorized, in his discretion, to estab- 
lish such grades and ratings as may be necessary for the proper 
administration of the enlisted personnel of the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps. 

Sec. 8. That Sec. 125 of the act entitled “An act for making 
further and more effectual provisions for the national defense, 
and for other purposes,” approved June 38, 1916, shall here- 
after be in full force and effect as originally enacted, notwith- 
standing anything contained in the act entitled “An act per- 
mitting any person who has served in the U.S. Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps in the present war to retain his uniform and 
personal equipment and to wear the same under certain condi- 
tions,” approved Feb. 28, 1918: Provided, That the words “or 
the Secretary of the Navy” shall be inserted immediately after 
the words “the Secretary of War" wherever those words ap- 
pear in Sec. 125 of the act approved June 8, 1916, hereinbe- 
fore referred to. 

Sec. 9. That hereafter the Secretary of the Navy may, in his 
discretion, withhold any part or all of the retainer pay which

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‘DESIGN AND DECORATION OF COLORS. 
Streamers on Staff as War Symbols. 
The Secretary of War approved on May 26 amend- 
ments of Paragraphs 228, 229 and 244, Army Regula- 
tions, relative to design and decoration of the colors, as 


follows: 

228. The organization colors shall be silk, in the color 
of the facings of the corps, department or arm, end of 
the same dimensions as the National colors, having em- 
broidered in the center, in colors, the official badge or 
coat-of-arms of the organization with the United States 
eagle as the supporter. Below the coat-of-arms will be 
embroidered the insignia of the organization and a scroll 
bearing the official designation of the organization. The 
names of battles for which the organization has becn 
cited in orders of the War Department for specially meri- 
torious services in action will be embroidered in suitable 
places on the color. The edges to be trimmed with a 
knotted fringe of silk, two and one-half inches wide; the 
cord and tassels to be of the same color as those of the 
national colors. Both sides of the colors will be alike. 

229. The organization standard will have the same di- 
mensions ,as the national standard and will be of the 
same design as that prescribed for organization colors, 
except that the cord and tassels will be omitted. 

244. Attached to the staff of an organization color or 
the pike of an organization standard, as the case may be, 
just below the spear head, will be silk streamers, one for 
each war in which the organization participated in the 
theater of operations. These streamers will be in the 
colors of the campaign ribbons for the different wars and 
on each streamer will be embroidered the names of the 
battles or campaigns of that war in which the organiza- 
tion: partic:pated. 

The new regulations, which embrace a comprehensive 
system devised in the Equipment Branch, Operations Di- 
vision, General Staff, will put in the place of the Ameri- 
can -shield or crest supperting the eagle the appropriate 
regimental shield or crest. In other werds, the United 
States eagle will be used as a support of the regimental 
arm :and*swil show that the organization has a Federal 
charactér,*‘which is heraldrically. correct. ,Under the 
cagle and abéve the scroll will appear the insignia of the 
regiment, such as the crossed rifles with the regimental 
number of an -Infantry unit. Heretofore some arms of 
the Service utilized this plan and many did not, hence 
this is a step toward uniformity, The streamers on the 
staff. one for each war the regiment actively partici- 
pated-in,..will bear the names of the battles in- which the 
regiment was engaged, embreidered. These streamers 
and names take the place of the old rings on the staff. 
When an organization is cited in War Department orders 
for distinguished service in action the name of the battle 
in which it distinguished itself will be embroidered on 
the color itself and a silver star will be worn on the cuff 
as a part of the uniform of the organizatien. The Sec- 
retary of War has requested A.E.F. headquarters to 
submit-recommendations of the. units cited in orders and 
a study is being made to comply with this request... The 
Quartermaster General has also been directed to take the 
necessary steps to furnish colors appropriately decorated 
in accordance with the new regulations.

COMMUTATION OF QUARTERS DECISIONS. 
Temporary Grade and Commutation. 


Anofficer of the Coast Artillery Corps with the per- 
manent grade of lieutenant colonel in the Regular Army 
was promoted to the grades of temporary colonel and 
temporary “brigadier general during hostilities. On May 
31, 1919, he was honorably discharged as brigadier gen- 
eral only ard he claims the pay and commutation of 
quarters of a colonel, C.A.C.,. from the day following 
his discharge as temporary brigadier general less the 
pay and commutation of quartcrs~he received as [euten- 
ant -eelonel: The officer’s contention is that “his posi- 
tion as temporary colonel, C.A.C., was not fied, and 
thaf’'no order has ever been issued demoting him from 
the rauk of temporary Colonel, and that upon his demo- 
tion as brigadier general the only grade he could occupy 
was that of temporary cofonel, CAC.” In siating that 
payment of.4he.account of the officer is not authorized 
the Comptrofler: quotes Sec. 1, W.D. Bulletin No. 21, 
June 24, 1919, devoted to the status of Regular Army 
officers upon ‘disciiarge from emergency comission. -In 
its essential part this section reads: “A Regular Army 
officer holding an emergency commission in ons‘ gradé 
vacates it upon accepting an. emergency commission inf 
another grade; and wpon discharge therefrom ho reverts 
to his permaneat ‘rank in the Regular Army.” The 
Comptroller also quotes an opinion of the J.A.G. on this 
ease in which it is stated as to this officer’s claim: ‘The 
construetion of. these statutes contended for. by the claim- 
ant in the instant case is not a reasonable one, and 
would create ‘a’ situation in which an officer of the Reg- 
ular Army might hold any number of emergency com- 
missions at the same time. His contention is that if 
one or more of these emergency commissions was in the 
Regular Army he would, immediately upon his honora- 
ble discharge from the highest emergency commission, 
occupy the next lower emergency grade without being 
appointed thereto. In other words, that demotion must 
of necessity be in the inverse order of promotion.” 





Shipping Board and Coast Guard Commutation. 

‘Nhe U.S..Shipping Board is not anthorizéd to pay 
commutation of quarters, heat and light to an officer of 
the Coast Grard serving with the Shipping Board under 
a detiitl wuthorized by the act of Sept. 7; 4919. «Lhe offi- 
ecr concerned in the instant case is a captain of the U.S. 
Coast Guard who was detailed to the Shipping Board 
and assigned to duty as an inspector. Being adviscd by 
the Commandant of the Coast Guard that “in view of 
the fact that the duty to which he is assigned is with 
the U.S. Shipping Board, no payment of commutation 
of quarters, heat and light will be made to him by the 
Coast Guard while on such duty.” the officer asked the 
Shipping Board to obtain a decision in his case. 


House Owned by Officer’s Dependents. 
Ths Sceretary of War made an inquiry of the Con p- 


troller-as to “whether an officer is entitled to commuta- 
tion of quarters, heat and light for dependent in éase of 
ownership by the dependent of the house ocenpied as a 
place of abode.” In replying in the aflirmative the 
Comptroller says: “Upon good and sufficient proof that 
the officer maintained a place of abedes for his dependent 
during the period for which the commutation is claimed 
and that other conditions of the statute have been ful- 
filled in his case the commutation should be paid. [¢

penses of the dependent ina ‘sim approximately éqnal’ 


to the commutation. the mere.fact of ownership by_tue 
dependent of the house occupied as a place of abode 
cannot lawfully depr.,e him of the commutation, it be- 
ing presumed that by virtue of the status of the officer 
with respect to his dependents he is und-r legal obliga- 
tion to support and maintain them. Assuming that all 
expenses of the dependent, including those of food and 
the upkeep and maintenance of the house (such as taxes 
and repairs) are met by the officer, he is considered as 
maintaining a place of abode for such dependent within 
the meaning of the statute.”

Cruise of Army Mine Planter Mills.

The cruise is a part of the training given in the 
nautical department of the Coast Artillery School at 
Fort Monroe, and is for the purpose of familiarizing the 
students with the duties of second mate and assistant 
engineer, Army Mine Planter Service. Sixteen students 
left on the cruise, which will constme something over 
two months. Capt. E. S. Harrison is in command of 
the planter, while Lieut. H. F. Grimm is in charge of. 
the deck instruction and navigatién ‘and Mr. de Vivo, 
formerly an officer in the Navy, is in charge of engineer- 
ing, assisted by the warrant officers of the ship. Dr? 
John Somerville went as the ship surgeon. The planter 
will stop at Savannah, Key West, Havana, Guantanamo, 
Kingston, and at Miami, Fla., on the return trip. 


Army Ordnance Association Field Day. 


Nearly 400 members of the Philadelphia District of 
the Army Ordnance Association attended the field day 
held at Frankford Arsenal, May 27. among them repre- 
sentatives of manufacturing planis which produced muni- 
tions for the Ordnance Department during the war. The 
members were welcomed by Col. William A. Phillips, 
U.S.A., commanding officer, and. escorted through the 
plant to witness the manufacture of small arms ammuni- 
tion, tracer and incendiary ammunition, gauge making, 
assembling of periscopes, etc. There followed a meeting 
of the district membership, at which John C. Jones, 
who was chief Ordnance officer of the Philadelphia dis- 
trict during the war, presided as chairman. Mr, Joncs 
was decorated with the D.S.M.-by the War Department 
in recognition of his war service. The purpose of the 
Army Ordnance Association is to conserve the knowledge 
of manufacturé of ordnance material now in possession 
of some 25,000 American manufacturers and their as- 
sistants,- to keep in touch year to year -with the modi; 
fication of the article which they produced during the 
war. 

Casc of Robert Minor. 


Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., on May 31, told the 
Judiciary Committee of the Senate that he had given 
orders for the release of Robert Minor, an American, 
who claimed to be a newspaper man, who was arrested 
in the oceupied area of Germany on a charge of circu- 
lating radical propaganda among American troops there. 
General Pershing said he had acted on the recommenda- 
tion of Brig. Gen. W. A. Bethel, U.S.A., of the Judge 
Advocate General’s office, who had been ordered to in- 
vestigate the case. General Bethel, he said, had re- 
ported to him that. while he believed Minor to be guilty, 
yet an officer of the Army Intelligence Service was the 
only witness against him who was available, and for 
that reason he thought the prisoner should be liberated. 


“Building a Nation” Programs at Army ‘Posts. 


A series of three specially arranged “Building a Na- 
tion” programs for educational and citizenship purposes 
are now being given at twelve Army posts and also at 
Camp Devens, Mass., by the Service Unit of Boston 
under the official supervision of the E. and R. Branch, 
Northeastern Department. Each program covers a defi- 
nite period in the national development of the United 
States as follows: “The Founding of America,” from the 
discovery of this continent to the establishment of the 
U.S. Government; “American National Development,” 
from the first President, through the Civil War, and to 
the World War”; “Problems and Glories of American 
Democracy,” from. 1914 to the reconstruction period of 
to-day. Tach program. consists of motion pictures and 
picture slides, mass singing by the audience of songs in 
harmony with the program; “silent talks” on the screen, 
conveying constructive information and terse comments 
relating to current national problems of the day; and a 
suggestive patriotic feature. The giving of these pro- 
grams at the New England Army posts came about as the 
experiment made by Chaplain Harry. (. 
Fraser, U.S.A., who presented them to his men at Forts 
Andrews and Strong. of Boston. He found the re- 
sults so exeellent as to justify a wider use of the idea, 
and brought it to the attention of the EB. and R. officer, 
Major V. W. Hall, U.S.A., and the chaplains of the

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and enlisted men of the 
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Northeastern Department. After further investigation 
Major Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., issued instruc- - 
tions providing for the presenting of the programs 
throughout his department. The three programs are the 
latest result of the work done by the Service Unit in con- 
nection with various government activities throughout 
the war and since that time. From our into the 
World War the unit had close relations with the Navy 
as well as with the Committee on Public Information, the 
American Red Cross and other similar agencies. All to- 
gether some 1,200 programs have been arranged by this 
organization, for civilian audiences as well as for mili- 
tary and naval purposes. While the type of program has 
remained the same the material used vari of course, 
according to the occasion and purposes. The programs 
are constructive and educational, but they are also en- 
joyable, and the audiences have shown a keen evidence 
of interest in what is really history visualized. It is 
doubtful whether the same men would have read any 
book or absorbed equally well from any lecture an equal 
amount of information concerning the country in which 
they live and whose uniform they are wearing. 





ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT ACTIVITIES. 

Preliminary reports of the ammunition for use in the 
National Matches and the Olympic games, recently tested 
at Sea Girt, N.J., indicate that the ammunition selected 
will be as accurate for firing, if not more accurate, than 
any that has been yet used for such purposes, in the 
opinion of officers of the Ordnance Department. 

Two additional 14-inch armor piercing projectiles were 
reeently fired at 14-inch armor plate, impact ‘twenty de- 
grees from normal. The results show that one of these 
projectiles- has been recovered in good condition. The 
second projectile has not been recovered up to the pres- 
ent. Since no parts of the second one were found in 
front of the plate it is believed that it also was as suc- 
cessful as the first. The results are unusually promis- 
ing and indicate beyond question that projectiles which 
will pass test at twenty degrees impact are practicable, 
and that it may be possible to imcrease the angle still 
further. ‘The tests were conducted at the Aberdeen prov- 
ing ground. 5 :

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NEW FEATURES OF ARMY REORGANIZATION. 
Appointment of Army Officers Under New Law. 
The plans for the examination and appointment of offi- 
cers under the provisions of the Army. Reorganization 
act have been worked out in detail in the War Depart- 


ment and approved by Secretary Baker. Delay in pub- 
lication of these plans to the Services is due to the fact 
that the bill with Secretary Baker’s recommendations 
had not been submitted to the President until June 3, 


and the War Department withheld the special regula- 
tions pending the President’s action, though it was ad- 
mitted that there was no doubt that he would approve 
and sign the bill. As soon as the bill is signed copies of 
these special regulations, covering the examination and 
appointment of officers will be mailed to all camps. posts 
and stations and to recruiting officers, where they will 
be available for consultation by all candidates for perma- 


nent appointment in the Regular Army. There have 
been convened in the War Department eleven boards 
which are at work examining War Department records 
of all applicants for permanent appointment under the 
reorganization legislation. There is one board for each 
arm, corps or branch of the Service, and al] are com- 


posed of high ranking officers of experience. 
Army Personnel Again Under the A.G.O. 
Section 6 of the Army Reorganization act, relating to 


The Adjutant General’s Department, undoubtedly is 
agreeable to the greater number of Regular Army ofti- 
cers because of its provision that The Adjutant General 
shall have “one assistant with the rank of brigadier gen- 


eral, who Shall be Chief of the Personne! Bureau.’ Dur- 
ing the war, or active hostilities, The Adjutant Gen- 
eral had an a&sistant of the rank of brigadier general to 
whom were assigned such duties as desired. The Offi- 
cers’ Division of the A.G.O. has been in charge of a 
colonel and this division has been the channel of detail, 
assignment, promotion, etc. The provision for a Per- 
sonnel bureau will mean the abolition of considerable 
overhead, as the Personnel Branch, Operations Division, 
General Staff, in which some forty officers have been on 
duty up to the present time, will be discontinued. And 
even if the General Staff were empowered to maintain 
a similar branch, which it is not, there are not sufficient 
officers allowed to the whole War Department General 
Staff to permit the setting up of a personnel branch to 
function ‘as it did during the emergency. The logieal 
reason, moreover, for a General Staff Personnel Branch 
does not now exist under the new act. 

Officers of the Infantry and Cavalry, in particular, 
whether justly or not, have felt that their interests suf- 
fered because assignments and details in these arms were 
made in the Personnel Branch of the General Staff, 
where these arms were represented by officers of other 
arms of the Service. With the provision in the Army 
Reorganization act for chiefs of Cavalry and Infantry a 
happier situation is brought abowt for the officers of 
these arms, who may hereafter feel that they are under 
chiefs directly charged with the interests of the two arms 
and their officers. The personnel policy will be made in 
the General Staff, of course, and this policy carried out 
by The Adjutant General. But the thing which counts 
with the Regular officer is that his fortunes as an officer 
are to be in the hands of a chief of his own branch or 
arm, whose recommendations as transmitted to the Per- 
sonnel Bureau will in the great majority of instances be 
earried into effect. The Regular Army officer will have 
reason to look to Washington with more confidence than 
ever before that his best interests are being taken care 
of by officers of his own arm or corps, who are familiar 
with the various conditions peculiar to such arm or corps. 
There is no indication as to the officer who will be ap- 
pointed Chief of Personnel, which appointment will be 
made on the recommendation of Major Gen. Peter C. 
Harris, The Adjutant General. 

General Officers for the Army. 

Section 4 of the Army Reorganization act provides 
that “on and after July 1, 1920, there shall be twenty- 
one major generals and forty-six brigadier generals of 
the line. The major generals of the line shall 
be appointed from officers of the grade of brigadier gen- 
eral of the line, and brigadier generals of the line shall 
be appointed from officers of the grade of colonels of the 
line whose names are borne on an eligible list prepared 
annually by a board of not less than five general officers 
of the line, not below the grade of major general. 
That the first board convened after the passage of this 
act may place upon such eligible list any officer of the 
line of not less than twenty-two years’ commissioned 
service.” At the War Department the records as of 
June 1, 1920, carry ten major generals of the line (one 
in the temporary grade of general and two in the tem- 
porary grade of lieutenant general) ; hence there will be 
eleven of the thirty-five brigadier generals of the line to 
be promoted to major general, leaving twenty-four on 
the list of brigadier generals. This flow of promotion 
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will create twenty-two vacancies in the qradé of brigadier. 


general, for which twenty-one colonels will be eligible and 
one lieutenant colonel. The latter is Lieut. Col. Amos 
A. Fries, Corps of Engrs., chief of the Chemical War- 
fare Service. It was for the purpose of retaining Col- 
onel Fries as chief of this new service, in which he has 
made a truly remarkable record, that the proviso was 
inserted in Section 4 allowing an officer of twenty-two 
years’ service to be placed on the list of those eligible 
for promotion to general officer.- Colonel Fries was com- 
missioned a seeond lieutenant in the Corps of Engineers 
April 26, 1898. He served as a brigadier general in the 
National Army during the World War. As assistant to 
Major Gen. W. L. Sibert, the first chief of the Chemical 
Warfare Service, he was in charge of the arsenal at 
Edgewood, Md. Colonel Fries won country-wide recog- 


nition for his work in this new branch of warfare and 
was instrumental in gaining the hearty co-operation in 
its work of the foremost chemists in the country. 


Militia Bureau of the War Department. 

The result of the conference discussions on Army re- 
organization, which ended in accepting Section 81, plac- 
ing at the head of the Militia Bureau of the War De- 
partment an officer of the National Guard—which fol- 
lowed the attempt to adjust the Senate and House seec- 
tions relating to the National Guard—is viewed with 
considerable apprehension in Washington military cir- 
cles. That apprehension is caused also by the provision 
that “for duty in the Militia Bureau the Presi- 
dent shall assign such number of officers and enlisted 
men of the Regular Army as he may deem necessary.” 
It is felt that the situation will not be altogether happy, 
as the Regular officer of long experience and profes- 
sional training is apt to regard service under a National 
Guard officer as bureau chief as irksome and uncom- 
fortable. Another outspoken opinion expressed is that 
the Guardsman head of the Militia Bureau may be ex- 
pected to be a bit unpopular with the National Guard 
itself in states other than his own; for whoever is the 
choice as chief, that choice is bound to be regarded with 
more or less dissatisfaction by the governors, adjutants 
general and high ranking officers of the National Guard 
in many other states, who will believe that their candi- 
date for chief should have been chosen. This situa- 
tion is to be expected, but may be prevented if the gover- 
nors of many states co-operate in the naming of a single 
officer for chief. In the light of the enterprise of the 
state adjutants general in the past, and their jealousy in 
guarding their own, such co-operation is thought to be 
most unlikely. 

More Money for Enlisted Men. 


Two features of the Army Reorganization act that are 
counted on to have a favorable effect on recruiting and 
morale are the adoption of the five-year service period as 
the basis for an increase in pay and-the granting here- 
after of a bonus for each three-year enlistment or re- 
enlistment. Regardless of the length of service or an in- 
terruption of service hereafter an enlisted man will re- 
ceive an increase in pay every time he completes a five- 
year period, this constituting his “fogie.” Section 27 
provides that: “Hereafter original enlistments in the 
Regular Army shall be for a period of one or three years, 
at the option of the soldier, and re-enlistment .shall be 
for a period of three years. Existing laws providing for 
the payment of three months’ pay to certain soldiers 
upon re-enlistment are hereby repealed and hereafter an 
enlistment allowance equal to three times the monthly 
pay of a soldier in the seventh grade shall be paid to 


every soldier who enlists or re-enlists for a period of © 


three years, payment of the enlistment allowance for 
original enlistment to be deferred until honorable dis- 
charge.” This means that at the end of an original en- 
listment period of three years a man would receive a bonus 


of $90 (three times the monthly pay of a soldier of the . 


seventh grade, i.e., $30), and if he re-enlisted for an- 
other three-year period he would receive an additional 
bonus of the same amount, or a total of $180. And, 
thereafter, on each re-enlistment for a three-year period, 
he would receive a $90 bonus, instead of only once, as 
under the laws that have been repealed by this act.

Sims, U.S.N., president of the Naval War College, had 
been deleted from a Navy Department publication, which 
appeared in the daily press, was confirmed at the Navy 
Department on June 3. The booklet of sixty-four pages, 
with an elaborately lithographed cover, entitled “U.S. 
Navy and What It Offers,” bore on the title page in a 
foreword the sentence: “The glorious record of the men 
who have worn the uniform of the United States Navy 
runs unbroken from Paul Jones to Sims.” The imprint 


on the booklet states: “First edition half a million copies, . 


printei March, 1920, at U.S. Navy Recruiting Bureau, 
New York.” In explaining the later deletion of the name 
Sims au3 vue substitution of the name Dewey, Secretary 
Daniels st«tcd ihat this action on the part of the Bureau 
of Navigativs 7as perfectly proper, though the use of 
Admiral Siws’s na::e and its deletion were without his 
personal knows.

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CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 
War Expenditures Committee Criticizes War Dept. 


The -House sub-committee on Foreign Expenditures of 
the Select. Committee on Expenditures of the War. De- 
partment filed a majority report with the full committee 
June 4 which, it was stated; “includes only a partial 
report of the investigations” and will be followed by sup- 
plemental reports in some imstances covering some of 
the same subject matter herein touched upon.” The re- 
port.critieizes the War Department for using “its posi- 
tion afd power with a view to impede if not prevent 
progress in this investigation.” It charges that certain 
records “have been left in France at the direction of the 
War Department.” It repeats the charges that the A.B. 
F. lacked ordnance, aviation and chemical warfare equip- 
ment, and motor transport. It charges that there was 
a discrimination in Army honors awards “especially be- 
tween officers and men of the Regular Army and be- 
tween the emergency men and officers.” It suggests that 
Congress revise the law on this subject. It also criti- 
cizes conditions in Army prisons overseas and concern- 
ing the officers in command of the prisons the report 
says that practically none of the officers, who were in 
charge, was suitable for the command, adding: “Gen- 
eral Harts was not the officer for this command. He 
was inexperienced in the command of troops, though 
doubtless an officer of ability in some particulars.” In 
addition the report says that “even a hasty review of the 
record shows that General Harts was unsympathetic to- 
ward enlisted men and especially toward the citizen sol- 
dier of the Army of the World War.” The report charges 
that there was “useless waste of life of American soldiers 
on Armistice Day” and recommends that the “existing 
Articles of War” be amended. Representative Flood 
stated on June 3 that he would file a minority report. 
Mr. Flood alleged unfairness on the part of the sub-com- 
mittee, especially in the case of General Harts, who had 
submitted a statement to the sub-committee concerning 
his administration of the Paris district. Members of 
Congress fail to understand why the sub-committee has 
refused to accept General Harts’s statement as this is 
the usual custom and courtesy accorded to all witnesses 
coming before Congressional investigation committees. 

Retirement of Naval Reserve Officers. 

The provision in the Naval Appropriation bill that 
officers of the N.R.F. and temporary officers who have 
or may hereafter incur physical disability in line of 
duty shall be eligible for retirement, was inserted, it was 
said .at the Capitol, in-order to write into law an abso- 
lute provision for the retirement of Reserve Officers who 
had.suffered disability in war which could not be so con- 
strued as to prevent ‘such officers from receiving the 


same benefits that accrue to Regular officers beside whom - 


they served in war. The provision will affect some forty 
Reserve officers who have made application for retire- 
men,t but whose applications have been held up pending 
the outcome of the-suit brought by Lieut. Comdr. George 
A. Berry, U.S.N.R.F., and others to compel the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to place them on the retired list. Ar- 
gument in this suit was heard in the Supreme Court for 
the District of Columbia on June 3 and the case was 
taken ‘under advisement. 
Age-in-Grade Retirement in Navy. 

Deferment of age-in-grade retirement to June 30, 1921, 
upon request of the. officers concerned, is provided in the 
Naval Appropriation bill, Section 10 reading: “That 
the age limits for promotion by selection, which, under 
existing law, will become effective June 30, 1920, are 


hereby deferred until June 30, 1921, in the cases only — 


of those officers who may request such deferment.” For 
example, the age limit in the permanent grade of cap- 
tain is fifty-six years, so that if an officer fifty-six years 
old in that grade has not been selected for promotion he 
will be retired automatically June 30 next unless he ap- 
plies for deferment in the expectation of being selected 
during the coming year. Four captains and three lieu- 
tenant commanders will be thus retired should they fail 
to request deferment. This provision, it is held, only 
affects these two grades, because the act of July 11, 
1919, has already provided that age-in-grade retirement 
in the grade of commander shall be extended to July 1, 
1921. 
Coast Guard and Navy Titles Adjusted. 

Provision in the Sundry Civil bill, passed by Congress 
this week, changes the titles of officers of the Coast 
Guard to relative ranks in the Navy. The changes are 
as follows: Senior captain to commander; captain to 
lieutenant commander; first lieutenant to lieutenant; sec- 
ond lieutenant to lieutenant (j.g.); third lieutenant to 
ensign; captain of engineers to lieutenant commander 
(engineering) ; first lieutenant of engineers to lieutenant 


(engineering) ; second lieutenant of engineers to lieu-- 


tenant (j.g.) (engineering); third lieutenant of engi- 
neers to ensign (engineering). These changes will abate 
the confusion which has frequently been caused by the 
difference in rank denoted in Coast Guard titles. The 


commandant of the Coast Guard ranks a captain in the 


Navy, but holds the temporary grade of commodore. 
Navy Bureau of Aeronautics in Doubt. 
Advocates of the bill (H.R. 14123) to create a Bureau 


‘ of Aeronautics in thé Navy Department continued to 
‘ press for the success of the measure on June 8. Since 


Congress, however, expected to adjourn on June 5, Con- 





gressional leaders thought ft°advisable to-defer this legis- 
lation until the next session. One of the reasons offered 
for the delay was that it was too important to pass 
without mature consideration. Advocates of the measure 
declared that it is essential for the success of Navy 
acronauties to pass it at once, so as to grant the Direc- 
tor of Naval Aviation proper administrative powers and 
to co-ordinate the work of-aviation in the Navy. . 
' San Francisco Bay Naval Base. 

With the appointment of the Congressional commission 
to investigate sites on the Pacific coast for the establish- 
ment of naval bases members of the commission this week 
began to obtain data on the several sites on San Fran- 
cisco bay. It was stated on June 3 that Senators Ball 
(Del.), McCormick (Ill), Keyes (N.H.), Pittman 
(Nev.) and Walsh (Mont.), all members of the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, comprise the Senate members 
of the commission. Representatives Britten (1ll.), Kel- 
ley (Mich.), Hicks (N.Y.), Padgett (Tenn.) and Rior 
dan (N.Y.) wll represent the House. Mr. Kelley, how- 
ever, was uncertain whether he would accept an appoint- 
ment. The base to be constructed on San Fransisco bay 
will cost approximately $75,000,000 according to esti- 
mates. 

Investigation of Great Lakes Naval Station, 

At the instance of the Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs, Chairman Page on June 3 was ready to name 
Senators Hale, McCormick and Trammell as a sub-com- 
mittee to investigate the naval training station at Great 
Lakes, Ill. The committee will look into the harbor de- 
velopment, the rights of property owners whose land was 
used by the Navy Department during the war, and other 
matters connected with the “ae of the base dur- 
ing hostilities. 

Question of Future Navy Fuel. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels in letters to Chairman 
Page, of the Senate Naval Affairs Committee, and Chair- 
man Butler, of the House Naval Affairs Committee,. 
under date of May 29, 1920, goes into the important ques- 
tion of the future supply of fuel for the ships of the 
Navy. Mr. Daniels refers to the reputed shortage of 
oil at the present time, and to his efforts to secure an 
adequate supply, to which he expresses the hope that 
both the chairmen will lend their aid, and states that 
the Navy jis unreservedly committed to oil as fuel. In 
lieu of Senate Resolutions 361 and 354, dealing, respect- 
fully, with the use of ‘coal and oil as fuel Mr. Daniels 
suggests “that Congress appoint a committee of nine 
members comprising three Senators, three Representa- 
tives and three Navy representatives, consisting of the 
Seerefary of the Navy and two naval officers, to investi- 
gate fully the question of a future oil supply for the 
Navy, and to make a report thereon at the December 
session of the Congress. This question is considered of 
such transcendent importance as to warrant as com- 
plete and thorough an investigation as possible.”

No Action TAKEN ON ARMY'S AVIATION CRITICISM. 
Following the publication of the Aeronautical Board 
of the Army and Navy in adopting a motion criticizing 
Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, Army Air Service, for his 
testimony given at the Senate hearings, as noted on page 
1228, Secretary of War Baker was asked on June 3 
what action he had taken or was likely to take in rela- 
tion to this matter. He declined to discuss either that 
or the letter Secretary of the Navy Daniels had written 
Mr. Baker on May 27 protesting against the character 
of General Mitchell’s testimony. It was learned. that the 
Secretary had had no opportunity to consult with Sec- 
retary Daniels since receiving the letter of May 27. At 
the Navy Department it was pointed out that the Navy's 
record in aviation needed no defense, but that the Navy 
had been placed on the defensive before Congress as: to 


‘its aviation interests, with results which would directly 


affect the development of naval aviation.

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INVESTIGATION OF EMERGENCY CONSTRUCTION. 

The Secretary of War has directed that the Army co- 
operate in every way possible with the Bureau of In- 
vestigation of the Department of Justice in carrying out 
the provisions of the resolution adopted by the House 
of Representatives directing the Attorney General to in- 
stitute investigations before grand juries for the purpose 
of indicting and prosecuting such persons as are guilty 
of criminal conduct, and to institute civil suits for the 
recovery of any Government funds which have been 
fraudulently or illegally paid on account of emergency 
construction work. The instructions require all officers 
to furnish to the representatives of the Department of

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MEMORIAL DAY HERE AND OVERSEAS. 

Memorial Day parades in memory of the soldier and 
sailor dead of the Civil, Spanish-American and World 
Wars were heid throughout the United States, wherever 
there were Grand Army men, or other war veterans sufli- 
ciently numerous for a public ceremony. In the larger 
cities forces from the Regular Services participated with 
the State Forces as escort to the war veterans, who were 
augmented this year by posts of the American Legion. 
The latter element made the parades in the large cities 
larger than ihose held for many years, but the men of 
the Grand Army of the Republic were notably fewer, as 
so many of thein have passed away during the fifty-five 
years since the surrender of General Lee. It is esti- 
mated that there are now not more than 100,000 vet- 
erans of the Civil War enrolled in the G.A.R., and. of 
these u.i.ny are too infirm to parade. 


General Pershing’s Address at Arlingion. 


Memorial Day mevsages were made public in Wash- 
ington on May 29, according to custom, in which tributes 
were paid to American military and naval dead. 

Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., made a stirring ad- 
dress at the Memorial Day ceremonies held on May 31 
at the Amphitheater at Arlington National Cemetery. 
After speaking in memory of our beloved dead to whom 
we owe a duty to complete the task they sanctified, he 
said: “In this solemn presence and-on this: day, my

“We who have sailed the seas together in sun and 
storm have a comradeship that no landsman ever knows. 
Heroes all they were, and I may well call them the 
‘noble six hundred,’ as did Tennyson, of the Light Brig- 
ade. Two years ago it was to-day when the President 
Lincoln went down, and you recall that it was only the 
day before that on her decks we observed Memorial Day. 
When I remember the many things that might have hap- 
pened on that fateful day and how little it might have 
taken to thrust our lives into eternity, as were those of 
our lost comrades, and that out of the TOO whose lives 
were in jeopardy we lost only. twenty-six, I feel that in 
a large measure then we had reason to expect that our 
prayers for safety from the attack of the enemy were 
answered. Who shall say there was not an Unseen Hand 
which guided Kenyon, of the Warrington, as he came at 
full speed for 250 miles and so accurately estimated our 
drift to fifteen miles from the reported position that he 
ran practically on top of us, there in the ocean, and in 
the middle of a black night; and which also brought to 
our assistance the Smith, with Klein in command, ‘Then 
the fight we made to keep all our boats and rafts to- 
gether during that long day! I believe that a Power 
greater than our own was with us.” A touching message 
was sent by Secretary of the Navy Daniels in which he 
repeated his sympathy at the loss of the men of the 
Navy who went down with the ship and of his admira- 
tion for the courage and coolness shown by Commander 
Foote and his men on the occasion of the attack on ihe 
ship and afterwards.

Honor was paid on May 30 to Americans who died in

buried, each grave was decoratéd with an Amériean flag, 


’ while by order of the French War Minister soldiers acted 


as guards of honor from morning until evening, at.cem- 
eteries where Americans,. as ,welleas Frenchmen,, whe 
gave their lives in the war, are buried. In addition to 
the many cemeteries where from huhdreds to tens of

At ‘all American soldier cemeteries overseas the follow- 
ing message from General Pershing was read: “The 
thoughts of every living soldier of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces will turn to Fraace on this Memorial 
Day with reverence, love and honor for the comrades rest-

dren of the world and their children might: enjoy peace, 
happiness and libert¥.” * Appropriate 
President Wilsen,.Secretary of War Baker and Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels were also read. 

Major Gen. Henry T. Allen, U.S.A., commanding the 
American Forees in Germany, ‘spoke at the great Ameri- 
ean military cemetery at Romange-sous-Montfaucon, 
where more than 21,000 men are buried, and told of the 
great battle in which most of these fell. Marshal Petain, 
ot the French army, at the cemetery at Suresnes, on the 
slopes of Mount V alerien, in the outskirts of Paris, which 
was the last stronghold of the French army in = 
Franco-Prussian war of 1870-71, told of the gratitude of 
France for the sacrifices made’ by the sons of America in 
the cause of France in the World War. Hugh C. Wal- 
lace, American Ambassador to France, also spoke, as 
did the Earl of Derby, the British Ambassador to 
France. <A representative of the French War Office laid 
a wreath at the foot of the statue of “The American 
Doughboy,” while Colonel Sackville-West, militar: at- 
taché of the British Embassy at Paris, deposited a 
wreath bearing the American and British colors.

(y) This question which relates to what service is rec- 
ognized for longevity pay purposes in the different bureaus 
named in Sec. 11, other than service as an officer or en- 
listed man, is considered “too general for a definite an- 
swer at this time.” The Comptroller says: “If answers 
to similar questions which hereafter arise cannot be 
gleaned from the statutes and the numerous published 
decisions of this office relating to the service to be 
counted in computing longevity pay, plainly set forth 
cases should be submitted to this office . . . accom- 
panied by full statements of fact, for a decision in ad- 
vance of payment.” . 

Question z reads: “Does the second proviso of Sec. 13 
exclude from the benefits of the act those officers and 
enlisted men who were placed on the retired list prior 
to May 18, 1920, as well as the officers and enlisted men 
who, may be retired, from and after that date?’ The 
Comptroller states in reply: “The purport of said pro- 
viso gis that the increases provided in the act shall not 
enters into the computation of the retired pay of officers 
and enlisted men who have been retired or who may be 
retired prior to July 1, 1922.” 

Appropriations for Payment of Increase. 

Question A asks “from what appropriations are the 
following expenses authorized by this act payable?” and 
specifies: “Increase of pay to commissioned officers and 
contract surgeons, U.S.A.; commutation of quarters, heat 
and light authorized by the act of April 16, 1918 (de- 
pendents) to officers and enlisted “men of the Army: in- 
erease of pay from Jan. 1, 1920, to enlisted men and 
members of the Female Nurse Corps of the Army; in- 
crease of pay Army field clerks. These are to come 
from the appropriation “Pay of the Army” the Comp-

U.8S.S. TENNESSEE IN COMMISSION. 
The U.S. battleship Tennessee, which has an esti- 
mated load displacement of 33,190 tons and which is 
the most up to date ship in the Navy, as she embodies 
important lessons learned since the battle of Jutland, 
was formally placed in commission at the New York 
Navy Yard on June 3, 1920, under command of Capt. 
Richard H. Leigh, U.S.N. Rear Admiral J. B. McDon- 
ald, commandant of the navy yard, read the orders from 
the Navy Department placing the Tennessee in commis- 
sion, Captain Leigh read his orders placing him in eom- 
mand, and the colors of the ship were hoisted. The 
ship’s complement of men is 1,420, and about 850 of this 
number are now aboard; of these 631 are native Tennes- 
geeans. The state of Tennessee was represented by Mrs. 
Milton B. Ochs. and Miss Margaret Ochs, of tta- 
nooga, the latter being accorded the honor of holding the 
colors., The vessel will be at the navy yard until about 
Aug. 1, getting the crew familiar with their ship work, 
and will then start for a shaking down deep sea cruise to 





Guantanamo, Cuba. The Tennessee is provided with the 
best of comforts for her officers and men, and in this as 


well as in many other respects she represents an ad- 
vance over any other vessel at present eommissioned in 
the Navy. Chief among the new elements in the ship is 
an armored fire control station near the top of the for- 
ward mast, equipped with every improved device for fight- 
ing the ship, and with a view to getting the first hits on 
the enemy. She is equipped with the electric drive, and 
the estimated horsepower on trial of her main engines is 
28,5 She is an oil burner and her length over all is 
624 feet. Her main battery consists of twelve 14-inch 
guns; her speed is 21 knots. Her keel was laid May 14, 
1917, and she was launched April 30, 1919, at the navy 
yard, New York. 

PERSONNEL PROVISIONS OF NAVY BILL. 

Following is a synopsis of the principal personnel pro- 
visions in the Naval Appropriation bill, prepared by the 
Navy Department. “For more exact and complete in- 
terpretation,” officers are advised to consult the Jaw itself. 

Note: As here printed the authorization under the bill 
is first given, followed in each case, in smaller type, by 
the conditions relating to it. 


Section Two. 





Authorizes :— 

Employment on active duty of: , 

Not to exceed an average of 20,000 enlisted men of 
Reserve Force. 

Conditions :— 

With their own consent. These Reservists on active duty to- 
gether with Regulars shall not exceed total authorized strength 
of the Navy, viz., 143,000 men. 

These Reservists to serve on active duty not less than 12 
nor more than 18 months. 

No person shall hereafter be enrolled except for general 
service, 

500 Reserve Officers. 

To be employed in aviation and auxiliary service. 

Commissioned officers of line not to exceed four per 
cent. of authorized enlisted strength—5,499. 

This number to be made up of permanent, temporary and 
active duty Reserve officers. 

Commissioned staff officers in the proportions at pres- 
ent authorized. 

Temporary appointments new existing may be continued 
until Dec. 31, 1921. 

Naval Reserve officers may be continued with their consent 
up to June 30, 1922, 

Permits retirement of Naval Reserve and temporary 
officers for physical disability in line of duty.

Authorizes :— .

SEQUEL TO NAVY WAR INQUIRY. 

Secretary Daniels Replies to Mr. Hale. 
Chairman Hale of the sub-committee of the Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs, which completed its inves- 
tigation of the Navy Department’s conduct of the war 
on May 29, is undecided as to the date of filing his re- 
port with the full committee. Owing to the mass of 





data before the committee Senator Hale believed that 


his report would not be ready as early as he anticipated. 
Senator ‘'rammel!] stated on June 2 that he to 
file a minority report of the investigation, adding “Sen- 
ator Pittman, I think, will also give out a statement 
concerning the investigation.” Under date of June 1 
Secretary Daniels submitted to Chairman Hale a long 
letter in further protest against Mr. Hale’s deductions 
regarding preparedness of vessels, to which the Secre- 
tary objected at the hearing on May 26. In his letter 
the Secretary says: 

“On May 26 you presented a document made up, as 
you stated, in your office, containing certain ‘deductions’ 
which, in my opinion, were so unwarranted and so un- 
just to the U.S. Navy that I entered my solemn protest 
against their introduction. In spite of my protest they 
were placed in the record, with the understanding that 
the responsible officers and ‘officials of the Navy Depart- 
ment would make a complete statement and analysis re- 
garding the preparedness and condition of vessels, and 
that these would be placed in the record immediately 
following the statement presented by the chairman.” 

In accordance with that agreement the Secretary for 
warded a number of statements and letters from the 
Chief of Operations and the Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, dated May 28, 1920, on the subject of “Readiness 
of Ships of the U.S. Navy in and April, 1917”; 
and from the Chief of the Bureau es to the 
Chief of Operations on “Personnel on rd Shi 
April 6, 1917”; from the Acting Chief of the Burean o 
Ordnance a “Tabular Statement in which is shown pro- 
jectiles on hand on all ships of the Navy and reserve pro- 
jectiles on shore for all vessels under date of Feb. 2, 
1917, and April 7, 1917,” and a letter from Capt. B. F. 
Ilutchinson, U.S.N., dated May 29, 1920, subject “In- 
formation for Senator Hale.” 

Continuing, the Secretary wrote: “Your summary, as 
originally presented, classified under the general 
headings, ‘Vit to Fight’ and ‘Not Fit to Fight’; but ig 
was so manifest that these arbitrary ifications were 
not warranted that they were withdrawn and other head 
ings substituted. But this mere change in wording did 
not correct the erroneous character of the tabulations 
and inferences drawn therefrom, as will be apparen® 
from your deductions, one of which was that ‘we went 
into the war with two-thirds of our fleet not in material 
condition for war service, and requiring on the average 
two months of repairs, and with but ten per cent. of our 
flect having their full war complement on board and 
ninety per cent. of it avanaing less than three-fifths of 
its full war complement aboard.’ a 

“The analysis of this state of preparedness by experts,” 
says the Secretary, ‘will show as regards material and 
personnel, that I feel sure you (Mr. Hale) wil] admit 
that your deductions, however honest may have been 
their intent, were incorrect. The tables on which your 
deductions were based included many old vessels of 
small or no military value; it answered your questions 
categorically, with no proper explanations as to the age 
and unserviceableness of many of the ships mentioned, 
which should have been called to your attention. Fur- 
thermore, the personnel tables of July, 1917, referred in 
imany cases not to actual war complements, but to the 
number of men on board, which included thousands of 
men placed on ships for training, numbers far above any 
fighting complements.” 

To further illustrate his contention the Secretary 

uoted from Rear Admiral Thomas Washington, U.S.N. 

hief of the Bureau of Navigation, as to the number of 
men in the Navy when war was declared. He also 
testimony by Admiral Mayo as to preparedness of ships. 
The Secretary declared that “the backbone of the Ameri- 
can Navy from 1898 to 1919 was the Atlantic Fleet. It 
was the Fleet, the dependence of the Republic. Al) else 
was auxiliary to this unified fighting force. Therefore, 
to know whether the American Navy was fit to fight in 
the early part of 1917 you need to know the condition 
of the Atlantic Fleet, commanded by Admiral ‘0 be- 
fore and until the cloge of the war. What does Admiral 
Mayo say of this active fighting force when the United 
States entered the war in 1917? In his testimony Ad- 
miral Mayo says: “When the active fleet arrived in 
Hampton Roads about April 1, 1917, after its training 
period in Cuban waters, it was in the best state of pre- 
paredness that it has ever been, and there was a feeling 
of confidence in the personnel of being able to cope wi 


_any emergency. 


The Secretary also referred at considerable length te 
the volume of testimony given by the different officers 
con the Navy as it was both before and du 
the World War. conclusion he wrote: “Ad 
oa — that ‘never a I seen in our battle 
ship fleet such preparedness and efficiency as obtained at 
the beginning of and during the war.’” «

: THE SIXTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 

The Sundry Civil Appropriation bill went to the 
President on June 2 after the Senate and House con- 
ferecs had come to an agreement on its provisions on the 
previous day. It carries a total appropriation of $436,- 
000,000. 

The House Committee on Resolutions on June 2 favor 
ably reported the resolution offered by Mr. Kahn, of the 
Committee on Military Affairs, providing for a Congres- 
sional investigation of the escape of Grover Cleveland 
Bergdoll, an Army prisoner serving a five years’ sen- 
tence at Fort Jay for evading the draft, while in the cus 
tody of two Army guards at Philadelphia on May 21, 
and who is still a fugitive. Mr. Kahn had urged a favor- 
able report on the measure at once, declaring that an 
investigation was necessary to disclose whether a con- 
spiracy had been formed to permit Bergdoll to escape. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has re- 
ported the bill S. 3865, amended so as to “provide for the 
officers in the Russian Railway Service Corps the status 
of officers of the United States Army when discharged.” 
The bill gives them the benefits of the War Risk Insvr- 
ance act. 

Congress Votes to Adjourn. 


Following the action of the House, which -veted on 
June 1 to adjourn at four p.m. on June 5, the Senate on 
June 3 adopted the resolution for a sine die adojurn- 
ment June 5 by a vote of 44 to 24. The Senate was in- 
formed that the President had no intention of calling 
Congress back in extraordinary session “unless some 
grave emergency should arise.” 


Service Bonus Legislation Postponed. 


After the House of Representatives had passed. the 
Service bonus bill on May 20 by a vote of 289 to 92 it 
was announced on June 1 that the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee would not be able to hold a meeting to consider 
bonus legislation before Congress adjourned on June 
5. This indicates the end of this question until next 
winter unless a special session of Congress should be 
called before the first Monday in December. The bill 
was forced to a vote on May 29 under suspension of all 
rules. 

Pensions for Spanish War Veterans. 


The Senate on May 29 passed H.R. 2, granting pen- 
sions of from $12 to $30 a month to veterans of the war 
with Spain who are incapacitated from other causes than 
those incident to active service. An amendment by Sena- 
tor New to give the Commissioner of Pensions power to 
prescribe regulations for payment of the pensions au- 
thorized was adepted without a record vote. Amend- 
ments by Senators Thomas and King to cut down the 
amounts specified in the bill were rejected overwhel- 
mingly. The final vote on the measure was 65 to 5. The 
bill went to conference. 


House Omnibus Pension Bill. 


The Senate on Jane 2 passed and sent to conference 
the House Omnibus Pension bill which contains about 
650 individual claims. On the following day the Honse 
concurred in all the Senate amendments and- passed the 
measure.

Naval Radio Lines for Public Use. 

The Senate on May 26 passed S.J. Res. 170 directing 
the Secretary of the Navy to open certain Navy radio 
stations for the use of the general public. Thi bill pro- 
vides that all land, ship and airship radio stations and 
all apparatus thereon owned by the United States may 
be used by it for receiving and transmitting messages 
relative to Government business, compass reports and 
the safety of ships. The rates charged are to be just and 
reasonable and upon complaint are to be subject to re- 
view and revision by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. All radio stations and apparatus, wherever located, 
owned by the U.S.. are to be available for the reception 
and transmission of press messages offered by any news- 
paper in the U.S., its territories or possessions, or pub- 
lished by citizens of the U.S. in foreign countries or by 
any press associations of the U.S. and for the reception 
and transmission of private commercial messages. Pro- 
vided that the rates fixed for the reception and transmis- 
sion of commercial messages, other than press messages, 
shall not be less than the rates charged by privately 
owned and operated stations for like messages and ser- 
vice. The right to use such stations for any of the pur- 
poses named is to terminate as between any countries or 
localities or between any locality and privately operated 
shi}s whenever privately owned and operated stations 
1re eapable of meeting the normal communication re- 
quirements between such countries or localities or be- 
tween any locality and privately operated ships. and the 
Secretary of Commerce shall have notified the Secretary 
of the Navy thereof. All rights conferred by the bill 
shall terminate and cease in any cvent two years from 
the date the resolution takes effect. 


Bills Passed by Senate.

S. 2929, directing the Secretary of the Treasury to pay te 
Capt. Edward T. Hartmann $272.50, Capt. Frederick G. Lawton

property ineurred by them by reason of the sinking of the 
U.S..transport Meade in the harbor of Ponce, Porto Rico, on 
or about May 16, 1899: Provided, That the accounting officer 
of the Treasury shall require a schedule and affidavit from 
each, such schedule to be approved by the Secretary of War. 

H.R. 1309, directing the Secretary of the Treasury to re- 
imburse 2d Lieut. Perry L.. Haynes, C.A.C., National Guard, 
$355.75, representing funds belonging to the Government of 
the U.S. for which he was held accountable and’ which were 
lest throngh no fault of his. ’ 

8. 4324, eu horizing the President, im his discretion, to 
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open by_and with consent of Senate, Col. William C. Brown, 
.8.A., retired, to position and rank of brigadier general on 
retired list. 

S. 3969, to authorize the Secretary of the Navy, in his 
discretion, to waive the age limit, not exceeding sixty days, of 
any midshipman compelled to resign from the Naval Academy 
on account of deficiencies in studies, who desire to be reap- 
pointed, and who is over the age limit to be reappointed in the 
regular way: Provided, That such waiver shall be made only 
in cases of midshipmen whose conduct and academic records 
shall entitle them to such consideration. 

S. 4361, that officers of the Naval Reserve Force or the 
Marine Corps Reserve who have heretofore been, or may here- 
after be, disenrolled from said service or have heretofore been,

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


H.R. 14284, Mr. Lea, of California—To amend Sec. 110 of 
National Defense Act by striking out last proviso of last 
paragraph of said section and jnserting ‘‘Provided further, 
That the preceding proviso shall not apply to any state, ter- 
ritory or district which has not heretofore complied therewith 
until ninety days after the adjournment of the next session of 
its legislature held after the approval of this section as now 
amended.’’ : 

_ H.R. 14236, Mr. Peters.—To authorize officers of the Naval 
Service to accept offices with compensation and emoluments 
from governments of the republics of South America. 

H.R. 14309, Mr. Tinkham.—That an appropriate medal is 
hereby authorized to be awarded to each member, officer or 
employee of the Red Cross, ¥.M.C.A.,.Salvation Army, Knighis 
of Columbus, Jewish Welfare Board, American Library Asso- 
ciation, and to each member of any special civilian unit organ- 
ized under the War or Navy Departments for service overseas: 
Provided, That such medals shall only be given to persons who 
actually served overseas with their respective units or or- 
ganizations during the war with the Imperial German Govern- 
ment for a period of at least three months.

and the various ‘‘insurers’’ liable on policies of insurance 
brought under the benefits of this article until final settlement 
and adjustment between said parties shall have been made; 
of their accounts, liabilities, obligations and affairs arising 
under said* Article IV.: And provided further, That no right 
to any public lands initiated or acquired prior to entering 
military service by any person under the homestead laws, the 
desert-land laws, the mining-land laws, or any other laws of 
the U.S. shall be forfeited or prejudiced by reason of his 
absence from such lands, or his failure to perform any work 
or make any improvements thereon or to do any other act 
required by such laws during the period of such service: And 
provided further, That the time which any person has been in 
the Military Service shall not form a part in computing any 
period of limitation fixed by law upon the right to maintain 
action or assert any claim to the performance of any contract, 
collection of any debt, or the acquisition of any property, real 
or personal, by any person who has been in the Military 
Service as defined in the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Civil Relief Act 
aforesaid.

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JUNE WEEK AT THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., June 3, 1920. 

The Academic Board of the Naval Academy has granted 
diplomas of graduation to 280 members of the class of 1920, 
These were delivered to the graduates to-day by Secretary 
Daniels. [His address is noted on page-1247.] Seven of the 
graduating class have decided te enter the Marine Corps. ‘The 
standing of the class in its entirety cannot yet be made 
public. The class has six star members, that is those mid- 
shipmen who have received a mark of eighty-five per cent. or 
more in the total co-efficients of their studies. The first five 
in the class rate as follows: 1, Kenneth M. Watt, jr., Norfolk, 
Va., with a mark of 558.41 in a possible of 600; 2, Carlson 
Schugg, of Needham, Mass., 537.61; 3, Robert K. Wells, of 
Winthrop, Mass., 518.71; 4, Mortimer E. Serat, jr., Lincoln, 
Neb.. 517.52; 5, Kenneth H. Noble, Little River, Conn., 512.65. 
Ensign Watt is a son of Capt. R. M. Watt, U.S.N., of Nor- 
folk, Va He obtained one of the highest totals ever secured 
by a graduate of the Academy. 

The graduating cless of 1920 consists of the upper half 
in scholarship of those midshipmen who entered the Naval 
Academy during the summer of 1917. While the war 
continued the course was shortened to three years, the 
Second Class being omitted. To restore the regular order 
last year’s Third Class was divided, the upper division becom- 
ing the First Class of this year, and the others the Second 
Class. which will graduate next Jume. The graduating class 
of this year has completed the course in three years and is 
the last of those now in the Academy which will graduate 
after the shortened course, unless some other emergency should 
arise and necessitate another reduction. 

The absence of the official Board of Visitors during “June 
week,” which commenced at the Naval Academy on Saturday 
last, made that brilliant period one of commencement pure and 
simple, mueh to the delight of the graduates, the other midship- 
men and the thousands of relatives, friends and general vis- 
itors who came from all parts of the country. The board fin- 
ished its work during the early part of May, so that “June 
week” follows much the line of commencement and similar 
periods. Heretofore, drills and exercises given for the official 
visitors took up a large portion of the midshipmen’s time. This 
year the drills were reduced to a minimum and the naval youths 
were free to spend most of their time as they desired. An 
Infantry drill on Tuesday morning and Artillery exercises on 
Wednesday, with dress parades both evenings, were all the exer- 
cises held, while.there were several brilliant social events for 
the midshipmen and their friends. 

The special event of Monday was the unveiling of the win- 
dow in the chapel which commemorates Admiral David Farragut, 
U.S.N., the “Hero of Mobile Bay.” This took place at eleven 
o'clock. The memorial was presented by the Alumni Associa- 
tion of the Academy. Rear Admiral J. C. Watson presided; and 
Rear Admiral Colby M. Chester delivered the address. Comdr. 
C. T. Jewell also spoke. Rear Admiral A. H. Scales, super 
intendent of the Academy, accepted the gift on -behalf of the 
Academy. Among others present was Dr. ©. H. Shepherd, of 
New York, who was a signal boy on the U.S.S. Richmond at 
the blockade of Mobile Bay by Admiral Farragut. The window 
was unveiled by Miss Camilla Seward, of Bath, Maine, a 
grandniece of Admiral Farragut. Following the unveiling of 
the window Admiral and Mrs. Scales were hosts at luncheon to 
about.a hundred guests, including those who had taken part in 
the ceremony and ranking officers of the Atlantic Fleet, part of 
which was lying off the Academy. 

“June Week” at the Naval Academy passed its zenith Wed- 
nesday, when there was an artillery d in the morning by 
the Third and Fourth Battalions, and the last dress parade of 
the scholastic year took place the evening. The social event 
of the evening was the garden party at the Superintendent's 
residence to the members of the graduating class, relatives and 
friends, while others were entertained at an informal dance. 
The special feature of the parade in the evening was the pres- 
entation of the regimental colors to the 15th Company, com- 
manded by Mdsn.

Ruthven E. Libby, of Washington state, won 
the Maury medal offered by the Daughters of the Confederacy 
for the best work in physics. 

The Naval Athletic Association sword for the best athlete of 
the year has been won by Mdsn. Howard Clark, of White 
Plains, N.Y., whose two home runs had so much to do with 
the winning of the basebali game against West Point lust Sat- 
urday. The honor of having his name engraved upon the 


Thompson trophy cup, as having done the most to promote 
athletics, was won hy Mdsn. Edwin D. Graves, jr., of Mari 
eita, Pa., captain of the crew. He wil! aiso receive from the 


donor of the cup. Col. Robert M. Thompson, of New York, a 
small replica of the trophy. 

The barest shade separated these two men, in the opinion of 
the committee, both being football men as well as possessing 
other athletic accomplishments. Both won great honors on 
Saturday, Clark by his hitting against the Army, and Graves as 
captain of the crew which swept the river at the American 
Henley. It was finally decided that Clark’s work represented 
the greater individual merit, and he was allowed to choose be- 
tween the two trophies. He selected the sword, Graves’s name 
thereby going on the cup.

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NAVAL ACADEMY WINS ON LAND AND WATER. 
Navy Crew at American Henley. 

Not satisfied with its victory on land, when it defeated 
the Army by a score of 11-1 in a bascball game at An- 
napolis on May 29, the Navy went to Vhiladelphia on 
the same day and on its own clement, and upholding the 
best athletic traditions of the academy, captured two of 
the chief prizes in the American Henley held on the 
Schuylkill river. ‘Phe Navy ’varsity won the Stewards 
Challenge Cup by a boat’s length from Syracuse, also 
defeating Princeton and the Union Boat Club of Boston. 
The last hundred yards of the race was a joy ride for 
the midshipmen, the time. being 6:301-5, and that of 
The New England Challenge Cup, in 
the junior collegiate eight-oared shell event, was won by 
the Navy junior crew, also from the Syracuse crew, but 
by a somewhat closer margin, the Navy’s time being 
6:31 2-5, and that of Syracuse 6:313-5. In the fresh- 
man eight-oared shells contest the Navy was last, 
Princeton winning. Annapolis was fourth in the special 
eight-oared shells race, University of Pennsylvania win- 
ning. The Navy’s victory is believed to mean that the 
midshipmen will probably enter the Poughkeepsie re- 
gatta, where they will measure their rowing strength 
against the oarsmen of Cornell, which is the only east- 
ern crew of prominence that the Navy has not defeated 
this spring. The Navy is confident of beating Cornell 
and is planning to be abroad and represent the United 
States at the Olympic regatta. 


Navy Defeats Army at Baseball. 
Annapolis, Md., June 1, 1920. 

The first signs that graduation week at the Academy was on 
were the hurrahs and cheers that greeted the Army team and 
its attendants when they arrived at the Naval Academy ou 
Friday, May 28. Lieut. Col. R. M. Danford, U.S.A., com- 
mandants of the cadets, Major H. P. Makle and Capt. Jacob 
Devres, U.S.A., representative of the Army Athletic Council, 
accompanied them. The morning and afternoon were enlivened 
by the discharge of volleys of great guns from the ships that 
will compose the Practice Squadron, as they arrived in the 
Chesapeake, five miles off the Naval Academy. The walls of the 
town shook with the repeated detonations of the discharges. 
Soon the ships began to give leaves to officers and furloughs 
to the men, and Annapolis was immediately enlivened by the 
uniforms of the officers and blue with the natty jackets of the 
sailors. The Army and Navy teams went to the diamond Friday 
afternoon for practice, the Army players taking their practice 
first and the midshipmen later. 

On Saturday, May 29, the Army and Navy baseball nines 
met at Annapolis in the game that had been heralded for 
months. Beauty and grace, many officers and others were 
in the brilliant and expectant throng, including about 
15,000, Secretary of the Navy Daniels being among these. 
The living tableau on the diamond. astounded friends of the 
Army, not in the game, and must have surprised the backers 
of their opponents. The play was ragged from start to finish 
on the visitors’ part. Honnen’s errors, many and costly, can- 
not only be accounted for by excitement or by an off-day expe- 
rience that all good shots sometimes have when they cannot 
“shoot.” The three runs made by the Navy in the first inning 
were due to a base given on balls, while one of the Army’s men 
gave away his chance by turning leftward and being put out 
off base after having reached it in a stirring race. The fielders 
of the Army did, on the whole, finely, and made some excellent 
fly catches; but, as a combination, the Army playing was with- 
out pep, snap or ginger. The Navy was an aggregation full of 
fire and fervor. 

The hopes of the Navy were not placed in vain on Gaines, 
the fair-haired Virginia youth who pitched against their great 
rivals, for he was steady and effective from start to finish, and 
with a team behind him which outplayed their opponents in 
every detail, the result was a great Navy triumph, by the score 
of 11 to 1, upon the whole the most overwhelming which has 
been scored in the Service series, though the Navy is still far 
behind, but five victories against twelve for the Army nines. 
In the Navy's baseball gallery of fame, alongside of Gaines, 
must be placed Howard Clark, who practically won the game 
by driving the ball to center in the first inning, with two run 
ners on the bases, hitting safely in the third and starting the 
run-getting in that session, and, in the “lucky seventh,” again 
hitting for four bases, and also driving two across the plate 
ahead of him. In each case he hit the first ball pitched to him. 

A singular incident of the game was the fact that of the nine 
which won so easily and scored eleven runs only two men hit 
the opposing pitcher. These were Clark and Hartman, the Iat- 
ter having a double and two singles to his credit. Passes and 
the errors of the visitors contributed the other tallies. The 
Navy's fielding was far ahead of that of.the visitors. Honnen, 
the Army captain, had a particularly bad day at short, with 
five errors, most of which helped the Navy's scoring. Beasley, 
at third, was something of an in-and-outer, although his work 
was generally good. Blaik and Lysted, in the visitors’ outfield, 
were fully up to the standard. Milner, the Navy captain, and 
Pino, the veterans at short and second, were not very busy, but 
both had good plays to their credit. Clark, somewhat new at 
third, caused a fright by a bad error in the opening inning, 
but redeemed himself by his fine work at the hot ccrner later 
in the game, while his heavy stick work wiped out all memory 
ot y tae own. offense. :

SECRETARY DANIELS AT ANNAPOLIS. 
Address to Graduating Class, Naval Academy. 


In his address to the graduating class at the Naval 
Academy on June 3 Secretary of the Navy Daniels said, 
in part: 

“It is a matter for congratulation that you come into 
the Navy in a day when it holds, and holds deservedly, 
higher place in the confidence of the American people 
than in any period of its history. The United States 
Navy in the sixties, by courage unsurpassed in combat 
with brothers of equal valor, bottled up the Southern 
ports and made possible the blockade, the importance of 
which was not then and has not since been recognized 
by the historians of that struggle. 

“We have escaped the naval retrogression after the 
World War which fell upon the country after Appomat- 
tox, for, instead of stopping the building of new craft as 
was then the naval policy of our republic. we are now 
building eighteen capital ships, which, with the. scout 
cruisers and smaller and newer designs of craft needed 
to round out the fleet, will give the. United States the 
Nayy which Dewey said we should have by 1925, and 
which President Wilson envisioned in his St. Louis 
speech. Nor have we now, as prior to 1913, been blind 
to the duty of training nayal officers. Our main de- 
pendence for officers of the Navy to keep pace with ehang- 
ing conditions and to lead in naval development must 
always be upon this Naval Academy, the very heart and 
nerve center of our naval thought and progress. 

“There must be no pause in providing opportunities at 
this academy. Since 1914 the capacity for the housing 
and instruction of midshipmen has increased ‘from 1,200 
to 2,400, not counting facilities for the post-graduate 
school, and $6,000,000 have been spent for new construc- 
tion in these epoch-making years, with the result of se- 
curing added dignity and impressiveness of its buildings 
s well as increased facilities, I have a vision of this 
institution which I expect.to live to see translated into 
accomplishment. The grounds are inadequate for an in- 
stitution of its character and importance. All the high 
lands on the opposite side of the Severn, overlooking the 
academy grounds, should be purchased and made a part 
of the institution’s campus, lawns, ranges, drill grounds, 
athletic and aviation fields.” This proposed addition to 
the grounds should be connected by a beautiful memorial 
bridge, commemorative of the valor of the 600,000 men 
who served in the Navy in 1917-1918. The chapel, built 
after the Spanish-American War, can accommodate only 
a portion of the larger student body in the religious ser- 
vices statedly held here. Moreover, it is ill-suited for 
the purpose. It would make a noble memorial, not only 
as the sepulchre of our greatest sailor, John Paul Jones, 
but for other illustrious naval heroes whose fame gives 
inspiration to youths ambitious to follow their example. 
Only this week a memorial window to Farragut was un- 
veiled. A like honor to Dewey will be another incen- 
tive to heroism, as well as another fitting recognition of 
the sailor-statesman whose victory at Manila will for- 
ever thrill Americans. 

“We are not only training officers here but there has 
not been any recession in the authorization of naval per- 
sonnel or in provision for an adequate naval reserve, and 
increased opportunities for the education and promotion 
commissions is a cardinal and permanent policy of the 
Navy. 

“The enlargement and expansion of the post-graduate 
school here and the War College at Newport evidence 
growth, instead of reduction, as was feared might be or- 
dered with the return of peace. More than that, we are 
conducting ‘experiments in new naval methods and in- 
struments, and in the perfection of old ones, and build- 
ing a model and modern laboratory for research and de- 
velopment and construction. The late war taught us 
with new emphasis that new implements of war, new 
strategy, new tactics, and the quick adaption of what 
experience has demonstrated is the key to naval efficiency 
in the days that lie before you. It did not need the 
stress of war to make us understand that the naval pro- 
fession is one of continued study and that adherence to 
ancient methods and old strategy is fatal.” 

The Secretary then quoted, in part, his address to 
officers of high rank, among them a number of rear ad- 
mirals, at the Naval War College on June 26, 1915, when 
he spoke of old tactics, old strategies, old theories of 
naval warfare which were disappearing over night, and 
of the new and terrible instruments of destruction which 
have appeared under and over the seas. Continuing his 
address to the graduating class the Secretary said: 

“In this insistence upon emancipation from old things 
because they are old and of sailing through the same 
well-marked channels, you must not understand that 
there is any lack of reverence for old things or lack -of 
sincere appreciation of the vital benefits of experience. 
It was because the genius of America has the particular 
quality of imagination, which sees large tasks and the 
spirit of venturing all, that it was given to the Ameri- 
can Navy to conceive and take the laboring oar in carry- 
ing out the greatest outstanding new naval contribution 
of the World War. I refer, of course, to laying the 240- 
mile mine barrage across the North Sea. 

“No two wars were ever won by the same tactics and 
few by the same weapons. The military leader of the 
future may navigate his ships by radio and the day may 
even come when all his fighting craft may be ‘airy navies 
battling in the central blue.’ My word to the graduates 
to-day, as they face the future, is that the lessons and 
inspiration of past traditions are not to be found in the 
laying of the barrage, in the use of poison gas, in the 
ships under the sea, or on the sea, or over the sea. If 
there is a next war (which God forbid, but let us keep 
our powder dry while we trust in Him), the naval hero 
will be the man quickest to discover and chart new and 
successful channels to victory, ready to throw in the dis- 
card the best weapon of the World War and adopt in- 
stantly the most approved tactics and weapons which will 
meet the needs of the battle he must win. Naval leaders 
must always be dominated by the thought that new meth- 
ods must meet new conditions just as King John said of 
courage: ‘For courage mounteth with occasion.’ 

“T do not know any more hopeless officer than one 
chained to the theories and practices of the past, losing 
the light and leading of Mahan’s vision a 
and groping in the débris of. Mahan’s processes. 
vividly ¢ : ; . 
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with judicial finality: ‘Nothing 
in the Navy,’ and thought nothing else needed to 
to make his answer conclusive. Of course it had neyer 
been done before. Nobody ever built an iron ship 
the Monitor and Merrimac’s battle scrapped all wooden 
ships. Nobody ever talked to a ship by wireless. tele- 
phone until faith and science made it possible. Nobody 
ever sent wireless messages around the globe until men 
of genius discovered the long-undreamed ‘of secret. 
body ever thought a barrage of mines could shut 
North Sea until the U.S. Bureau of Ordnance actually 
did it in Washington, in naval brains. and secured the 
co-operation of the British Admiralty. which made it the 
wonder of the war. se :

Trial of U.S.S. Brooks.

71ST N.Y.—COL. JAMES H. WELLS. 


A notable event held in the armory of the 71st Infantry, 
N.G.N.Y., in New York city, May 28, was the review of the 
eommand, under Col. James H. Wells, by Major Gen. Francis 
V. Greene, of distinguished services as a former officer of the 
Regular Army and of Volunteers and of the N.G.N.Y. He 
was also colonel of the old 7ilst from 1892 to 1898, during 
which period he brought the regiment up to one of the best 
im the state. The review by General Greene was in honer of 
members of the old 7ist who during the World War served om 
the battle fields of France and Belgium, and were among the 
members of the 105th Infantry, U.S.A. (old 23d N.Y.), who 
were cited for gallantry and distinguished service. After the 
eld Tist N.G.N.Y. was mustered into the Federal service 
during the World War, it was broken up at Camp Wadsworth 
in October, 1917, and the major portion of it was divided to 
fill up the 105th Infantry, 102d Engineers, and 106th Field 
Artillery. Previous to that time nearly 400 men had been 
transferred from it to the 165th Infantry (old 69th) to help 
fill up that unit, which was far short from the required quota 
for war service. Finally the nineteen officers and 183 men 
left of the old 71st were used as the nucleus for the formation 
of the 54th Pioneer Infantry, which went to France. Of the 
eld Tist 1,947 officers and men were in the World War in 
different organizations, and 610 officers and men of the new 
Vist were furnished for the war. It will thus be seen that 
both the old and the new 7ist have fully performed their 
share of duty for the suppression of the Hun, and have fully 
gustained its honored distinctive title of ‘‘American Guard.’’ 
The remains of its members lie on many battle fields. 

Over 100 members of the 7ist and the 105th Infantry were 
honored with citations on the night of the review by Gener:l

MILITARY TITLES AND COMMERCIAL ENTERPRISES. 
Cir. 191, May 20, 1920, War Dept. 
Vee of Officers’ Military Titles in Connection with Commercial 
Enterprises. 

1. It has been brought to the attention of the War Depart- 
ment that in some cases officers of the Army have permitted or 
authorized the use of their official titles in advertising, or 
otherwise, in connection with commercial enterprises. 

2. Though a record for long and honorable service in the 
Army carries with it a security for fair dealing, it does not 
necessarily augment the possessor’s judgment as to the value 
or reliability of commercial propositions. in 

Military titles are conferred upon individuals for military 

urposes, and their use as a commercial asset may subject 
Both the individual officer concerned and the Service itself to 
unfavorable criticism which, even if unmerited, is unnecessary 
and inadvisable. Such use of military titles is disapproved of 
by the War Department. ~ 

3. Officers of the Army will, in future, not use or permit to 
be used their military titles in connection with commercial 
enterprises of any kind.

On July 1, 1920, all officers of the Philippine 
Scouts on the active list, who are citizens of the United States 
and are found qualified under such regulations as the President 
may prescribe, shall be recommissioned in some one of the 
branches provided for by this act, and those not so recommis- 
sioned shall continue to serve under their commissions as officers 
of the Philippine Scouts. No further appointments shall be 
made as officers of Philippine Scouts except of citizens of the 
Philippine Islands, who may be appointed in the grade of sec- 
ond lieutenant, under such regulations as the President may 
prescribe. Officers commissioned in the Philippine Scouts shall 
be subject to promotion, classification, and elimination, as here- 
inafter prescribed for officers of the Regular Army. Those now 
on the retired list shall hereafter receive the same pay as a 
retired second lieutenant of equal service. Officers of the Phil- 
ippine Scouts shall hereafter be retired under the same condi- 
tions, and those hereafter placed on the retired list shall receive 
the same retired pay as other officers of like grades and length 
of service, and shall be eaually eligible for advancement on ac- 
count of active duty performed since retirement. Nothing in 
this act shall be construed to alter in any respect the present 
status of enlisted men of the Philiipine Scouts.’’

‘the total number of vacancies caused by this act, exclusive of 


those in the Medical Department and among chaplains, shall 
be filled by the appointment, to date from July 1, 1920, and 
subject to such examination as the President may prescribe, of 
persons other than officers of the Regular Army who served as 
officers of the U.S. Army at any time between April 6, 1917, 
and the date of the passage of this act. A suitable number of 
such officers shall be appointed in each of the grades below that 
of brigadier general, according to their qualifications for such 
grade as may be determined by the board of general officers 
provided for in this section. No such person above the age of 
50 years shall be appointed in a combatant branch, or above 
the age of 58 in a non-combatant branch. No such person be- 
low the age of 48 years shall be appointed in the grade of col- 
onel, or below the age of 45 years in the grade of lieutenant 
colonel, or below the age of thirty-six years in the grade of 
major. Not less than three such persons shall be appointed to 
the grade of colonel in the Judge Advocate General's Depart- 
ment, and not less than eight to the grade of lieutenant colonel 
in the Judge Advocate General's Department, provided a 
sufficient number of applicants for such appointments are legally 
eligible and are found by the board provided for in this section 
to be properly qualified. Any person originally appointed under 
the provisions of this act at an age greater than 45 years shall, 
when retired, receive retired pay at the rate of 4 per cent. of 
active pay for each complete year of commissioned service in 
the U.S. Army, the total to be not more than 75 per cent. Va- 
eancies remaining in grades above the lowest which are not 
filled by such appointments shall be filled by promotion to date 
from July 1, 1920, in accordance with the provisions of See, 
24c hereof. The section of officers to be appointed under the 
provisions of this section, under such rules and regulations as 
may be approved by the Secretary of War, shall be made by 
a board consisting of the General of the Army, three bureau 
chiefs and three general officers of the line, to be appointed 
by the Secretary of War: Provided, That no officer shall be ap- 
pointed in any branch of the service under the provisions of 
this section except with the approval of the chief of such branch 
or officer acting as such. 

“Sec. 24a. Promotion List.—For the purpose of establish- 
ing a more uniform system for the promotion of officers, based 
on equity, merit and the interests of the Army as a whole, the 
Secretary of War shall cause to be prepared a promotion list, 
on which shall be carried the names of all officers of the Regu- 
lar Army and Philippine Scouts below the grade of colonel, 
except officers of the Medical Department, chaplains, professors, 
the military storekeeper, and certain second lieutenants of the 
Quartermaster Corps hereinafter specified. The names on the 
list shall be arranged, in general, so that the first name on the 
list shall be that of the officer having the longest commissioned 
service; the second name that of the officer having the next 
longest commissioned service, and so on. In computations for 
the purpose of determining the position of officers on the promo- 
tion list there shall be credited all active commissioned service 
in the Army performed while under appointment from the 
U.S. Government, whether in the Regular, provisional, or tempo- 
rary forces, except service under @ reserve commission while 
in attendance at a school or camp for the training of candi- 


dates for commission; also commissioned service in the Na- 
tional Guard while in active service since April 6, 1817, under 
a call by the President; and also commissioned service in 
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the Marine Corps when detached for service with the Army 
by order of the President. In determining position on the pro- 
motion list, and relative rank, commissioned service in the 
Regular Army or the Philippine Scouts, if continuous to the 
present time, shall be counted as having begun on the date of 
original commission. The original promotion list shall be 
formed by a board of officers appointed by the Secretary of 
War, consisting of one colonel of each six branches of the 
service in which officers are permanently commissioned under 
the terms of this act, and one officer who, as a member of the 
personnel branch of the General Staff, has made a special study 
of merging the present promotion lists into a single list. The 
steps in the formation of the original promotion list shall be 
as follows: 

“First, officers below the grade of colonel in the Corps of 
Engineers, Signal Corps, Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, 
Coast Artillery Corps, Porto Rico Regiment and Philippine 
Scouts, who were originally appointed in the Regular Army or 
Philippine. Scouts prior to April 6, 1917, shall be arranged 
without changing the present order of officers on the lineal lists 
of their own branches, but otherwise as nearly as practicable ac- 
cording to length of commissioned service. ‘The following shall 

omitted : 

“(a) Officers who, as a result of voluntary transfer, occupy 
positions on the lineal list other than those they would have 
held if their original commissions had been in their present 
branches. 

“(b) Officers of other branches appointed in the Field Artil- 
lery or the Coast Artillery Corps to fill vacancies created by 
the act approved Jan. 25, 1907. 

“(c) Officers appointed in the Regular Army since Jan. 1, 
1903, while serving as officers of the Porto Rico Provisional 
Regiment of Infantry or Philippine Scouts. 

“(d) Former officers of the Regular Army or Philippine 
Scouts who have been reappointed in these forces and who are 
now below normally placed officers of less commissioned service 
than theirs. 

“Officers of classes (a), (b) and (c) shall be placed on the 
list in the positions they would have occupied if they had re- 
mained in their original branches of the service. Officers of 
class (d) shall be placed on the list in the position that would 
normally be occupied by an officer of continuous service equal 
to the total active commissioned service of such officers in the 

rmy. 

“Second, officers of the Judge Advocate General's Depart- 
ment, Quartermaster Corps and Ordnance Department shal} be 
placed on the list according to length of commissioned service, 
except those second lieutenants of the Quartermaster Corps who 
are found not qualified for promotion as provided in Sec. 24b 
hereof. 

“Third, captains and lieutenants of the Regular Army and 
Philippine Scouts, originally appointed since April 6, 1917, 
shall be arranged among themselves according to commissioned 
service rendered prior to Nov. 11, 1918, and shall be placed 
at the foot of the list as prepared to this point. 

“Fourth, persons to be appointed as captains or lieutenants 
under the provisions of Sec. 24 hereof shall be placed accord- 
ing to commissioned service rendered prior to Noy. 11, 1918, 
among the officers referred to in the next preceding clause; and 
where such commissioned service is equal, officers now in the 
Regular Army shall precede persons to be appointed under the 
provisions of this act, and the latter shall be arranged accord- 
ing to age. . 

“Fifth, persons appointed as lieutenant colonels or majors 
under the provisions of Sec. 24 hereof shall be placed immedi- 
ately below all officers of the Regular Army who, on July 1, 
1920, are promoted to those grades respectively under the pro- 
visions of Sec. 24 hereof: Provided, That the board charged 
with the preparation of the promotion list may in its discretion 
assign to any such officer a position on the list higher than that 
to which he would otherwise be entitled, but not such as to 
place him above any officer of greater age, whose commissioned 
service commenced prior to April 6, 1917, and who would pre- 
cede him on the list under the general provisions of this section. 

“Any former officer of the Regular Army and any retired 
officer who may hereafter be appointed to the active list in the 
manner provided by law shall be placed on the promotion list 
in accordance with his total active commissioned service; ' ex- 
cept that former officers appointed to field grades on July 1, 
1920, under the provisions of Sec. 24, may be placed as pro- 
vided in the next preceding paragraphs of this section. A re- 
serve judge advocate appointed in the Regular Army shall be 
placed as provided in Sec. 24e. 

“Other officers on original appointment shall be placed at 
the foot of the list. The place of any officer on the promotion 
list once established shall not thereafter be changed, except as 
the result of the sentence of a court-martial. 

“Sec. 24b. CLASSIFICATION OF OFFICERS.—Immediately upon 
the passage of this act, and in September of 1921 and every 
year thereafter, the President shall convene a board of not less 
than five general officers, which shall arrange all officers in two 
classes, namely: Class A, consisting of officers who should be 
retained in the service, and Class B, of officers who should not 
be retained in the service. Until otherwise finally classified, all 
officers shall be regarded as belonging to Class A, and shall be 
promoted according to the provisions of this act to fill any 
vacancies which may occur prior to such final classification. 
No officer shall be finally classified in Class B until he shall 
have been given an opportunity to appear before a court of 
inquiry. In such court of inquiry he shall be furnished with a 
fuli copy of the official records upon which the prtoposed classi- 
fication is based and shall be given an opportunity to present 
testimony in his own behalf. The record of such court of in- 
quiry shall be forwarded to the final classification board for re- 
consideration of the case, and after such consideration the 
finding of said classification board shall be final and not subject 
to further revision except upon the order of the President, 
Whenever an officer is placed in Class B, a board of not less 
than three officers shall be convened to determine whether such 
classification is due to his neglect, misconduct or avoidable 
habits. If the finding is affirmative, he shall be discharged from 
the Army; if negative, he shall be placed on the unlimited 
retired list with pay at the rate of 2% per cent. of his active 
pay multiplied by the number of complete years of commis- 
sioned service, or service which under the provisions of this 
act is counted as its equivalent, unless his total commissioned 
service or equivalent service shall be less than 10 years, in 
which case he shall be honorably discharged with one year’s 
pay. The maximum retired pay of an officer retired under the 
provisions of this section prior to Jan. 1, 1924, shall be 75 per 
cent. of active pay, and of one retired on or after that date, 60 
per cent. If an officer is thus retired before the completion 
of 30 years’ commissioned service, he may be employed on such 
active duty as the Secretary of War considers him capable of 
performing until he has completed 80 years’ commissioned 
service. The board convened upon the passage of this act shall 
also report the names of those second lieutenants of the Quarter- 
master Corps who were commissioned under the provisions of 
Sec. 9 of the Act of June 3, 1916, who are not qualified for 
further promotion. The officers so reported shall continue in 
the grade of second lieutenant for the remainder of their service 
and the others shall be placed upon the promotion list according 
to their commissioned service, as hereinbefore provided. 

“Sec. 24c. PROMOTION OF OFFIcEeRS.—Up to and including 
June 30, 1920, except as otherwise provided herein, promotions 
shall continue to be made in accordance with law existing prior 
to the passage of this act, and on the basis of the number here- 
tofore authorized for each grade and branch. On and after 


July 1, 1920, vacancies im grades below that of brigadier gen- 
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eral shall be filled by the promotion of officers in th> order in 
which they stand on the promotion list, without regard. to the 
branches in which they are commissioned. Existing laws pro- 
viding for the examination of officers for promotion ave hereby 
repealed, except those relating to physical examinatioos, which 
shal continue to be required for promotion to all grades below 
that of brigadier general, and except also those governing the 
examination of officers of the Medical, Dental and Veterinary 
Corps. Officers of said three corps shall be examined in accord- 
ance with laws governing examination of officers of the Medieal 
Corps, second lieutenants of. the Veterinary Corps being sub- 
ject to the sam» provisions as first lioutenants.

wise herein provided, appointments shall be made in the grade 
of seeond lioutenant, first, from gradua‘es of the U.S. Military 
Academy; second, from warrant officers and enlisted men of 
the Regular Army between the ages of 21- and 30 year:, who 
have’ had at least two years* service; and, third, from reserve 
officers, and from officers, warrant oflicers,.and enlisted mon 
of the National Guard, members of the Enlisted Reserve Corps, 
and graduates of technical institutions approved by the Seere- 
tary of War, all between the ages of 21 and 30 years.

ditional sections as the President may direct. The grades in 
each section and the number in each grade shall be as the 
President may prescribe. Reserve officers shall be appointed 
and-commissioned by the President alone, except general offi- 
cers, who shall be appointed by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. Appointment in every case shall be for a period 
of five years, but an appointment in force at the outbreak of 
war, or made in time of war, shall continue in force until six 
months after its termination.

Any person who has been an officer 
of the Army at any time between April 6, 1917, and June 30, 
1919, or an officer of the Regular Army at any time, may be 
appointed as a reserve officer in the highest grade which he 
held in the Army or any lower grade; any person now serving 
as an officer of the National Guard may be appointed as a 
reserve officer in his present or any lower grade; no other per- 
son shall in time of peace be originally appointed as a reserve 
officer of Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, Coast Artillery, or 
Air Service in a grade above that of second lieutenant. In 
time of peace appointments in the Infantry, Cavalry, Field 
Artillery, Coast Artillery and Air Service shall be limited to 
former officers of the Army, graduates of the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps, as provided in Sec. 47b hereof, warrant officers 
and enlisted men of the Regular Army, National Guard and 
Enlisted Reserve Corps, and persons who served in the Army 
at some time between April 6, 1917, and Nov. 11, 1918. Pro- 
motions and transfers shall be made under such rules as may 
be prescribed by the President, and shall be based so far as 
practicable upon recommendations made in the established chain 
of command, but no reserve officer shall be promoted to any 
grade in time of peace until he has held a egmmission for at 
least one year in the next lower grade. So far as practicable, 
reserve officers shall be assigned to units im the locality of 
their places of residence. Nothing in this act shall operate to 





deprive a reserve,.officer. of; the reserve cemmission he now 
holds. Amy reserve officer may. hold-a- commission.in the Na- 
tional -Guard . without thereby -vacating. his.reserve commission. 

“Sec. 3Ta. RVE OFFICERS ON ACTIVE Duty.—To the ex- 
tent provided for from_time to time by appropriations for this 
specific purpose, the President may order reserve officers to 
active duty at any time and for any period; but except in time 
of a national emergency expressly deelared by Congress, no 
reserve officer shall be employed on’ active duty for more ‘than 
15 days in any calendar year without his own consent. A 
reserve Officer shall not be entitled to pay and allowances except 
when on active duty. When on active duty he shall receive

of —-—~-, and that I will serve them honestly and faithfully 
against all their cnemies whomsoever and that I will obey the 
orders of the President of the United States and the governor 
of the state of — , and of the officers appointed over me 
according to law and the Rules and Articles of War’: Provided, 
That members of said reserve, officers and enlisted men, when 
engaged in field or coast-defense training with the active Na- 
tional Guard, shall receive the same Federal pay and allow- 
ances as those occupying like grades on the active list of 
said guard when likewise engaged: Provided further, That, ex- 
cept as otherwise specifically provided in this act, no commis- 
sioned or enlisted reservist shall receive any pay or allowances 
out of any appropriation made by Congress for National Guard 
purposes.” 

Sec. 43. That said act be, and the same is hereby, amended 
by striking out Sec. 79. 

Wee. 44. That Sec. 81 of said act be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by striking out the same and inserting the following in 
liew thereos : 

“Sec. 81. MiniTIA BuREAU OF THE "VAR DEPARTMENT.— 
The Militia Division of the War Departrs:nt shall hereafter be 
known as the Militia Bureau of the War Department. After 
Jan. 1, 1921, the chief of the Militia Bureau shall be ap- 
pointed by the President, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, by selection from lists of present and former 
National Guard officers, recommended by the governors of the 
several states and territories as suitable for such appointment, 
who hold commissions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, who have 
had 10 or more years’ commissioned service in the National 
Guard, at least 5 of which has been in the line, and who have 
attained at least the grade of major. He shall hold office for 
four years, unless sooner removed for cause, and shall have the 
rank, pay and allowances of a major general of the Regular 
Army during his tenure of office, but shall not be entitled to re- 
tirement or retired pay. While serving as chief his reserve 
commission shall continue in force and shall not be terminated 
except for cause assigned. Until the chief is appointed, as pro- 
vided in this section, the President may assign an officer of the 
Regular Army, not below the grade of colonel, to perform the 
duties of chief. For duty in the Militia Bureau and for the 
instruction of the National Guard the President shall assign 
such number of officers and enlisted men of the Regular Army 
as he may deem necessary. The President may also assign, 
with their consent, and within the limits of the appropriations 
previously made for this specific purpose, not exceeding 500 
officers of the National Guard, who hold reserve commissions, 
to duty with the Regular Army, in addition to those attending 














service schools; and while so assigned they shall receive the 
same pay and allowances as Regular Army officers of like 
grades, to be paid out of the whole fund appropriated for the 
support of the militia.” 

Sec. 45. That See. 89 of said act be, and the same is hereby, 


smended by striking out the same and inserting the following in 
liew thereof: 











“Sec. 89. ANIMALS FOR NATIONAL GuARD.—Funds allotted 
by the Secretary of War for the support of the National Guard 
shall be available for the purchase, under such regulations as 
the Sec wry of War may prescribe, of animals conforming 
to the Regular Army standards for the training of the National 
Guard, said animals to remain the property of the United 
States and to be used solely for military purposes. 

“The number of animals 29 issued shall not exceed 832 for 
each battery of Field Artillery or troop ‘of Cavalry, and a 
proportionate number for other mounted organizations, under 
such regulations as the Secretary of War may prescribe: and 
the Secretary of War is further authorized to issue, in lieu of 
purchase, for the training @? such organizations, condemned 
Army animals which are no longer fit for service, but which 
may be s le for the purnroses of instruction, such animals 
to be sold c provided by law when said purposes shall 
have been : 

Sec. 45. Thee See. 39 uf sacl act be, and the same is hereby, 


amended by striking out the same and inserting the following in 
liew thereof: 

“Sec. 90. Funds allotted by the Secretary of War for the 
support of the National Guard shall be available for the pur- 
chase and issue of forage, bedding, shoeing, and veterinary 
services, and supplies for the Government animals issued to 
any organization, and for the compensation of competent hel 
for the care of the material, animals and equipment thereof, 
under such regulations as the Secretary of War may prescribe: 
Provided, That the men to be compensated, not to exceed five 
for each organization, shall be duly enlisted therein and shall 
be detailed by the organization commander, under such regula- 
tions as the Secretary of War may prescribe, and shall be paid 
by the United States disbursing officer in each state, territory, 
and the District of Columbia.” 

Sec. 47. That Sec. 109 of said act be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by striking out the same and inserting the following in 
liew thereof: . 

“Sec. 109. Pay ror THE NATIONAL GUARD OFFICERS.— 
Captains and lieutenants belonging to organizations of the Na- 
tional Guard shall receive compensation at the rate of one- 
thirtieth of the monthly base pay of their grades as prescribed 
for the Regular Army for each regular drill or other period of 
instruction authorized by the Secretary of War, not exceeding 
five in any one calendar month, at which they shall have been 
officially ‘present for the entire required period, and at which 
at least 50 per cent. of the commissioned strength and 60 per 
cent. of the enlisted strength attend and participate for not 
less than one and one-half hours. Captains commanding or- 
ganizations shall receive $240 a year in addition to the drill 
pay herein prescribed. Officers above the grade of captain 
shall receive not more than $500 a year, and officers below the 
grade of major, not belonging to organizations, shall receive 
not more than four-thirtieths of the monthly base pay of their 
grades for satisfactory performance of their appropriate duties 
under such regulations as the Secretary of War mw«y prescribe. 
Pay under the provisions of this section shall not accrue to any 
ofticer during a period when he shall be lawfully entitled to the 
same pay as an officer of corresponding grade in the Regular 
Army: Provided, That Sec. 9 of an act amending the act en- 
titled ‘An act to authorize the President to increase tempor 
rarily the Military Establishment of the United States,’ ap- 
proved May 18, 1917, ap: coved Aug. 31, 1918, shall also apply 
to the purchase of unilorms, accouterments and equipment 
for cash by officers of the National Guard and National Guard 
Reserve, whether in state or Federal service, on proper identifi- 
eation and under such rules and regulations as the Secretary 
of War may prescribe.” 

Sec. 48. That Sec. 110 of said act be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by striking out the first paragraph and inserting the 
following iw liew thereof: x 

“Sec, 110. Pay ror NaTioNaAL GvuaRD ENLISTED Men.— 
Each enlisted man belonging to an organization of the National 
Guard shall receive compensation at the rate of one-thirtieth 
of the initial monthly pay of his grade in the Regular Army 
for each drill ordered for his organization where he is officially 
present and in which he participates for not less than one and 
one-half hours, not exceeding 8 in any one calendar month, 
and not exceeding 60 drills in one year: Provided, That no 
enlisted man shall receive any pay under the provisions of 
this section for any month in which he shall have attended less 
than 60 per cent. of the drills or other exercises prescribed 
for his organization: Provided further, That the proviso con- 
tained in Sec. 92 of this act shall not operate to prevent the 
payment of enlisted men actually present at any duly ordered 
drill or other exercise: And provided further, That periods 
of any actual military duty equivalent to the drills herein pre- 
scribed (except those periods of service for which members of 
the National Guard may become lawfully entitled to the same 
pay as officers and enlisted men of the corresponding grades 
mn the Regular Army) may be accepted as service in lieu of such 
drills when so provided by the Secretary of War.” 

Sec. 49. That Sec. 111 of said act be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by striking out the same and inserting the following in 
liew thereof: 

“See. 111, NaTIONAL GUARD WHEN DRAFTED INTO FEDERAL 
Service.—When Congress shall have authorized the use of the 
armed land forces of the United States for any purpose requir- 
ing the use of troops in excess of those of the Regular Army 
the President may, under such regulations, including such 
physical examinations, as he may prescribe, draft into the mili- 
tary service of the United States to serve therein for the period 
of the war of emergency, unless sooner discharged, any or all 
members of the Nationa! Guard and of the National Guard 
Reserve. All persons so drafted shall, from the date of their 
draft, stand discharged from the militia, and shall be subject 
to such laws and regulations for the government of the Army 
of the United States as may be applicable to members of the 
Army, whose permanent retention in the military service is 
not contemplated by law, and shall be organized into units 
corresponding as far as practicable to those of the Regular 
Army or shall be otherwise assigned as the President may 
direct. The commissioned: officers of said organizations shall be 
appointed from among the members thereof; officers with rank 
not above that of colonel to be appointed by the President alone, 
and all other officers to be appointed by the President by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate. Officers and en- 
listed men while in the service of the United States under the 
terms of this section shall have the same pay and allowances 
as officers and enlisted men of the Regular Army of the same 
grades and the same prior service. On the termination of the 
emergency all persons so drafted shall be discharged from the 
Army, shall resume their membership in the militia, and, if the 
State so provide, shall continue to serve in the National Guard 
until the dates upon which their enlistments entered into 
prior to their draft would have expired if uninterrupted.” 

Sec. 50. That said act be, and the same is hereby, amended 
by striking out Sec. 114. 

Sec. 51. That said act be, and the same is hereby, amended 
by inserting after Sec. 127 a new section, to be numbered 127a, 
and to read as follows: 

“Sec. 127a MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS.—Hereafter no de- 
tail, rating, or assignment of an officer shall carry advanced 
rank, except as otherwise specifically provided herein: Provided, 
That in lieu of the 50 per cent. increase of pay provided for 
in this act any officer or enlisted man upon whom the rating 
of junior military aviator, or military aviator, has heretofore 
been conferred for having specially distinguished himself 
time of war in active operations against the enemy, shall, while 
on duty which requires him to participate regularly and fre- 
quently in aerial flights, continue to have the rank, pay and 
allowances and additional pay now provided by the Act of 
June 3, 1916, and the Act of July 24, 1917. 

“Officers now carried as additional numbers shall be in- 
cluded in the numbers provided for by this act, and after June 
30, 1920, shall no longer be additional, and any officer here- 
after appointed, under the provisions of law, to a grade in 
which no vacancy exists, shall be an additional number in that 
grade until absorbed, and no longer. 

“In time of war retired officers may be employed on active 
duty in the discretion of the President, and when so employed 
they shall receive the full pay and allowances of their grades. 

“The President is authorized to detail not more than five 
officers of the Medical Department for duty with the military 
relief division of the American National Red Cross. 

“Authority is hereby given to the Secretary of War to grant 
permission, by revocable license, to the American National Red 
Cross to erect and maintain on any military reservations within 
the jurisdiction of the United States buildings suitable for the 
storage of supplies, or to occupy for that purpose buildings 
erected by the United States, under such regulations as the 
Secretary of War may prescribe, such supplies to be available 
for the aid of the civilian population in case of serious r vtional 


disaster. 
“In determining relative rank and increase of pay for length 
of service, and, in the case of officers of the Regular Army, in 


determining rights of retirement, active duty performed while 
under appointment from the United States Government, whether 
in the Regular, provisional, or temporary forces, shall be cred- 
ited to the same extent as service under a Regular Army com- 
mission. 

“In time of war any officer of the Regular Army may be 
appointed to higher temporary rank without vacating his per- 
manent commission, such appointments in grades below that of 
brigadier general being made by the President alone, but all 
other appointments of officers in time of war shall be in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

“Unless special assignment is made by the President under 
the provisions of the one hundred and nineteenth article of 
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war, all officers in the active service of the United States in 
any grade shall take rank according to date, which, in the case 
of an officer of the Regular Army, is that stated in his com- 
mission or letter of appointment, and, in the case of a reserve 
officer or an officer of the National Guard called into the service 
of the United States, shall precede that on which he is placed 
on active duty by a period equal to the total length of active 
service which he may have performed in the grade in which 
called or any higher grade. When dates of rank are the same, 
precedence shall be determined by length of active commissioned 
service in the Army. When length of such service is the same, 
officers of the Regular Army shall take rank among themselves 
according to their places on the promotion list, preceding re- 
serve and National Guard officers of the same date of rank and 
length of service, who shall take rank among themselves ac- 
cording to age. 

“Hereafter any retired officer who has been or shall be de- 
tailed on active duty shall receive the rank, pay, and allow- 
ances of the grade, not above that of colonel, that he would 
have attained in due course of promotion if he had remained 
on the active list for a period beyond the date of his retirement 
equal to the total amount of time during which he has been 
detailed to active duty since his retirement. 

“Retired enlisted men who have served honorably as com- 
missioned officers of the United States Army at some time be- 
tween April 6, 1917, and Nov. 11, 1918, including those who 
have been placed on the retired list during the World War, 
and who have been or may hereafter be discharged from their 
temporary commissions, shall reteive the retired pay and allow- 
ances of warrant cflicers on the retired list, as provided in this 


act. 

“Cadets graduated from the United States Military Academy 
during the present calendar year shall be commissioned as 
second lieutenants to date not earlier than July 2, 1920. 

_ “The President is authorized to retain temporarily in ser- 
vice, under their present commissions, such emergency officers 
as he may deem necessary, but the total number so remaining 
in service, other than those undergoing treatment for physical 
reconstruction, shall not at any time exceed the total number 
of vacancies then existing in the Regular Army. Any such 
officer may be discharged when his services are no longer re- 
quired, and all such officers shall be discharged not later than 
Dec. 31, 1920. All officers of the Regular Army holding com- 
missions granted fer the period of the existing emergency, in 
whatever grade, shall be discharged therefrom not later than 
June 30, 1920. The President is authorized and directed te 
retain in service disabled emergency officers until their treat- 
ment for physical reconstruction has reached a point where 
they will not be further benefited by retention in a military 
hospital or in the military service. 

“The Secretary of War is hereby authorized, in his disere- 
tion, to detail not to exceed 2 per cent. of the commissioned offi- 
cers of the Regular Army in any fiscal year as students at such 
technical, professional, and other educational institutions, or 
as students, observers, or investigators at such industrial plants, 
hospitals, and other places, as shall be best suited to enable such 
officers to acquire a knowledge of or experience in the special- 
ties in which it is deemed necessary that such officers shall 
perfect themselves. The number of officers so detailed shall, 
as far as practicable, be distributed proportionately among the 
various branches: Provided, That no expense shall be incurred 
by the United States in addition to the pay and allowances of 
the officers so detailed, except for the cost of tuition at such 
technical, professional, and other educational institutions. 

“Whenever, prior to Dec. 31, 1920, any person shall be 
nominated to the Senate for appointment to fill any office in 
the Regular Army provided for by this act, the President alone 
is authorized to appoint such person temporarily in the United 
States Army in the grade pertaining to such Regular Army 
office, to have rank and pay from the same dates as if such 
appointment were in the Regular Army. Such temporary ap 
pointment shall terminate upon acceptance, after confirmation, 
of the corresponding office in the Regular Army, or on March 
4, 1921, if then still unconfirmed. If any officer of the Regular 
Army is retired while holding a temporary appointment made 
under the provisions of this paragraph, he shall have the rank 
of such temporary grade, and his retired pay shall be computed 
upon the pay of that grade.” 

Sec. 52. That all laws and parts of laws in so far as they 
are inconsistent with this act are hereby repealed.

The Adjutant General of the Army has sent, through 
the commanding general, Southern Department, to the 
commanding officer, 25th Infantry, Nogales, Ariz., a 
letter in regard to recent inspector's report on the 25th 
Infantry.

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REHABILITATION OF EX-SERVICE MEN. 

The New England Vocational School, established for 
the rehabilitation of tuberculous ex-Service men, Rut- 
land, Mass., the following appointments have been re- 
cently made: Mr. Andrew Holmes (ex-Navy), instructor 
of mechanical drafting; Mr. Walter Cole (ex-Army), 
head of commercial department; Mr. Myron Davis (ex- 
Navy), instructor automobile mechanics ; Mr. John 
O’Brien (ex-Navy), head of the agricultural department ; 
Mr. Edward O’Connor (ex-Army), instructor in academic 
department; Mr. P. C. Tibbetts (ex-Army), instructor 
in the house building department ; Mr. George A. Bryant 





(ex-Army), instructor of watch fepairing; and iss 
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Ethel W. Barbour (ex-Army aid), head aid of the occu- 
pational therapy work. Logan Hall (named after Col. 
Edward L. Logan, former commander of the 101st In- 
fantry, 26th Division), has just been completed and is 
housing the classes in agricultural and academic work. 
Work is being hastened on the construction of a new 
dormitory to house about eighty soldiers. This will be 
known as Edwards Club, after the former commander of 
the 26th Division, Major Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, and 
it is expected will be opened on July 4. Capt. Wallace E. 
Hackett, formerly U.S.A., is the resident manager of the 
school. At present there are about 100 ex-Service men 
undergoing treatment and training. To this number will 
be added about 300 more within the next two months, 
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Frencu NAvAL Mission aT N.Y. Navy YARD. 

The officers comprising the French naval ordnance 
mission, which arrived in the United States several weeks 
ago, visited the New York Navy Yard on May 21, and 
after visiting various points of interest in the yard were 
escorted to the U.S.S. Tennessee, which went into 
commission on June 3. The party, which included Vice 
Admiral Jules Charbonnier, inspector general of naval 
artillery ; Engrs.-in-Chief M. Garnier and M. Paquelier, 
Principal Engineer Metlin and Lieutenant Commander 
Tartel, was received by Rear Admiral J. D. MacDonald. 
Lieut. Comdr. C. W. Magruder, Capt. A. W. Johnson 
and Lieut. F. G. Mehling, U.S.N., and at the gangway 
of the Tennessee was met by Capt. R. H. Lee, U.S.N., 
who is to command the new ship, and who took the visi- 
tors over her. The officers of the mission were the guests 
of honor at a dinner given at the Ritz-Carlton Hotel, 
New York, on May 26, by the French Institute. Other 
guests were Lieut. Col. R. W. Greene and Major H. D. 
Newson, U.S.A., and Comdrs. H. F. Leary and R, Hen- 
derson and Lieut. Comdr. E. D. Langworthy, U.S.N. 
The mission is expected to sail for France on May 29.

Last oF ARMY CARRIER PIGEONS ARRIVES. 

Carrier pigeon “Ruckermo,” the last of twelve pigeons 
released in Washington May 5 with messages for Lieut. 
Gen. Robert L. Bullard, U.S.A., arrived at Signal Corps 
pigeon loft, Camp Vail, N.J., Sunday morning, May 23, 
two weeks after release. The Chief Signal Officer of the 
Army reports, under date of May 25, that the bird ar- 
rived without its message, which had been taken out of 
the carrier, attached to its left leg. The pigeon was sick, 
weak and dazed when it flew into the loft. On account 
of having been severely gassed, this bird was handi- 
capped in sensing or “smelling” its direction, and evi- 
dently had been wandering around the country at vari- 
ous places before finally locating its home. The fact that 
Ruckermo’s message had been taken is evidence that the 
pigeon had been captured, and subsequently escaped or 
was released again. With the return of Ruckermo all 
the pigeons are now accounted for, so that no further 
rewards will be paid.

CONSCRIPTION ABOLISHED IN BRITISH ARMY. 

In commenting upon the fact that the British govern- 
ment had abolished conscription, the Army and Navy 
Jazette of London of May 8 says: “While some of us 
may hold that the war might never have broken out, or, 
having commenced, might more easily and quickly have 
been brought to a successful conclusion, had we in past 
years, like the rest of Europe, adopted conscription, we 
must all recognize with pride what the voluntary prin- 
ciple enabled us to do. Before a conscript had entered 
our army no fewer than 5,000,000 men had voluntarily 
offered their services in the naval and military forces of 
the country ; and perhaps it may truly be said that, hav- 


ing held so long by voluntary enlistment, compulsion, 
when at last it came, was generally accepted without seri- 
ous protest by the bulk of the nation and a change of 
surpassing magnitude was smoothly and quickly effected. 
There is much of which in the past war we have rea- 
son to be proud; but nothing more wonderful has ever 
been done by ours or by any other nation than the crea- 
tion of the great army voluntary and conscript, which 
did so much to maintain the struggle and gain the vic- 
tory.”

Says FrReENcH CONSIDERED LEAVING Paris. 

Col. Raymond Recoully. French army, who was at 
tached to French general headquarters during the World 
War, in his book, “Foch’s Battle,” just published in 
Paris, says a dispatch of May 21 from the French capi- 
tal to the New York Times, declares that on March 23, 
1918, when the Germans were making their final effort 
before being confronted by American troops, French gov- 
ernment was on the verge of withdrawing from Paris. 
On March 23 the French troops, under General Hum- 
bert, were in battle with the Germans near Paris and it 
was uncertain if the French could hold the invaders 
back. So doubtful was the situation, says Colonel 
Recoully, that Premier Clemenceau urged President 
Poincaré to leave Paris with other government officials. 
The President declined to do so. The following day he 
and the Premier saw Lord Miller at Compiegne and 
planned the meeting at Doullens for the next day at 
which it was decided the unity of command should be 
given to General Foch. *

MarSHAL Foch WARNS AGAINST GERMANY. 


Marshal Foch, of the French army, in an address at 
the annual meeting of the Polytechnic School for- Army 
Engineers, held in Paris, says an Associated Press mes- 
sage from the French capital, is quoted as saying: 
“Which of us dares believe Germany is renouncing war 
on the morrow of her ruin—Germany, which, inspired 
by sheer ambition, took up arms in 1864 0 and 
1914 on the plea of historic necessity? Germany's neigh- 
bors, whether they wish to or not, will be forced to keep 
up armies and maintain strong frontiers, because, quite 
apart from the generous intentions of civilized humanity, 
there are historic realities and racial appetites, just as 
there are geographical realities. How can we help dis- 
trusting a nation, which by superlative militarism and 
methodic development extended its authority from the 
East Prussian marshes to beyond the Rhine? Making 
war is its national industry, and might is its right.”
